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Directors’ Report 


The Program Year 


The CBC can report significant program 
achievements in 1980-81, with the exception 
of a major disruption in news service from 
Quebec for part of the year. 


In television, where the expansion and 
enrichment of Canadian programming is 
critical to the survival of a truly Canadian 
system, CBC led the way with an impressive 
range of high quality programming. 


English network highlights included the 
documentary series on business, The 
Canadian Establishment; the three-part 
drama on alcohol and drug addiction, You've 
Come a Long Way, Katie, which attracted 
successive audiences of 1.7 million, 1.9 
million, and again, 1.9 million; and a season 
of Superspecials featuring Canadian 
performers and reaching up to two million 
viewers each. Among the notable programs 
in the French service were the special series 
Jeune délinquant, a dramatic exploration of 
the causes of delinquency; the Edmonton 
production of the opera Manon, simulcast 
on television and stereo radio; and the final 
report on the Quebec referendum, La 
réponse, which was watched by an average 
of 1.6 million viewers per quarter hour. 


Both networks added to their achievements 
with important international awards and 
recognition: an International Emmy and the 
Prague d’Or for the French network's brilliant 
production of Stravinsky's /’Oiseau de feu; 
an International Emmy for Fighting Back, 
the fifth estate's moving documentary on 
young leukemia victims; the Golden Rose of 
Montreux for Toller Cranston — 
Dreamweaver; an Oscar nomination for 
Frédéric Back’s remarkable animated film 
Tout rien. Foreign program sales and other 
marketing activities continued to increase. In 
the case of the English network they 
doubled from the previous year, to more than 
$4 million. 


| CBC radio continued to develop and enrich 


its complementary monaural and stereo 
services. Special radio projects included 
Africa Week on the English stereo service, 
presenting, in 20 hours of programming over 
the course of five evenings, a vivid reflection 
of the African continent and its peoples; and 
the Vive la radio exhibition in Montreal, 
marking the 25th anniversary of the 
Communauté radiophonique des 
programmes de langue francaise and 
attracting more than 16,000 visitors. 


Both radio and television took their 
audiences to the centre of important 
Canadian and international events: the 
Quebec referendum, the Constitutional 
debates, the election of a new U.S. 
President. The referendum programming in 
particular represented a notable journalistic 
achievement, reflecting to Canada and to an 
international audience the complex issues 
involved, the wide-ranging public discussion, 
and the result of the vote itself. 


Unfortunately, French and English radio and 
television news services in and from the 
province of Quebec were seriously disrupted 
by the strike of journalists there, which 
started in late October 1980 and was still 
unresolved at the close of the fiscal year. 
Production of Té/éjournal, the main French 
network newscast, was interrupted, as were 
the national and regional radio newscasts 
normally broadcast from Montreal, Quebec 
and Rimouski. 


Audiences for Canadian Programs 


The large audiences for many CBC 
programs reinforced our view that 
Canadians welcome Canadian programming 
of high quality. The popular wisdom has 
been that Canadians prefer American 
programs and seldom watch Canadian 
productions. The fact is that taking the 
television system as a whole, the proportion 
of viewing time spent watching Canadian 
programs just about equals the proportion of 
Canadian programs available. The 
correspondence is not precise, but a general 
pattern is clear in the accompanying charts. 


In English-language television as a whole, 
the proportion of viewing time Canadians 
spend watching foreign programs is very 
close to the proportion of available 
programming which is foreign. Sixty-seven 
per cent of the total available programming, 
including all channels, is foreign; 74 per cent 
of the audience's total viewing time is spent 
with foreign programs. 


A similar pattern can be seen in individual 
program categories. For example, 62 per 
cent of the English-language news 


programs available in Canada are Canadian, 


and these programs attract 89 per cent of 
the viewing time that Canadians spend on 
news. In public affairs, Canadian programs 
represent 67 per cent of the English- 
language public affairs programming 
available to Canadian viewers, and 
Canadians spend 71 per cent of their public 
affairs viewing time watching these 
Canadian programs. Sixty per cent of all 
sports programs available are Canadian, 
and 79 per cent of the time Canadians 
spend watching sports on television is 
devoted to these Canadian programs.

By contrast, when Canadians have little 
choice in Canadian programs they turn in 
large numbers to foreign programs. In 
drama, the category of programming whic! 
accounts for 50 per cent of a// television 


| viewing, only four per cent of the available 


programs are Canadian. And viewers sper 
just about the same proportion of their 
drama-viewing time — three per cent — 
watching Canadian productions. In the 
broad category of music, variety and gene 
entertainment including quiz programs, the 
proportion of Canadian programming is 31 
per cent, attracting 20 per cent of the 
viewing time for programs in this category. 


Looking at the comparable figures for 
French-language services, the 
correspondence between programs 
available and programs watched is even 
more marked, with the interesting-differenc 
that Canadian drama and light 
entertainment attract shares of viewing tim 
which are well beyond their proportion of 
broadcast time. 


| There are of course many factors which 


influence audience choice. In addition to th 
personal tastes and interests of the viewer 
there are considerations such as the type 
and character of the programs, the availab 
(and often limited) budgets, the time perio 
chosen for scheduling, and the competing 
programs on any given occasion. Obvious 
it cannot be claimed that a certain 
percentage increase in the availability of 
Canadian programming would necessarily 
lead to the same percentage increase in tt 
viewing of Canadian programs. 


Nevertheless, these general viewing 
patterns, together with the large audiences 
which CBC programs regularly attract in a 
very fragmented market, seem clearly to 
suggest that when good and distinctive 
Canadian programming is available, it will 
attract a substantial share of the public's 
total viewing time. With so much foreign 
programming already available in Canada, 
and with new delivery systems increasing 
the pressures for even more foreign materi 
it becomes more important than ever to 
provide an effective Canadian alternative - 
to increase the quantity, quality and 
exposure of Canadian programming. 
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CBC-2/Télé-2 


One of the 1977 Touchstone proposals 
directed to this end was for second CBC 
television services in French and English. 
Applications to operate these new services 
were submitted to the CRTC in 1980, and 
hearings were held in January 1981. 


CBC-2 and Télé-2 are designed as non- 
commercial prime time networks; their 
introduction would double the prime time 
available to the CBC for Canadian 
programming. They would provide a real 
and distinctive viewing alternative for 
viewers across the country — a television 
equivalent of CBC stereo radio. They would 
enable CBC to better serve some of the 
specialized audience interests which get too 
little attention on television, such as 
business, the arts, labour, the economy, 
technology and science. They would give 
time for the more reflective programming 
which should be available in current affairs. 
And they would enable us to present again, 
in a showcase format, the best cultural and 
documentary programs from our main 
networks, together with high quality material 
from outside and foreign producers. 


CBC-2 and Telé-2 would be delivered to 
viewers homes via satellite and cable, which 
is the only practical and economical method 
of distributing a second service, given the 
high capital and operating costs of a new 
national network of transmitters. 


The new services would be carried mainly 
on converter channels. These are not yet 
available to all cable subscribers, but 
converter service is bound to grow. Canada 
is already the most cabled country in the 
world, with 57 per cent of its households 
subscribing to basic cable service and 80 
per cent able to receive it if they choose to. 
As new television services are developed, 
more and more cable systems will be 
augmenting their channel capacity, and 
more viewers will be buying converters to 
reach those extra channels. By 1982 the 
potential audience for CBC-2 and Tele-2 
could be almost 18 million people, or 
5,900,000 households. 


Other CBC Services 


During 1980 the CBC received a permanent 


| licence for another service which was 
| already being provided on a temporary basis 


| — our daily television coverage of 


Parliament. Since 1979 we have relayed 
Parliamentary proceedings, by satellite, to 
cable systems across the country. In 1980 


| this was confirmed as a CBC public service 


responsibility when we were granted a 
network licence for it by the CRTC. The 
same distribution system was used to 
provide viewers with approximately 300 
hours of coverage of the Special Joint 
Committee of the Senate and of the House 
of Commons on the Constitution of Canada. 
Other satellite-to-cable coverage included 
the CRTC hearings on service to remote 
areas, and views of the planet Saturn from 
the American spaceship Voyager I. 


A modest start was made on improving CBC 


| television service for hearing-impaired 


viewers, with the introduction of closed 
captioning on some of the English network's 
American programs. Plans to extend the 
service to Canadian programs on both 
French and English networks will have to 
wait until there is a closed captioning centre 
in Canada, but we were pleased to be able 
to begin the service, at least in a limited way, 
for the International Year of the Disabled. 


We are also taking an active part in the 
study of teletext technology and its potential 
applications to broadcasting. Teletext, the 


| transmission of information “pages” in the 
| unused portion of conventional broadcast 


television signals, could be used to provide 
supplementary services for viewers, such as 
background information not contained in the 
programs themselves. It could also be used 
to transmit scheduling and operational 
information internally to CBC locations 
across the country. CBC is co-operating with 
the federal Department of Communications 
in testing and evaluating various 
transmission methods for such purposes, 


| using the Canadian teletext technology, 


Telidon. 


Remote Service and Pay TV 


Two proposals for Canadian broadcasting 
which were under discussion last year — the 
introduction of pay TV and the provision of 
additional service to remote and northern 
communities — moved closer to realization. 


On the question of remote service, the CBC 
had made its views known in a brief to the 
CRTC which was mentioned in last year's 
annual report. We expressed the belief that 
the varied needs of northern communities 
should eventually be met through a variety 
of services: a CBC northern regional 
service, which would require special funding; 
local production organizations controlled by 
the native people; and additional Canadian 
services comparable to those available in 
southern Canada. At that time we offered to 
provide satellite capacity for the interim 
distribution to the north of a package of 
programming from the private CTV and TVA 
networks. An interim service of CTV 
programs was implemented early in 1981. 


Hearings on applications for permanent 
service to remote areas were held in 
February 1981. Shortly after the close of the 
fiscal year, the CRTC announced the 
licensing of a new television and radio 
service, via satellite, which would include 
English programs from a number of 
individual southern stations, French 
programs from TVA, and native-language 
programs produced in the north by Inuit and 
Indian groups. The Inuit company 
concerned will also use the broadcasting 
facilities of the CBC Northern Service. 


The structure of pay TV in Canada will be 
particularly important because of its possible 
effects on the overall system. In last year's 
presentation to the CRTC the CBC 
proposed, together with CTV and TVA, that 
pay TV should be operated only on a 
national, non-profit basis. It should become 
a source of funding for Canadian 
programming at three levels — within pay 
TV itself, through a program development 
fund, and by using net revenues for new 
Canadian programming that would reach a 
general audience on the existing national 
networks. 


The CRTC indicated in April 1981 that it was 
prepared to consider proposals for national, 
regional or local pay TV services. The CBC 
will be examining its position in the light of 
the ground rules established by the CRTC in 
its call for pay TV applications. 


Regulating Canadian and Foreign 
Content 


During the year the CRTC began a review of 
Canadian content regulations in the light of 
changes that have occurred in the 
broadcasting environment. The Commission 
invited comments from broadcasters and the 
public. 


The CBC stated in its presentation that as 
the national service, it has a central 
responsibility for developing and increasing 
Canadian programming. However, private 
broadcasters have an important part to play 
too, and the CBC believes that any new 
regulations should require a general 
increase in Canadian production and 
scheduling from those private broadcasters 
who have the capacity to undertake it. 


We proposed to the CRTC that all 
broadcasters should be required to increase 
their Canadian content in peak viewing 
periods, and that the regulatory definition of 
prime time should be changed from the 
present 6:00 p.m. to midnight to the more 
realistic definition of 7:00 p.m. to 11:00 p.m. 


CBC Affiliates 


The CBC is particularly concerned about the 
effect of environmental changes on the role 
and general welfare of those private 
television stations which are affiliated with 
the CBC networks. These stations provide 
about 20 per cent of the Corporation's 
geographical coverage and approximately 
one-third of the audiences for CBC 
programs, and thus play a major role in the 
distribution system. 


During the past year the CBC and 
representatives of the affiliated stations have 
been exploring possible changes in the 
affiliate relationship to meet the changing 
needs of both parties. At the time of writing, 
these discussions had not been concluded. 


Applebaum-Hébert Committee 


One of the major public enquiries of the year 
was launched by the federal government's 
Cultural Policy Review Committee (the 
Applebaum-Heébert Committee). The CBC is 
greatly affected by the review because of the 
central roles which CBC radio and television 
have to play in Canadian cultural life. We 
prepared a written submission for the 
Committee outlining the many ways in which 
CBC programs and operations interact with 
the Canadian cultural community, bringing 
together a wealth of talent, providing 
opportunities for almost every kind of 
cultural expression, and reflecting that 
expression back to millions of Canadians. 


The CBC, in the words of our submission, 
“is in effect filling a whole series of 
Canadian theatres every day of the year, 
filling a whole series of concert halls, of 
opera houses or movie theatres, 

from St. John's to Victoria.” As a second pai 
of its submission the Corporation plans to 
make a series of oral and audio-visual 
presentations to the Committee as it moves 
across the country, conducting hearings in 
different locations. 


The Applebaum-Hébert enquiry prompted 
us to reflect on the contribution which the 
CBC has consistently tried to make to the 
overall development of the broadcasting 
system. In all the ventures just referred to — 
cultural expression, CBC-2 and Télé-2, the 
Parliamentary service, remote and northern 
broadcasting, the Canadianization of 
existing services, the best use of satellite 
and other technology — in all these fields, 
this year and in past years, CBC has 
attempted to fill the kind of leadership role 
which is expected of Canada’s national 
broadcaster. We have adopted or urged 
policies which would create a truly Canadiar 
broadcasting system for the benefit of all 
Canadians. In our own endeavours we have 
had a good many successes. But we can 
only achieve real success, for Canadian 
broadcasting as a whole, if problems are 
tackled on a national scale, by all the 
authorities concerned, with specific goals in. 
mind. | 


We emphasize television goals because the 
Canadianization of television is critical. But 
radio development should not be forgotten. 
In the CBC we are particularly proud of our 
radio services, and we want and intend to 
see their achievements continued. 


Setting National Objectives | 


In television, we believe the time has come 
for Canada to set a clear and simple | 
objective together with some Straightforward 
targets for reaching this objective. The 
objective we proposed to the Applebaum- | 
Hébert Committee: to patriate Canadian | 
audiences to Canadian programs. To 
achieve this, we suggested that a specific 
target should be set by the government, 
every five years, for increasing the 
percentage of Canadian programming 
available on television.

We also proposed that over the same five- 
year period, the cable industry should make 
a contribution to the realization of national 
targets by restructuring its delivery systems 
to provide a “tiered” service. The first tier, or 
basic service, would be offered at very low 
cost (or no cost) and would carry Canadian 
services including CBC networks and the 
private networks and stations. The second 
tier would carry American networks for 
which a charge would be made; built into 
the monthly fee would be a levy which would 
be used for the support of Canadian 
production. The third tier would carry pay TV 
services which would be structured in such a 
way as to contribute the maximum benefit to 
Canadian program production. 


Parallel with this plan for meeting a national 
objective in Canadian programming, we 
suggested that the further importation of 
U.S. channels should be resisted, or 
provision made in some way to offset such 
additional U.S. programs with 
counterbalancing Canadian programs. 


Finance 


Whatever new systems and policies may 
emerge, funding will be critical. Detailed 
financial planning for the overall system is of 
course a matter for government and 
Parliament. However, it is clear that for new 
Canadian production, additional financing 
would have to be found. As mentioned 
earlier, the CBC has suggested that pay TV 
and cable revenues, for example, be 
considered as possible sources. The 
adequacy of commercial revenues to finance 
the private broadcasters contributions to 
meeting Canadian program targets would 
also have to be determined. 


The CBC's own financial position during 
1980-81 is described in the financial section 
of this report. Total operating expense for the 
year amounted to $720 million, an increase 
of $57.8 million or 8.7 per cent over the 
previous year. The increase related 
substantially to increases in salaries and 
wages, in talent payments, and in the cost of 
purchased goods and services. This 
expense was financed from the 
Parliamentary appropriation of $536.8 
million for operating expenditures, together 
with advertising and miscellaneous revenue. 


Capital expenditures amounted to $48.5 
million, approximately equal to the 
Parliamentary appropriation for this purpose. 


For 1981-82 the CBC will receive an 
increase in its budget sufficient to meet 
estimated increases in prices and wages. 
We had hoped also for a further five per cent 
increase — the annual “real increase”over 
and above inflation which the government 


A Need for Action 


It was even more disappointing to learn, as 
this report was being written, that the CRTC 
was not prepared at this time to grant an 
immediate licence for CBC-2/Télé-2. The 
CBC will certainly investigate the possibility 
of a purely repeat service, on an interim 
basis, as suggested by the CRTC in its 
decision. However, the Corporation 
continues to believe that bold and confident 
action, of the kind represented by our 
CBC-2/Télé-2 proposal, is imperative if 
television in this country is to be restored to 
its proper role as an instrument for 
expressing and preserving Canada’s cultural 
identity. 


The same urgency applies to other critical 
matters that are pending, such as the 
licensing of pay television and the possible 
revision of Canadian content regulations. 
And there are other questions that need to 
be addressed, such as the funding of 
additional Canadian programming, the use 
of independent production houses, the role 
of the private broadcasters, the particular 
position of the CBC's private affiliates, the 
introduction of specialized services, the 
pressures to import more U.S. programming 
via satellite. 


How these questions are decided will vitally 
affect the people of Canada. Canadians 
spend a very large proportion of their leisure 
time watching television and listening to 
radio — an average of 23 hours per week 
per person watching television, and an 
average of 19 hours per week listening to 
radio. Their perception of themselves and of 
their country will be shaped to a large 
degree by what they have the opportunity to 
see and hear — by whether, like other 
countries, they can expect to have a national 
broadcasting system that is truly their own. 


We in the CBC believe that Canadians 
deserve and want a truly Canadian system. 
We have proposed realistic goals for the 
system and practical ways of attaining them 
In the large and enthusiastic audiences for 
many CBC programs, even in a fragmented 
market, we see a vote of confidence from 
the Canadian public — not only for their 
national broadcaster, the CBC, but for good 
Canadian programming as a whole

The year was rich in political events 
extensively covered by the network, 
beginning with the Quebec referendum 
debate and vote, followed by the U.S. party 
conventions and presidential election, the 
Constitutional Conference and the ensuing 
debate both inside and outside Parliament. 
Program highlights in this area included two 
bilingual simulcasts with the CBC French 
network in the Quarterly Report/Tel Quel 
series, 34 hours of live coverage of the 
Constitutional Conference and many 
additional hours of news specials on the 
constitutional issue. During the year the 
network also began the final stages of 
preparation for the move of The National to 
10:00 p.m. and the launching of its 
companion national affairs program The 
Journal. 


In addition to collaborating on the Quarterly 
Report/Te! Quel series, the English and 
French networks shared other ventures, 
including program exchanges of such 
specials as Toller Cranston — Dreamweaver, 
I’Oiseau de feu (another 1980 International 
Emmy winner), the opera Manon and the 
science series The Nature of Things with 
David Suzuki. 


Canada's major awards in the recording, film | 


and broadcast industries are all given 
national exposure on CBC television. Again 
this year CBC telecast the Juno, Genie and 
ACTRA Awards, celebrating excellence in all 
these performing arts and honouring the 
many Canadian artists who achieve that 
excellence. 


CBC Sports again gave millions of viewers 
the best seats in the house for Canadian 
baseball, football and hockey. CBC cameras 
followed the Montreal Expos to the final 
moments of the National League pennant 
race, captured the excitement of the Grey 
Cup and the Stanley Cup play-offs, and 
offered extensive coverage — on Saturday 
Sports Weekend — of dozens of events, 
from Canadian Open golf to curling at the 
Brier. 


Regional production for the network 
included Sesame Street Canadian 
segments and Antonine Maillet’s La 
Sagouine, both produced in Montreal. The 
situation comedy Up at Ours and programs 
featuring the singing group Ryan's Fancy 
were produced in St. John's; the John Allan 
Cameron series and a Christmas 
Superspecial, in Halifax; The Medicine 
Show and Hymn Sing, in Winnipeg; The 
Canadian Establishment, The Watson 
Report and This Week in Parliament, in 
Ottawa; and The Shadow and the Spirit, 
Beachcombers, Ritter's Cove and a number 
of Superspecials, in Vancouver. The 
Regional Exchange program, through which 
locally produced series and specials are 
selected for telecast by individual stations 
across the network, circulated a total of 
9,442 episodes to CBC stations and 
affiliates during 1980. 


Local and regional programming proved 
equally popular on home ground. In 
Vancouver, the new Sunday morning 
children's program Switchback — a ‘trade’ 
market for young people — received 13,000 
viewer Calls for a single edition. Alberta and 
Saskatchewan stations joined the 75th 
anniversary celebrations of the two 
provinces; a St. John’s production, The 
Wonderful Grand Band series, proved more 
popular with Newfoundland audiences than 
the U.S. hit Da/las. CBC's local Toronto 
station won audiences with variety series 
starring Oscar Peterson and Tommy 
Ambrose and a Weekend with the Stars 
telethon that raised over $1 million for 
victims of cerebral palsy. Outstanding too 
was Winnipeg's three-hour Evening with the 
Arts, in support of local cultural 
organizations.

Radio 


It was a particularly eventful year for CBC 
English radio. 


| CBC Stereo mounted the biggest single 


undertaking in its history with Africa Week, 
20 hours of programming broadcast over th 
course of five evenings and presenting a 
sound portrait of the continent in stereo 
music, interviews, poetry, drama, news, 
popular entertainment, documentary and 
commentary. Segments of Africa Week wer 


| later repeated on the mono network. 


It was a year of unprecedented programmin 
in the information areas as well. Local news 
and current affairs teams continued to serve 
community needs while national coverage 
included such major events and issues as 
the Quebec referendum and the 
Constitutional debate. Coverage of world 
affairs was also challenging, with important 
events in the Middle East, Central America, 
Europe, China and the U.S.A.. Sunday 
Morning provided comprehensive analysis 
and background on these and other stories 
each week. 


Radio drama entered a period of 
revitalization. Festival Theatre presented 
plays such as Cyrano de Bergerac starring 
Len Cariou and Roberta Maxwell, and Erice 
Ritter’s hit, Automatic Pilot, with Fiona Reid. 
The successful new horror series, Nightfall, 
was introduced. A new series of original 
dramas launched Sunday Matinee, with hos 
Gordon Pinsent. A special CBC training 
course in radio drama was announced for 
the spring of 1981, and approximately 500 
professional writers and directors from 


: | across the country applied to take part. 


There were also many special projects in 
music programming including the first CBC 
digital recording — the Toronto Symphony 
.performing Stravinsky's Firebird Suite. This 
was also the first digital recording of a 
Canadian orchestra. 


World-renowned conductor of baroque 
music John Eliot Gardiner was named 
principal conductor of the CBC Vancouver 
Orchestra. His public performance of 
Charpentier's Midnight Mass, broadcast on 
the Christmas Eve edition of Mostly Music, 
was widely acclaimed. The centennial of 
Canadian composer Healey Willan was 
celebrated throughout the year, with special 
concerts on Organists in Recital, Choral 
Concert, Mostly Music, Symphony Hall anc 
Arts National. 


Stereo Morning and Arts National presentet 
a week's concerts from the Edinburgh 
Festival, which this year highlighted 
Canadian composers and performers. Arts 
National also presented the world premiere 
of Murray Schafer's multi-media theatrical 
oratorio, Apocalypsis. Both programs 
offered national arts coverage in many 
fields. 


Young Canadian composers and concert 
artists gained exposure on CBC radio 
hrough the Competition for Young 
Somposers and the CBC Talent 
Jompetition. Winners of the CBC Literary 
Jompetition were heard on Anthology, 
>BC's regular forum for Canadian writing for 
nore than 25 years. 


\udience surveys by the Bureau of 
3roadcast Measurement in the fall of 1980 
ndicated that listening hours to CBC radio 
iad increased. Listeners to the monaural 
ervice tuned in for an average of 8.6 hours 
yer week compared with 8.5 hours the 
revious fall, and listeners to the stereo 
ervice increased their average listening 
ime to 7.1 hours per week, up from 6.6 
jours in the fall of 1979. 


tt the close of the fiscal year the English 
adio service announced a major study, to 
ake place over the next two years, of future 
ossibilities for CBC radio development. The 
tudy, under former Radio Program Director 
Margaret Lyons, will attempt to define long- 
erm options for CBC radio in the light of 
echnological and social change. 


farketing 


he marketing department has two main 
bjectives: to make the best and most 
rofitable use of programming elements and 
0 create revenue for the enrichment of 
ture CBC productions; and to showcase 
re CBC programming product, the talented 
riters, actors, musicians and production 
eople, by giving them international 
xposure. 


hese aims are being realized in a number 
f ways, and 1980-81 was a record-breaking 
ear. Marketing department revenues 
loubled, from $2 million in 1979-80, to more 
nan $4 million this year. us 


1 program exports, sales breakthroughs in 
ireece, Italy and South America augmented 
/BC's still-expanding markets in Europe, the 
Jnited Kingdom and the United States. 
reative repackaging of the Wayne and 
Shuster Show resulted in a series of 80 half- 
jour programs edited from 52 hour-long 
pecials — all the Wayne and Shuster shows 
roduced since 1967, when CBC began 
2lecasting in color. This unique comedy 
eries is already a best-seller of the CBC 
xport catalogue. All 80 programs have 

een sold to a pay-TV service, ON-TV in 

os Angeles and Detroit, and to 19 other TV 
tations in the U.S. Selected programs have 
Iso been sold in Greece, Ireland, South

The merchandising unit served nearly 


| 50,000 customers in Canada, distributing 


close to 75,000 CBC recordings, books and 
audiotapes to the general public and to 
educational institutions. Merchandising 
revenue for the year exceeded a quarter of a 
million dollars. 


Some of the year's particular successes 
illustrate the variety of merchandising 
activities. Unexplored Territory, a CBC 
Radio record album featuring the Canadian 
Brass, was commercially released. It sold 
nearly 20,000 copies over the year and 
achieved across-counter sales of more than 
$80,000. Foreign-language editions of the 
book The Music of Man, based on the eight- 
part CBC television series, followed the 
original English edition. Sales of the book 
around the world are expected to gross $6 
million by 1984. A new series of CBC music 
recordings was launched — the SM 5000 
series — featuring a wide repertoire 
performed by major Canadian orchestras 
and ensembles. Seven new books were 
published based on CBC radio and 
television programs. And for the first time, a 
CBC radio drama production (Fifth 
Business, from the 10-hour dramatization of 
Robertson Davies Deptford Trilogy) was 
made available to the general public on 
cassette. 


French Services 


Television 


In information programming, the 10:30 p.m 
Téléjournal continued to play a pre-eminent 
role in news reporting for the whole French 
network. The audience gains over the 
previous year were maintained. 
Unfortunately, this basic service was 
interrupted on October 30, 1980, when the 
journalists of the Syndicat géneral du 
cinéma et de /a télévision went on strike, 
tying up the newsrooms in Montreal, 
Quebec City and Rimouski. 


Analysis of the day's news was provided by 
Ce soir, seen from 6:30 to 7:00 p.m., which 
was not affected by the strike except for the 
negative impact on the audience, which fell 


below 200,000 when the dispute began. The 


wrap-up of highlights from proceedings of 
the House of Commons and the Quebec 
National Assembly was taken over by /a 
Semaine parlementaire and la Semaine a 
l'Assemblée nationale. 


Télémag continued to provide an analysis of 
the week's news. Noir sur blanc, which is 
noted especially for the interview of the 
week with a well-known personality from the 
world of politics, science, economics or 
literature, continued to enjoy a very 
satisfactory audience growth, with an 
average audience of nearly 300,000. 


Science-réalité became a bi-monthly 
science magazine lasting an hour. It 
alternated with the 60-minute program 
Consommateurs plus, which explored 
consumer interests and the world of 
business. 


The program Reflexion sur une petite 
planéte, shown as part of the Dossiers 
series, was the CBC's contribution to an 
international program series on the Third 
World produced and televised by several 
countries. 


Tel quel and its English network equivalent 
Quarterly Report continued to examine the 
major issues confronting the country. In 
April, prior to the Quebec referendum, joint 
teams of the English and French programs 
presented Une question de pays, which was 
shown simultaneously by both national 
networks. It was followed in June by another 
special giving an assessment of the 
referendum. Three other programs made up 
the Te/ Quel series, one on the aging of 
world populations, one on research and 
development in Canada, and the other on 
Canada-U.S. relations.

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The year was a very eventful one from the 
standpoint of Canadian politics, and a large 
number of specials were televised. In 
addition to the May 20 report entitled La 
réponse, presented on referendum night an 
watched by an average of 1,600,000 viewers 
per quarter-hour, a number of specials dealt 
with constitutional issues. There was 
coverage of the September conference in 
Ottawa, the Joint Parliamentary Committee 
on the Constitution, and the constitutional 
debates in the House of Commons. Other 
important coverage included the 
Conservative Party convention, the Ontario 
provincial election, and the inauguration of 
President Reagan in the United States. 


In general programming, there were a 
number of outstanding productions over the 
course of the year which deserve particular 
mention. 


Two of these, the Jeune délinquant series 
on juvenile delinquency and Mourir a tue- 
téte, a National Film Board production on 
rape, had a considerable impact on the 
audience because of their dramatic intensity 
The telecast of Mourir a tue-téte was 
followed up the next day by a radio open- 
line show. 


One of the artistic events of the 1980-81 fall 
winter season was the simulcast on the TV 
and FM networks of Jules Massenet's operé 
Manon, taped by CBC Edmonton for both 
the French and English networks during a 
performance by the Edmonton Opera 
Association. 


There was also keen audience interest in 
programs on the United Nations World 
Conference on Women; the 15th anniversar 
of Femme d'aujourd’hui; the grand finale of 
Propulsion CTF, the international talent 
contest organized by the Communaute des 
télévisions francophones; the year-end 
variety show Bye-Bye 80; the Montreal 
International Marathon; and the final drive o 
the Montreal Expos for their first Eastern 
Division championship of the National 
Baseball League. 


Crowning the year's achievements, the 
French network won two important awards, 
the Prague d’Or and an International Emmy, 
for the brilliant musical production /’Ojiseau 
de feu. 


In addition to the programs already 
mentioned, other specials were added to the 
regular programming. These included 
Concert de musique sacrée and Chantons 
‘amour avec John Littleton, two programs 
recorded at St. Joseph's Oratory on Mount 
Royal; Gabriel Fauré’s Requiem, recorded at 
Eglise St-Antoine de Longueuil; the Messe 
de la Saint-Jean in Notre Dame Church, 
Montreal; the Spécial Second regard on the 
beatification of three Canadians; variety 
shows marking St. Jean Baptiste Day, 
Canada Day, and the opening of the 
Montreal International Marathon; the feature 
ilms les Deux solitudes, les Montagnes 
russes, Rocky and Network; and a variety of 
sports specials including the Stanley Cup 
olayoffs, the Canadian Open, the Peter 
Jackson Classic, World Series baseball, the 
Grey Cup and the Super Bowl. 


As in former years, the schedules for 
1980-81 included several new Canadian 
roductions. In addition to the Jeune 
Jélinquant series, there were the summer 
series En robe des champs; the drama 
serials Boogie-Woogie 47 and /e Temps 
1’une paix; the youth series En Terre Sainte, 
es Grands personnages de !'Histoire en 
Japier, Je souffle, Don Quichotte and Des 
tieux et des hommes; the programs for 
seniors, /e Temps de jouer and |'A/bum de 
souvenirs; the series Vivre en famille; and 
he variety productions Winston dans les 
les, Lautrec '81, les 36 Cordes and Pierre 
st Compagnie. 


The network's Sunday evening showcase, 
es Beaux Dimanches, presented a rich 
and varied schedule. Its programs included 
he Gala de I’'ADISQ (Association du disque 
ot de I'industrie du spectacle québécois), 
and the Gala de /’A./.P.L.F. (Association 
nternational des parlementaires de langue 
rancaise). There were programs marking 
he 30th anniversary of les Jeunesses 
nusicales du Canada, twenty years of 
-rench television in Winnipeg, and the 375th 
anniversary of Port Royal, this last program 
titled Un touriste nommé Champlain. 
Jrama programs on Les Beaux Dimanches 
ncluded several works by Canadian writers: 
e Plus clair de son temps, Fermer |'oeil de 
a nuit, Entre le soleil et l'eau and le Coeur, 
a téte et |'ame. There were also major 
nusical productions such as Portrait de /a 
amille Brott, la Voix humaine, Portrait de 
lessye Norman, Quand 1200 enfants 
‘accordent and the Pilobolus dance group.

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Again in 1980-81, the regional stations and 


| affiliates made a very considerable 


contribution to French television 
programming with such items as En 
mouvement, Magazine-Express, Sur des 
roulettes, Reflets d'un pays, |’Air du temps, 
le Lac des Fées, Pulsion, Pistroli, A 
contrepoinds, Génies en herbe, les Ateliers. 
"Album de souvenirs, Femme O’aujourd' hui 
and /e Jour du Seigneur. 


The French network also carried a number 
of independent productions such as /e Son 
des Frangais d'Amérique, Moi aussi, je 
parle frangais, Au fil de la semaine, la 
Route de I’amitié and la Guerre des 10,000 
jours. Independent producers, with CBC 
participation, also produced /es Plouffe, a 


| series for next season, and a number of 


| feature films such as /'Affaire Coffin, 
| Fantastica, Cordélia and Ca ne peut pas 
| 6tre I’hiver, on n'a méme pas eu d'été, 


which will be shown later on television. 
Radio 


During the spring and summer and at the 
start of the new season, radio news 


| maintained the high level of growth it 


reached last year, with 19 daily newscasts on 
the national and regional networks and 15 
daily updates for the various time zones. At 
the beginning of the year, audience levels 
were Satisfactory, and during the referendum 
campaign they were even higher. 


Unfortunately, beginning October 30, 1980, a 
labour dispute involving journalists at the 
Montreal, Quebec and Rimouski newsrooms 
Caused an interruption of this service which 
continued to the end of the year, affecting 
national and regional newscasts broadcast 
by the stations in those three cities 


In current affairs, the consolidation of the old 
editions of Présent (Quebec, national and 


| metropolitan Montreal) and of Au rythme du 


monde into one daily magazine continued 
satisfactorily, particularly in terms of 


| audience ratings. The Montreal team, 
| backed up by a network of correspondents 


in Moncton, Quebec, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Winnipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver, 


| produces a total of 107 minutes of 
| programming daily, divided into six blocks of 


varying lengths and formats for the national 
network, and for inside and outside Quebec 
The metropolitan edition of Présent, lasting 
50 minutes, is heard on Sunday mornings 


Radio also offers specialized information 
programming, particularly during the 
weekend. Antenne 5, which is broadcast 
from 12:00 to 5:00 p.m. on Saturdays, 
includes segments on the economy, the 
arts, science and international affairs. On 
Sundays, the phone-in program 
l'Evénement analyzes the event judged to 
be the most important of the preceding 
week. Broadcast live with a very flexible 
format, this program involves audience 
participation and gives access to the widest 
possible range of views. La Chronique de la 
consommation, a report for consumers, |s 
heard daily on /a Vie quotidienne. 


In April 1980, news coverage of the Quebec 
referendum campaign was stepped up, and 
the series A suivre continued to provide in- 
depth treatment of referendum topics. This 
major event was given extensive treatment 
on radio and was the subject of a large 
number of specials, including coverage of 
the results on referendum night, May 20. 
After the referendum, public issues 
continued to be featured in A suivre, as well 
as in a number of specials on the 
Constitutional Conference held in Ottawa in 
September and the various phases of the 
constitutional debate. 


AM radio continued its public service 
activities at all the network stations. For 
example, A votre service added half an hour 
each day in Montreal to the already 


numerous programs designed to reflect daily | 


activities in the metropolitan area. A new, 
two-voice disc-jockey series, Bouchées 
doubles, made a successful debut; it is 
heard every afternoon. Several existing 
programs were regrouped and reappeared in 
different form, particularly on Saturday and 
Sunday nights. Care was also taken to 
include in the AM schedule some shows 
especially designed for late-night listening. 


On the FM network, music programs gave a 
larger place to Canadian composers in the 
series Alternances and Musique de 
Canadiens. Encouragement was given to 
the broadcast of new works, especially 
those of young composers. Radio again 
increased the number of works 
commissioned from composers for other 
concert, chamber music or choral series.

Les Grands concerts featured seven of the 
winners who had distinguished themselves 
in the CBC Talent Competition from 1962 to 
1979. Les Grands concerts also featured 
four appearances by /'Orchestre des jeunes 


| du Québec, and the string sections of the 


orchestra recorded six outstanding chamber 
music programs. In addition, a number of 

public concerts were produced for /es Gouts 
réunis, with half a dozen different groups of 


| young musicians dedicated to ancient 


music. French radio also broadcast 34 hour 
of jazz, recorded live, featuring 34 different 
groups from Montreal, Quebec City, 
Vancouver and Edmonton. 


Pianist Lise Boucher performed in Spain in 
a concert organized by the European 
Broadcasting Union. CBC's La chorale A 
Capella conducted by Jean-Francois 
Sénart, appeared in Paris during the 
Journées internationales de chant choral. 
This was a project of the Communauté 
radiophonique des programmes de langué 
francaise, and CBC listeners were able to 
hear, during the summer of 1980, five 
Grands concerts devoted to this event. 


A number of new cultural series helped to 
increase the topicality and diversity of 


| spoken-word programming on the FM 
| network. Thirteen hours were devoted to 


ecology during the summer of 1980.In the 
fall season, a weekly program called Débat 
was introduced to provide for discussion of 
large number of topics related to 
happenings in the arts or literature. The 
weekly program /’Atelier featured an hours 
conversation between a man of letters and 
painter, sculptor or engraver. 


Les Aprés-midi de /a culture continued to 


| present new historical reconstructions, afte 


the remarkable series of other years on the 
manners and customs of the French- 
Canadian past or on the popes of the last 
century. There were ten programs on the 
social history of the Ottawa River valley, 25 
hours on the economic history of Canada, 
and ten hours on Western political thought. 
The daily half-hour program Actuelles 
presented five-part or ten-part series dealir 
with artistic creation, architecture, printing 
and films, as well as with such subjects as 
prehistory, myths, psychology and travel. 


| These examples reveal only a part of the 
| rich diversity of cultural programs on radio 


which make the FM network a unique 
cultural institution. 


Finally, as part of the 25th anniversary 


| celebrations of the Communauté 


radiophonique des programmes de langut 
francaise, the “Vive la Radio” exhibition in 
Montreal was visited by more than 16,000 


| people. 


Northern 
Broadcasting 


Radio 


Sanada's North presents some special 
challenges for the CBC. One third of the 
entire country lies north of the 60th parallel, 
n the Yukon and Northwest Territories. In 
hese million square miles lives a tiny, 
solated population of Canadians — Inuit, 
Jene, Metis and non-native — in 80 
;ommunities spread across four time zones. 


since 1958, the CBC has maintained a 
Northern Service, charged with providing 
adio programming to this huge expanse of 
vanada. There are now five regional radio 
roduction centres: Whitehorse in the 
fukon, Inuvik in the Mackenzie Delta, 
fellowknife in the Great Slave Lake region, 
‘robisher Bay in the Baffin region, and 
fankin Inlet in the Keewatin, each with a 
hain of local transmitters. Using microwave 
ind satellite technology, the CBC Northern 
service provides national and regional 
rogramming, emphasizing northern news, 
urrent affairs, and entertainment. Programs 
ire produced in English and a total of seven 
ative languages. 


1 recent years the development of 
esponsible government, the growth of 
aining and petroleum industries, and the 
truggle for cultural survival by the native 
eople, have all contributed to an 
tmosphere of growth and change. 
lortherners need accurate information and 
ccess to the airwaves. Responding to these 
eeds demands a radio service that is 
exible and comprehensive. The year 
980-81 presented a range of challenges, 
uccesses, and frustrations. 


he Legislative Assembly of the Northwest 
érritories met in Frobisher Bay to hold a 
pecial, prolonged debate over the 
ossibility of division into two new 
erritories. CBC Northern Service carried 
iuch of this historic week-long session live 
n radio, complete with daily summaries in 
ll the native languages.

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| Staffing of the new production centre in 


Rankin Inlet was completed with the hiring of 
an Inuk as the Area Manager, an appropriate 
appointment for a regional station that 
broadcasts primarily in Inuktitut (the Eskimo 
language). As well, the Manager of 


| Operations position for the Mackenzie Delta 


was filled by a native of the Western Arctic — 
a person who has worked with the Northern 
Service for several years, and whose 
preparation for his new position included 
assignments with the CBC in southern 
Canada. 


The Central Arctic region remains 
underserved. No funding was available to 
establish production facilities there, and the 
existing production centres in the other 
regions did not achieve any significant new 
representation of the Central Arctic in their 
own programming. 


Planning has gone ahead for the 
improvement of the sub-regional networks 
and some new split-feeds, in anticipation of 
the availability of additional satellite capacity 
in 1981-82. New program schedules are 
resolved for the Great Slave Lake area, but 
for the Nunavut region less progress has 
been made. The logistics of time zones and 
of linguistic differences have frustrated this 
exercise considerably. 


The Ottawa production unit, established the 
previous year with the transfer of resources 
from Montreal, has provided the northern 
locations with quick access to the politicians 
and government agencies in the capital. 
One unique example of shared 
programming effort was a phone-in show for 
the people of the Yukon, linking them with 
their Member of Parliament in a studio in 


| Ottawa. 


In the fall of 1980, an intensive one-month 


training session was held in Rankin Inlet, led 
by the Area Manager for the Keewatin and 
utilizing Inuit resource people. Seven Inuit 
trainees spent a full month together, with all 
their working sessions in Inuktitut. It was a 
strenuous month, whose principal value lay 
in emphasizing the use of Inuktitut and its 
importance as a working language for 
professional broadcasters. This was a 


| breakthrough in training for Inuit 
| programmers, but one the Northern Service 


has not yet been able to achieve for Dene 
broadcasters in the Western Arctic. Native 
northerners do not have the benefit of the 
range of educational experiences and 
institutions open to southern Canadians, 
and the schooling that is available is 
conducted almost entirely in English. For 
these reasons, the Northern Service will be 
continuing to emphasize native language 
training in the new year, building on the 
experience of this pilot program in Rankin 
Inlet. 


Television 


This was the second year of operation for 
the Northern Service television production 
centre in Yellowknife. Program production 
included the northern magazine series Our 
Ways; its Christmas episode was also shown 
in several southern cities. More than 30 
freelance northerners were involved in CBC 
North proauctions during the year. 


In November 1980 the American Indian Film 
Institute declared the film We Remember the 
best feature documentary of the year. This 
history of the Dene people in the North was 
produced by a Dene filmmaker from the 
Mackenzie Valley, and was financed by CBC 
North and made with the technical 
assistance of the Yellowknife production 
centre. 


Northern Service continued to be restricted 
by a lack of funds, and despite a full year's 
operation, the amount of northern material 
produced was only one per cent of the total 
television programming carried on CBC 
North. 


With the assistance of the federal 
government, Inuit groups in the Northwest 
Territories and in Northern Quebec mounted 
their own experimental television networks 
during 1980-81. As these interim services 
drew to a close, negotiations were under 
way with the CBC to establish a shared and 
co-operative television production and 
distribution capacity for the new year. If 
these efforts are fruitful, a significant 
increase in northern television production 
will become possible. 


Northern Quebec Service 


In its first full year of operation, the Northern 
Quebec Service achieved a considerable 
enrichment of its radio programming in Cree 
and Inuktitut, and at the same time provided 
assistance to the weekly TV program 
Targravut, which is produced in Montreal for 
the English network's Northern Service.

The division of northern responsibilities 
between CBC English Services (Northwest 
Territories and Yukon) and CBC French 
Services (Northern Quebec), far from 
jeopardizing native-language production, 
has made it possible for example to increas 
radio production in Cree from 7 to 17 hours 
thanks in particular to the daily two-hour 
early morning show Winschgaoug (Rise af 
Shine!). Beginning in the next fiscal year, th 
same type of venture will be launched with 
the Inuit as a result of the creation of two 
researcher positions. 


These efforts were coupled with a thorough 
overhaul of the training program for Quebe 
natives in the practical aspects of radio 
broadcasting, given in Montreal in co- 
operation with native and government 
agencies and community radio stations. 


During the year a catalogue of transcriptior 
of native music, mainly from Quebec, was 
published. It ran to 100 pages, indicating th 
scale of this activity. In addition, when the 
following 12-inch LPs were put on the 
market they made headlines in the bulletin 
of the international record and music 
publishing market (MIDEM), held in Canne:

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Radio Canada 
International 


As the fiscal year came to a close, RCI's 
Varied activities around the world were 
crowned with a signal honour at home. The 
Canadian Music Council's Firm of the Year 
Award was presented to Radio Canada 
International in recognition of RCI’s attention 
fo Canadian music and composers, 
especially in its Anthology of Canadian 
Music. 


The Anthology, when complete, will include 
300 recorded works by 36 Canadian 
somposers, together with background notes 
and biographical material. During the year, 
wo new albums — on Francois Morel and 
Jarry Somers — were added to the previous 
nes on John Weinzweig, Serge Garant, 
Jean Papineau-Couture, Murray Schafer and 
slermont Pépin. To date, more than 4,500 
albums have been sold to the public or sent 
0 foreign radio stations which subscribe to 
3Cl's transcription service. 


The Firm of the Year Award is an important 
ecognition of Canadian musical 
ichievement. The presentation of the award. 
vith other Canadian Music Council prizes, 
vas made by the Governor-General. 


Juring the year the basic objectives of RCI 
vere reviewed by the CBC Board of 
Jirectors. The policy approved by the Board 
eaffirms that “Radio Canada International is 
lirected by the CBC to provide a program 
ervice designed to attract an international 
ludience with the purpose of further 
leveloping international awareness of 
anada and the Canadian identity”. The 
olicy states that RCI programs shotild 
reflect the realities and quality of Canadian 
fe and culture, Canada's national interests 
ind policies and the spectrum of Canadian 
iewpoints on national and international 
ffairs.” The policy also recognizes the role 
f RCI in serving the growing number of 
yanadians abroad with news and 
Wormation about Canada.

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News highlights early in the fiscal year 
included extensive coverage of the Quebec 
referendum. Later, RCI news operations 


| along with other CBC news services in 


Quebec felt the effects of the prolonged 
Strike of journalists there. Through its 
Magazine programming, however, RCI 
continued to inform its listeners about 
Canadian events. 


In line with the newly formulated objective of 
service to Canadians abroad, shortwave 
transmissions included some of the major 
news and public affairs programs from 
CBC's domestic networks, English and 
French, such as The World at Eight, Sunday 
Morning, The House, le Monde ce matin, 
Antenne 5, and I'Evénement. Although most 
of this programming is directed to 
Canadians in the United States and the 
Caribbean, studies are under way to 
determine whether the small but popular 
“Canadian service” to Europe, the Middle 
East and Africa should be expanded. 


A number of joint programs were produced 
in co-operative ventures with other 
international broadcasters. With Radio 
Netherlands, RCI produced a series devoted 
to domestic radio in Canada and Holland. 
RCI and Swiss Radio International 
presented a preview of the major shortwave 
listeners conventions in Europe and North 
America. Audience response was highly 
favourable, asking for more co-productions 
of this nature. Audience mail as a whole 
maintained the level of recent years — about 
50,000 letters — with a significant increase in 
letters from Canadians abroad. 


At Sackville, New Brunswick, where RCI's 
shortwave transmitters are located, 
construction began on a new African 
antenna array designed to beam 
programming from high power transmitters. 
At the RCI receiving and monitoring station 
at Stittsville, Ontario, operational capabilities 
were improved with the addition of modern 
new receivers. 


Consultative meetings were held between 
RCI and the Canadian government's 
Department of External Affairs to determine 
RCI's target-area and language priorities 
over the next ten years. The suitability of the 
present areas and languages was 
confirmed, and agreement was reached on 
future additional priorities to be considered. 


To help acquaint foreign audiences with 
popular Canadian recording artists, RCI is 
making available to its 2,000 radio station 
subscribers the winning records from the 
Juno and Félix competitions of the Canadian 
recording industry. The artists and groups 
represented are some of the best known in 
both French and English Canada, including 
Ginette Reno, Daniel Lavoie, “Offenbach”, 
Anne Murray, Bruce Cockburn, and “Prism”. 


In another project promoting Canadian 
music, two’ RCI staff members visited a 
number of educational and public radio 
stations in the United States, to broadcast a 
special program called The Canadian Music 
Sampler. 


RCI also distributed, in collaboration with 
the Department of External Affairs, a 
souvenir record album commemorating the 
10th anniversary of the International Youth 
Orchestra of les Jeunesses musicales. 
Three hundred albums were presented in 
Belgrade to the heads of delegations at the 
UNESCO general conference in September. 
In addition, RCI sent copies to organizations 
in the 37 countries which participate in the 
Jeunesses musicales movement. 


In co-operation with the Department of 
National Defence, RCI is assisting the 
Canadian Forces Network in Europe in 
setting up a bilingual television service for 
Canadian Armed Forces personnel in Lahr, 
West Germany. Initially, programming will be 
on an experimental basis, with future stages 
to include expanded program material in

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The demand for new services and facilities, 
together with the need to replace obsolete 
and worn-out equipment, kept CBC 
Engineering fully occupied during the year 
with some 600 projects in various stages of 
construction and another 500 in the 
planning stage. 


Transmission Projects 


Work continued on the Accelerated 
Coverage Plan, under which CBC radio a 
TV service is being extended to all unse’ 
areas with a population of 500 or more. 
During the year 25 new TV transmitters a 
20 radio transmitters were brought into 
service. The overall plan involves 622 
projects, 428 of which have been complet 
with the remaining 194 to be completed by 
the end of 1983. In addition to the ACP, 
three new TV and 10 new radio transmitte 
started operations.

Following the Department of 
Communications (DOC) decision to allow 
broadcasters to own satellite receiving 
installations, all new CBC transmitters in 
remote areas are being so equipped rather 
than leasing a service from Telesat, as was 
done formerly. In addition, Telesat 
equipment at a number of existing 
transmitter sites has been purchased, 
resulting in a considerable reduction in 
annual operating costs. 


Studio Projects 


A variety of large and small studio projects 
were completed in locations throughout t 
CBC system. New equipment was install 
or existing facilities upgraded in Corner 

Brook, Halifax, Sydney, Montreal, Ottawa, 
Toronto, Windsor, Winnipeg, Edmonton, 

Vancouver, Prince Rupert and at

Technical facilities were also updated in th 
CBC offices in Paris, Washington, New Yt 
and at the United Nations. 


Montreal projects included the replacemen 
of obsolete equipment in three TV studios, 
the provision of new one-inch videotape 
recorders replacing older two-inch units, ai 
the updating of equipment in the Montreal 
Forum and the International Broadcasting 
Centre.

Also in Montreal, a TV multi-standard 
ransfer suite was established. This facility 
sonverts TV program material, either on 
jideotape or received live via satellite, from 
ther color standards to NTSC, the North 
American standard, and vice versa. 
>reviously, such conversion was done in 
=urope or the U.S.A. at considerable 
xpense. The new equipment will result in 
jirect savings when it is used for CBC 
yrograms, and will produce some revenue 
vhen used for non-CBC material. 


Ine of the major projects under way in 
foronto was the transfer of TV master 
ontrol, videtape and telecine equipment 
nto a new five-storey addition to the TV 
Juilding. This project is expected to be 
ompleted in the summer of 1981 and as 
space Is vacated in the original part of the 
Juilding, it is being refurbished for other 
Ises. Also in progress was the provision of 
acilities for next season's move of the 
jational television news to 10:00 p.m. and 
or the production of a new companion 
rogram on current affairs, The Journal.

studies for future projects occupy a 
substantial amount of time, and among 
hose in progress during 1980-81 was pre- 
ngineering for the proposed second TV 
letworks, CBC-2 and Teélé-2. 


\nother study is concerned with the 
easibility of providing a Monitoring Alarm 
ind Remote Control system (MARC) for the 
2BC's growing number of unattended 
ransmitters in remote areas. Monitoring 
systems have been set up in the past on an 
ndividual basis, but they have not been 
nstalled universally because of high 
)perating costs. The present study is aimed 
it developing a cost-effective system for use 
it all unmanned transmitters. Pilot projects 
lave been set up in British Columbia, 
Quebec and Newfoundland.

Engineering maintains a small group of 
specialists and a pool of equipment to 
provide assistance to CBC operating 
locations, and sometimes to other 
broadcasters, in mounting broadcast 
coverage of special events. 


During the year over 4,000 items of 
equipment were sent out on more than 250 
occasions in support of CBC special event 
broadcasts throughout the country. 


Support was given to the European 
Broadcasting Union in providing coverage of 
the World Figure Skating Championships 
from Hartford, Connecticut and to the CBC 
TV sports department for the World Junior 
Curling Championships at Megéve, France. 
Considerable planning was done for the 
1980 Olympic Games in Moscow before the 
CBC decided to limit its coverage. Planning 
was begun for broadcast facilities at the 
World Economic Summit conference to be 
held in Ottawa during 1981 and for the 
Canada Summer Games to be held at 
Thunder Bay. Assistance is being provided 
to the Australian Broadcasting Commission, 
the host broadcaster for the 1982 
Commonwealth Games, and some 
equipment has already been shipped to 
them for system test purposes. 


Technical Training 


In recent years there has been an increased 
emphasis on technical training in response 
to new technology. 


At the same time, training in basic and 
advanced technologies has become 
increasingly available at technical colleges in 
many cities throughout Canada. Wherever 
possible, students from CBC operating 
centres are now attending such colleges, 
thus reducing the demand for basic training 
at the CBC's National Technical Training 
Centre in Montreal and allowing the Centre 
to shift its emphasis to specialized training 
not available elsewhere. This has increased 
the effectiveness of the available training 
budget and instructor resources. 


CBC Engineering has been active in 
keeping the Corporation informed about new 
technology and its impact on broadcasting 
The engineering department gave lectures 
on this subject to technical, program and 
management groups across the 
Corporation, and occasionally to outside 
agencies. 


Technical Quality Control 


Quality assessment methodology was 
further developed during the year, and its 
use by production and technical groups in 
CBC operating centres has resulted in a 
measurable improvement in the quality of 
picture and sound transmissions. 


Emergency Broadcasting System 


For many years, acting in co-operation with 
the Department of Communications, the 
CBC has been responsible for providing its 
facilities for use in emergencies as part of 
Canada’s Emergency Broadcasting Plan 
(EBP). In common with other national 
emergency activities, the EBP is being 
updated as required. New readiness plans 
have been completed for Ottawa and each 
province, including the assignment of CBC 
staff for service at government relocation 
centres in an emergency. Replacement of 
the emergency alarm facilities installed in 
1961 is under way and scheduled for 
completion in 1981. The CBC has also 
provided a consulting service to DOC for 
plans they are developing to expand the 
country’s emergency broadcasting 
capabilities and the Crisis Home Alerting 
System. 


Radio Distribution Plan 


Because of the shortage of additional AM 
frequencies in many locations and the poor 
night-time coverage of AM, it has been the 
practice for several years to use FM 
frequencies for new CBC transmitters in 
previously unserved areas, and for new CBC 
stations replacing privately-owned affiliates. 
Because of the inherent advantages of FM 
over AM, it was also envisaged that over the 
next two or three decades all CBC basic 
radio service would use FM.

CBC 
suggested that better utilization be made 
the FM spectrum and this has led to the 
development of a new FM allocation plan i 
co-operation with DOC and the CRTC. 
plan would reserve specific frequencies in 
specific locations for eventual use by the 
Corporation, allowing orderly 
implementation as funds permit. Reserva’ 
proposals have been filed with the CRTC. 


International Relations 


Because broadcasting is not confined wi 
national boundaries, international co- 
operation is essential. CBC engineers 
contribute to the work of the various 
international societies and broadcasting 
unions and assist the DOC in its role of 
representing Canada at conferences and 
meetings of international regulatory bodi 


During the year, preparations were in 
progress for International Tele- 
communications Union (ITU) conferences 
AM broadcasting in the western hemisph 
(1981), on satellite service in the Americas 
(1983), on shortwave radio (1983), and on 
international satellite services (1984). 


CBC engineers are playing a major role in 
developing a North American position on 
digital video standards, to be presented to 
the International Radio Consultative 
Committee in the fall of 1981. They are 
active in the technical committee of the 
North American National Broadcasters 
Association (NANBA), made up of networ' 
from Canada, Mexico and the U.S.A. CBC 
Engineering was represented at the 1980 
conference of the Commonwealth 
Broadcasting Association, held in Sidney, 
Australia, and preparations are in progress 
for the next conference, to be held in 
Canada in 1982.

Staff training is particularly important in a 
rapidly changing broadcasting environment. 
To maintain staff effectiveness, more than 55 
per cent of the CBC's 12,000 permanent 
staff participated in a total of over 25,000 
training days. These training programs 
included television and radio production, 
broadcast journalism, technical operations, 
health and safety, broadcast publicity and 
television set design. Management 
development programs included employee 
scholarships, training in supervisory and 
middle-management skills, and a series of 
nationally co-ordinated executive 
development seminars on topics geared to 
the CBC's future needs and concerns, such 
as socio-environmental influences, changing 
broadcast technology, absenteeism in the 
Canadian work force, the management of 
change, and comprehensive audit programs. 


About 90 per cent of all this training was 
conducted in specially developed CBC 
courses, designed and run by the divisional 
and area training departments.

Public Forums 


Public forums in various locations across 
Canada provide an opportunity for direct 
dialogue between CBC regional and network 
officers and representatives of the local 
community. Experience gained in earlier 
forums led to a number of changes in those 
conducted in 1980. All were chaired by a 
moderator, with a view to encouraging the 
participating groups to express their views. 
Discussion periods were shortened to about 
three hours. At most of the forums, the 
audiences represented specific areas of 
interest. 


In line with an earlier commitment to 
develop local and regional consultation on 
multicultural concerns, a two-day forum was 
held in Montreal for members of anglophone 
cultural minority groups. Forums in Calgary 
and Edmonton involved leaders of the arts, 
education and ethnic communities. There 
was also a “mini-forum” with business 
leaders in Calgary, as a model for a full 
forum to be held later involving various 
sectors of the business community. A forum 
for youth was held in Quebec City, and in 
Sudbury a general audience was invited to 
discuss CBC radio and television. 


Advisory Committees 


In both French and English Services, 
advisory committees provide CBC 
executives and producers with program 
evaluation and comment in the specialized 
areas of agriculture, religion, and science 
and technology. Each of the six committees 
meets three times a year to discuss CBC 
radio and TV programs in its particular field, 
and to report on developments or changes 
in that field. Among other recommendations 
this year, the committees urged the French 
and English networks to try to achieve more 
active Co-operation in some of their program 
planning.

Portrayal of Women 


In June, 1980, the CBC President had a 
second meeting with representatives of 
women's groups throughout the country. A 
good number of the commitments made at 


| the 1979 CBC seminar on the portrayal of 


women were by then fulfilled or in the 
process of being fulfilled: language 
guidelines were added to the program polic 
on the portrayal of women; two journalists, 
one for the English network and the other fe 
the French network, were assigned as socié 
affairs specialists; a first specific analysis of 
the presence of women in CBC 
programming was begun; and a series of 1% 
awareness sessions was held for some 250 


| management employees in the English 


Services. 


The Co-ordinator, Portrayal of Women, was 


| also a regular participant in the CRTC task 
| force on sex stereotyping in advertising and 


programming. Working along similar lines t 


| the task force and with a view to 


implementation of its recommendations, the 
Portrayal of Women office completed a stud 
of the advertising material broadcast on the 
CBC and undertook a broad survey of the 
role, image and presence of women in all 
CBC programming. 


Multiculturalism 


As mentioned, a number of the year's public 
forums gave particular attention to the 
concerns of ethnocultural groups in the 
Canadian society. In addition, the CBC 
Board of Directors approved a policy on the 
control of stereotypes in CBC programming 
including stereotypes relating to racial, 
ethnic, and national or regional origins. 


| Closed Captioning for the Deaf 


Some years ago the CBC made a public 
commitment to improve television for 
hearing-impaired viewers as quickly as 
resources and technology allowed. Plans fo 
a Start on closed captioning for the deaf anc 
hearing-impaired were announced in 
December 1980, on the eve of the 
International Year of the Disabled. Closed 
captions are similar to subtitles on film but 
are electronically encoded in the television 
signal. The viewer must have a decoding 
device in order to see them. 


The first closed-captioned program to be 
carried on national television in Canada was

A unique endeavour in Canada, the CBC 


| Vidéothéque or viewing centre in Ottawa 


was the scene of constant activity during its 
first year of operation. More than 10,000 
visitors enjoyed this free access to a wide 


| Selection of CBC French and English 


television programs. With a growing list of 
titles, there are now 1,400 cassettes in the 
Vidéotheque library. The Vidéothéque 
serves not only selected groups, but also the 
general public. Senior citizens and students 
have become regular patrons. 


Situated in the complex of the National Arts 
Centre, the Vidéotheque hosted videotape 
showings for the Ottawa International 
Animated Film Festival. It also presented a 
week of 1980 award-winning programs from 
various countries, including winners from the 
CBC. 


Community Activities 


The CBC initiates or takes part in a wide 
variety of community activities. CBC radio's 
public concerts are a regular feature of 
musical life in many towns and cities across 
Canada. Local information programs often 
go out into their communities to broadcast 


| live from places and events of local interest, 


and from time to time various network 
programs go on tour across the country. 
Hundreds of CBC personalities, producers 
and executives are involved every year in 
speaking engagements and other public 
appearances. Open Houses are held 
periodically at major CBC production centres 
to enable the public to meet performers and 
production staff and to see how the CBC 


| works. 


Community activities during 1980 included 
CBC Winnipeg's three-hour special An 
Evening with the Arts, a radio/TV simulcast 
which was part of a co-operative fund-raising 
venture for provincial arts organizations. In 
Vancouver, CBC television co-operated with 
various provincial and community 
organizations to produce a popular series of 
30-second Art Beat “mini-programs’ 
informing the public about local arts 
activities. In Montreal, English-language 
radio and TV services hosted an Open 
House for some 10,000 visitors, and in 
Vancouver 11,000 people enjoyed tours of 
CBC facilities. In Toronto some 30 CBC 
executives, on-air personalities, creative and 
technical people participated in a two-day 
seminar on the CBC which was held at the 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute and was 
attended by 400 radio and television arts 
students from Ontario community colleges 
Joint projects were also undertaken with 
adult learning groups, through the Canadian 


Association for Adult Education. 


International 
Relations 


The unique Canadian environment for 
national public broadcasting attracts interest 
in many countries. During the year, more 
than 200 foreign visitors were welcomed by 
CBC International Relations, for tours of 
CBC and the Canadian broadcasting scene. 


Among these visitors were the Directors- 
General of national broadcasting systems of 
the Netherlands, Jordan, Italy, Germany, 
Switzerland, Sweden and Japan; members 
of the Israel Broadcasting Authority; 
members of the Irish Broadcasting Board of 
Governors, journalists and management 
teams. They came to learn about 
specialized areas of CBC operation such as 
broadcasting to the Arctic regions, the use of 
Canada's domestic satellite distribution 
system, the management of a national 
broadcasting service in the second largest 
country in the world, broadcasting facilities 
in Parliament, and the CBC's modern 
broadcast centre in Montreal. In Canadian 
broadcasting generally, they were interested 
in the mixture of public and private 
elements, the proliferation of cable services, 
the competition for audiences, and the 
Canadian teletext system, Telidon. 


CBC's own activities abroad included 
participation in 30 international program 
competitions, resulting in more than 20 
television awards including the Golden Rose 
of Montreux, two International Emmys and 
an Oscar nomination, and five awards for 
radio including Peabody, Gabriel and 
Armstrong awards. 


The CBC President, A.W. Johnson, attended 
the conference of Presidents and Directors- 
General of 40 national broadcasting 
organizations of the Commonwealth, hosted 
in Sydney by the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission. CBC will host this biennial 
conference in Canada in 1982. 


In co-operation with UNESCO, the 
Commonwealth Broadcasting Association 
and the Asian Institute for Broadcasting and 
Development, CBC provided technical, 
program and production specialists to assist 
in advising and training broadcasters in less 
developed countries including Granada, 
Jamaica and Malaysia. The demand for 
specialized assistance of this kind is growing 
as countries recognize the importance of 
communications to development.

In French-language television, CBC has 
maintained its position as the key figure in 
the Communauté des télévisions 
francophones. The Corporation participates 
in a large number of co-productions and 
exchanges both on a bilateral basis with 
networks in France, Switzerland and 
Belgium and on a multilateral basis with all 
the member organizations. Activities during 
1980 included co-productions for Au-dela de 
I'Histoire, for the drama series Aéroport, and 
for Portraits musicaux. In June 1980 the 
CBC's French television service in Montreal 
hosted the finale of the CTF series 
Propulsion, which is designed as a 
showcase for young performers. 


CBC radio's broadcast recordings of 
Canadian symphony and chamber 
orchestras were offered to national 
broadcasters through the European 
Broadcasting Union and were used by some 
36 countries. As part of the international 
exchange of recordings, CBC French and 
English radio received a thousand hours of 
similar on-air music exclusively recorded by 
other national broadcasters. 


At the request of the Canadian government's 
Department of External Affairs, 
arrangements were made for Canadian 
embassies to use selected CBC television 
news and public affairs programs in briefing 
correspondents and officials in other 
countries. Such programs included 
Quarterly Report, various news magazines, 
and referendum and Constitutional specials. 


International sales of radio and television 
programs increased substantially. These 
increased sales were stimulated partly by 
the CBC's presence at the Marche 
international des programmes de télévision 
in Cannes, the special sales screenings 
organized in London for European buyers 
and the sales presentation organized in 
Montreal by the French-language television 


| service for Latin American broadcasters. 


Requests also continued for the distribution 


| of CBC programs to other countries for 
| educational and other non-broadcast 


purposes. The French service appointed a 
distributor for this market in the United 
States, and took steps to assess the 
potential market in Europe. The English 


_ service's non-broadcast sales and rentals 
abroad are conducted through distributors | 


the United Kingdom and Australia, and in 
the United States. 


The CBC co-ordinates, with broadcasters it 
Japan, the activities of the Canada-Japan 
TV Executives Group. In 1980 it was 


| Canada’s turn to learn first hand about the 


Japanese broadcasting system and to 
discuss co-operation and assistance. 
Represented in the Canadian executive 
group were the CBC, the Canadian 
Association of Broadcasters (CAB), the 


| private French-language network TVA, and 


ACCESS, the provincial educational netwo 
in Alberta. 


| As program activities between countries 
| increase with the advance of broadcast 


technology, it becomes more and more 
important for broadcasting matters to be 
internationally co-ordinated. The CBC's 
International Relations Department, with 
offices in Ottawa, Montreal and Toronto, 
provides the Corporation with specialized 
service in this field. Its officers and staff 
develop and maintain contact with other 
broadcasters, provide continuity in relation: 
with international organizations, provide 
advice and guidance on international 
matters, facilitate visits and exchanges, an 
co-ordinate participation in international 
program competitions.

Financial Report 


Financial Highlights 


Operations 


Expense 

Total expense for the year amounted to $720.0 million. This 
amount represented an increase of $57.8 million or 8.7% 
over the 1979/80 total expense of $662.2 million. 
Inflationary price increases in salaries/wages, talent fees, 
and the cost of purchased goods and services, accounted 
for substantially all of this increase. 


Program and distribution costs amounted to $645.9 million 
or 90% of the total expense of $720.0 million. The television 
service accounted for $496.9 million or 76.9% of the total 
program and distribution service and the radio service for 
the balance of $149.0 million or 23.1%. 


The radio stations and networks of the French and English 
language service operated for the year at a net cost of 
$148.8 million, the equivalent of $6.17 per capita compared 
to $5.69 in 1979/80. 


The television stations and networks of the English and 
French language service operated for the year at a net cost 
of $389.3 million, the equivalent of $16.16 per capita 
compared to $14.57 in 1979/80. 


The cost of Radio Canada International amounted to $11.1 
million, compared to $10.0 million in 1979/80. 


Income 

Advertising income, substantially all from television, 
amounted to $131.5 million. This amount represented an 
increase of $7.8 million or 6.3% over the advertising income 
of the previous year. 


Miscellaneous income of $9.9 million accounted for the 
balance of the total income for the year of $141.4 million. 


Parliamentary Appropriation 
The Parliamentary appropriation for the year 1980/81 for 
broadcast operations amounted to $536.8 million. 


The expense for the year requiring Parliamentary 
appropriation amounted to $531.1 million, which resulted in 
an unexpended current year’s operating appropriation of 
$5.7 million. 


This surplus appropriation for the year has been added to 
that of prior years, for a total unexpended appropriation in 
the Proprietors Equity Account of $12.5 million, which is 
available for future operations. 


Per Capita Costs - Public Funds 

The average cost in public funds for all CBC services, 
domestic and international, French and English, .radio and 
television, was about $22.04 a year, or approximately six 
cents a day, for each of Canada’s 24.1 million people. The 
percent increase over the previous year was 9.4%. 
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Capital Expenditures 


The Parliamentary appropriation for 1980/81 for capital 
expenditures was $48.5 million.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1981 


Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 


1. Significant accounting policies 

The financial statements of the Corporation have been 
prepared by management in accordance with Canadian 
generally accepted accounting principles consistently 
applied. Because a precise determination of many assets 
and liabilities is dependent upon future events, the 
preparation of periodic financial statements necessarily 
involves the use of estimates and approximations. The 
financial statements have, in management's opinion, been 
properly prepared within reasonable limits of materiality 
and within the framework of the accounting policies 
summarized below: 

a) Engineering and production supplies 

The inventory of engineering and production supplies is 
stated at the lower of average cost and replacement cost. 
b) Programs completed and in process of production 
The inventory of programs completed and in process of 
production is stated at cost. Cost includes the cost of 
goods and services, direct labour and the share of 
overhead expenses applicable to each program. The total 
program cost is charged to operations upon broadcast or 
when programs are determined unusable. 

c) Prepaid film rights 

The Corporation enters into contracts for film broadcasting 
rights. As payments are made under the terms of each 
contract they are reflected in the accounts as prepaid film 
rights. The prepaid film rights are then charged to 
operations as the films are broadcast or determined 
unusable. 

d) Fixed assets 

Fixed assets are stated at cost. Cost includes material, 
engineering services, direct labour and related overhead. 
Depreciation is based on the estimated useful lives of the 
assets, calculated on the straight line method as follows: 


Buildings 33 years 
Technical equipment: 
Transmitters and towers 20 years 
Other 10 years 
Furnishings and equipment 10 years 
Automotive 5 years 


Leasehold improvements are amortized over the term of the 
lease to a maximum period of five years. 

Amounts included in uncompleted capital projects are trans- 
ferred to the appropriate fixed asset classification upon 
completion, and are then depreciated according to the 
Corporation's policy. 

e) Employee termination benefits 

Employee termination benefits are provided in the accounts 
as benefits accrue to employees under the respective terms 
of employment. 

f) Leases 

Leases are classified as capital or operating leases. Assets 
recorded under capital leases are amortized on a straight 
line method using rates based on the estimated useful life 
of the assets or based on the lease term as appropriate. 
Obligations recorded under capital leases are reduced by 
rental payments net of imputed interest. 

g) Pension Plan 

The cost of funding current service pension benefits is 
charged to operations as incurred. Unfunded liabilities as 
determined by actuarial evaluation are funded by payments 
which are charged to operations over periods recommended 
by the actuaries and in accordance with regulatory require- 
ments. Additional payments are also charged to operations 
as made.

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8. Pension plan 

The Corporation's pension plan covers substantially all 
continuing employees. The total charge against operations 
for the plan for the year ended March 31, 1981 was $24.0 
million ($17.3 million for the year ended March 31, 1980) 
As at March 31, 1981 the present value of the estimated 
unfunded liabilities was $115.8 million based on the 
actuarial valuation at December 31, 1977. Of this amount: 


- $107.6 million related to unfunded liabilities existing at 
December 31, 1976 to be liquidated over 30 years: 


- $8.2 million arose during 1977 to be liquidated over 
periods not exceeding 15 years. 


9. Contingencies 

In the ordinary course of the business of the Corporation, 
there are matters in suit and in dispute and contingencies 
outstanding against it. In the opinion of management, the 
losses, if any, which may result from the settlement of 
these matters are not likely to be material and accordingly 
no provision has been made in the accounts of the 
Corporation. 


10. Related party transactions 

The Corporation is related in terms of common ownership 
to all government of Canada created departments, agencies 
and Crown Corporations and is mainly financed by 
Parliament of Canada. Transactions with Canada are 
outlined in notes 3, 4 and 7, preceding. 


During the 1980/81 fiscal year transactions with these 
related departments, agencies and Crown corporations 
were normal business transactions without special 
significance or materiality, on normal trade terms 
applicable to all individuals and enterprises.

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New Beginnings 


As CBC completes its 30th year of 
television, the new patterns that have 
been forecast for Canadian 
broadcasting are beginning to take 
shape. Pay TV has been licensed and 
preparations for it are under way. 
Remote communities are being given a 
wider choice of television fare through 
additional satellite transmissiotis from 
the south. There is an increasing public 
interest in direct satellite reception, in 
the prospect of specialized program 
channels, and in new entertainment and 
information technologies such as 
videodiscs, videocassettes, and teletext. 


At the same time there is a growing 
recognition of the need to match 
Canada’s impressive networks of 
distribution facilities with more and 
better Canadian programming. Over the 
years, the overall television system has 
drifted away from its Canadian 
objectives and has become more and 
more dominated by the foreign 
programming — mainly American — 
which is available both directly via 
cable and in the schedules of Canadian 
Stations. Public policy on broadcasting 
is gradually being redefined or 
reaffirmed through such processes as 
the CRTC hearings last year on 


Canadian content and on pay television: 
the Applebaum-Hébert study on cultural 
matters; and the federal government's 
planned development of an overall 
broadcasting strategy. 


The Role of the CBC 


The CBC enters this new environment 
with a strong record of achievement 
and with a clear sense of direction for 
the future. For 30 years in television 
and 46 in radio, CBC has been the 
heart of the Canadian system. Following 
the principles of successive 
Broadcasting Acts, it has provided a 
broad spectrum of programming for all 
tastes and interests. It has set and 
achieved increasingly high standards of 
program quality, and has maintained 
high levels of Canadian content (in the 
70 per cent range for television and 
even higher for radio) on its own 
networks. Within the Canadian system 
as a whole, CBC has been the only 
broadcaster providing a significant 
amount of Canadian programming in 
areas such as drama, music, and major 
documentaries. As a result, at least 50 
per cent of the public’s viewing of 
Canadian-produced English-language 
programs is through the CBC and its 
private affiliates. In other words, it is 
mainly to CBC that Canadian viewers 
must and do turn for Canadian 
programs. 


Through the co-operation of its affiliate: 
and the extension of its own facilities 
CBC has developed a truly remarkable 
distribution system — providing 
coverage throughout the second largest 
country in the world. Today the 
combined national coverage of CBC 
French and English networks stands at 
99.1 per cent of the population for 
television, 99.4 per cent for monaural 
radio, and 74.6 per cent for FM stere 
This coverage is achieved by satellite 
transmission plus more than 85,000 
kilometres of microwave and landline 
connections. The CBC's own production 
and distribution facilities include 
national and regional production centres 
for both French and English services 
nearly 100 radio and TV stations, and 
about 1,000 rebroadcasting transmitters 
Private or community-owned outlets for 
CBC service total nearly 400 


The Success of Radio 


Television tends to dominate any 
discussion of broadcasting today. But 
the CBC's first and most outstanding 
achievement has been in radio, which 
has charted the course and set the 
example for distinguished and 
distinctive Canadian programming. CBC 
radio service is second to none. Its 
traditions find their roots in the creation 
50 years ago of the CBC’s predecessor 
the Canadian Radio Broadcasting 
Commission, and before that in the 
broadcasting activities of Canadian 
National Railways and in the efforts of 
the Canadian Broadcasting League and 
its supporters, who campaigned for the 
establishment in Canada of a public 
Droadcasting agency 
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Since then, Canadian public radio has 
gone through many stages. Always it 
has adapted successfully to changing 
times and changing audience needs. 
Today, CBC radio is widely recognized 
as the best in the world. It attracts an 
international audience to information 
programs such as As It Happens and 
Sunday Morning, which other 
broadcasters are beginning to copy. It 
offers stereo services with time for 
ambitious programs such as the /deas 
series exploring human thought or this 
year’s French network series of Handel 
concertos played for the first time on 
some of the famous hand-built organs 
of Quebec. It also offers innovative and 
prize-winning program concepts such as 
Africa Week on the English network and 
the French network's seven-hour Good 
Friday program on the theme of 
Christian hope, Choisir l’espérance. And 
CBC radio complements its national 
networks with local and regional 
services reflecting the needs and 
interests of individual communities. 


The Corporation is immensely proud of 
the vitality and variety which 
characterize CBC radio. There could be 
no better model for the future 
development and the continuing 
Canadianization of television in Canada. 


The Strengths of Television 


The CBC has reason to be proud of its 
achievements in television, too. From 
the beginning, for example, it has been 
the strongest and almost the only 
Canadian voice in television drama, 
which is one of the central elements of 
television programming. Drama in its 
broadest sense of storytelling is the 
most-watched category of programming 
for Canadian viewers, but most of what 
is available to them is foreign. Only the 
CBC has made a consistent effort to 
present drama in which Canadians can 
recognize themselves — historical 
drama, situation comedy, family serials, 
and drama reflecting the social issues 
of the day. In 1981-82, these dramatic 
productions were exemplified by such 
programs as Les Beaux Dimanches, 
presenting a series of plays by 
Canadian writers; by the popular serials 
Terre humaine and Home Fires; by 
topical dramas like Blind Faith, a For 
the Record production about TV 
evangelism; and by the fresh approach 
of new productions such as Seeing 
Things, a lighthearted crime series. 


In general entertainment and the arts, 
CBC television has linked Canadians in 
the shared enjoyment of every kind of 
program from the Stratford Festival's 
Taming of the Shrew and HMS Pinafore 
to the weekly tradition of Hockey Night 
in Canada. \t has presented Canadian 
and international personalities in Front 
Page Challenge, which celebrated its 
25th anniversary in 1981, and it has 
reflected artistic endeavour of world 
calibre in programs like Crac, the 
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French network animated film which to 
date has won six international awards 
including the CBC's first Oscar. 


From the artists’ point of view, the CBC 
has been the largest single employer of 
creative talent in Canada, providing 
training and exposure for young 
performers, sponsoring talent 
competitions, commissioning and 
broadcasting Canadian works, providing 
a showcase for Canadian ballet, opera 
and theatre companies, engaging 
Canadian freelancers of all kinds, and 
developing skilled broadcasters and 
artisans on its own staff. Through these 
activities, CBC has contributed to the 
development in Canada of a 
professional talent base which, together 
with live theatre, is essential for a 
flourishing creative community. 


CBC television has also been a leader 
in information programming. Its success 
can be seen in the public interest that 
was generated when the English 
network's main newscast, The National, 
was moved to the prime time period of 
10:00 p.m., followed by the new current 
affairs program The Journal. \t can be 
seen, too, in the international awards 
won by social documentaries such as 
the fifth estate's Just Another Missing 
Kid, and CBC Winnipeg's Le Calumet 
sacré. Over the years many individual 
CBC broadcast journalists have won 
professional acclaim, and the 
Corporation as a whole has earned 
public confidence as a major and 
reliable source of news and background 
on Canadian and world events. | 
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All these CBC activities — in 
information, entertainment and the arts 
— take place regionally as well as 
nationally. English-language regional 
television production, concentrating on 
information programming, totals more 
than 10,000 hours annually, accounting 
for two-thirds or more of CBC's total 
English-language original TV production. 
In addition to their community roles, the 
regional centres help to expose viewers 
in other parts of Canada to the great 
diversity of the country, through a 
system of inter-regional program 
exchange and through regional 
production for the national networks. 


Other Perspectives 


There are other aspects of the CBC's 
operations which are equally important, 
if generally less well known. 


In the Canadian north, the role of the 
CBC has been a vital one. Five regional 
radio centres and the fledgling 
television centre at Yellowknife are still 
the areas's main source of news and 
information on regional issues, of 
communication links between scattered 
Settlements, of programs produced in 
and for the north, and of native- 
language broadcasts. These functions 
are becoming even more important as 
northerners cope with major political 
and social decisions about their future, 
and as television services from the 
South, reflecting only southern cultures, 
become more readily available. 


| 


From an international perspective, the 
CBC is one of the world’s major public 
broadcasters. it has a growing record of 
achievement in international sales and 
in program awards. It offers a wider 
range of domestic services than any 
other public broadcaster, and is an 
active shortwave broadcaster through 
Radio Canada International. It is seen 
by many other broadcasters, particularly 
in Third World countries, as a source of 
expertise in broadcast operations. It is a 
valued participant in international 
broadcasting conferences of all kinds. 


CBC's broadcasting activities also have 
an indirect effect on other areas of the 
Canadian economy, through CBC 
purchases of technical goods and 
services, through publishing and 
recording ventures, and through co- 
production or program purchase 
arrangements with private industry. 
There is statistical evidence to suggest 
that as well as giving employment to its 
own staff of 12,000 and to thousands of 
performers and freelancers, the CBC 
generates in the course of a year more 
than 20,000 worker-years of indirect 
employment in other fields. 


CBC in the Future 


The CBC brings all these assets and 
more to the new Canadian system that 
is beginning to emerge Looking to the 
future, it is clear that the CBC must 
continue to play a central role. Potential 
new services, added to those already 
available, will give Canadians a plethora 
of TV channels to choose from. This 
range of services must include a 
regular and dependable source of 
Canadian programming — not only the 
entertainment specials and films which 
will probably be prominent in Canadian 
pay TV schedules, or the particular and 
rather limited range of programming of 
private television, but the continuous 
and comprehensive program service 
which only the CBC is in position to 
provide. 


As program channels proliferate 
Canada’s broadcasting strategy for the 
future will be bound to emphasize the 
critical importance of more quality 
Canadian programming. The CBC's 
basic function will be essential in this 
context, and the Touchstone objectives 
first set out in 1977 — such as the goal 
of increasing CBC's Canadian content 
to 80 per cent in prime time — have 
positioned the CBC to continue to play 
its central role. However, the realization 
of these objectives will require long- 
term financing rather than the annual 
funding mechanism under which the 
Corporation currently operates 


The basic and better-known services 
alone will not be enough in a multi- 
service environment, and the CBC's role 
should not be expected to remain static. 
The Corporation, through its Board of 
Directors, must be free to define new 
directions for the CBC within the 
developing system. 


In some respects, indeed, the CBC has 
already been leading the way. For 
example, a trend toward specialized 
program channels or ‘narrowcasting’ is 
predicted, using satellite-to-cable 
distribution. The CBC is the 
broadcasting organization which started 
the first satellite-to-cable service on a 
national basis, in 1979, with its 
Parliamentary network. Its proposed 
‘second’, networks, CBC-2 and Tele-2, 
first suggested in 1977 with other 
Touchstone objectives, were also 
planned for satellite-to-cable delivery, 
and intended for particular rather than 
general audiences. As other specialized 
Canadian services are created, the CBC 
should be in a position to participate in 
their development. 


Indeed, the Corporation will continue to 
work with other broadcasters and 
producers in a variety of program 
undertakings of benefit to both the 
viewing public and the production 
community. Over the past few years, 
the CBC’s use of independent 
productions has expanded, with 50 
specials last year on the English 


network alone. Last year too, it was 
through a CBC co-production 
arrangement that both French and 
English viewers saw the return of Les 
Plouffe, a favourite serial of the 1950s, 
in a 1981 production. In another co- 
operative venture, CBC is making its 
satellite distribution system available to 
Inuit broadcasters at specified times for 
transmission in the north of their own 
native-language productions. 


As Canada develops more high quality 
programs, they should be seen and 
appreciated not only at home but 
around the world. The CBC must 
continue to move energetically into this 
international entrepreneurial field. CBC 
programs already find markets in some 
72 countries, and new markets are 
opening all the time with the growth of 
specialized channels and home video 
systems, particularly in the United 
States. 


The CBC remains, too, in the forefront 
of technological development. Just as it 
was the first broadcasting organization 
in the world to distribute full network 
service by geostationary domestic 
satellite, so it has been keeping abreast 
of other new technologies and their 
broadcast applications. In one such 
venture, the IRIS project, CBC will be 
assessing the teletext capacities of 
Telidon, the Canadian videotex 
technology developed by the 
Department of Communications. The 
system will be tested as an information 
service to viewers in their homes as 
well as an internal communications tool 
in CBC network operations. 


A Return to First Principles 


In programming, distribution and 
technology, all these examples of CBC 
capability and leadership demonstrate 
the importance of maintaining a strong 
CBC presence in the new multi-service 
environment. While all broadcasters 
have a contribution to make in the 
development of Canadian programmi 
and Canadian production capacity, the 
CBC has a crucial role to play, both 
directly as the national public 
broadcaster and indirectly as a partner 
and a catalyst in the broadcasting 
industry as a whole. Clearly, the facto 
which led to the creation of public 
broadcasting in the first place apply 
with equal force today, as the overall 
Canadian system continues to evolve. 


In the CBC itself, where so many 
remarkable accomplishments have 
jointly achieved by the creative and 
dedicated people inside the Corporat 
and by those outside who have 
produced and performed for the CBC, 
we are confident there will be contin 
support for the principle of public 
broadcasting, and for the goals that 
remain to be realized in the 
broadcasting system of the 1980s.

Television 


January 11, 1982 saw the beginning of 
an exciting and significant program 
venture as the English network's main 
news program The National, anchored 
by Knowlton Nash, moved from 11 to 
10 p.m. on weeknights, followed by The 
Journal, a new current affairs magazine 
co-hosted by Barbara Frum and Mary 
Lou Finlay. 


For the first time, Canadians were 
offered a weeknight prime time 
alternative to the entertainment 
programs of other networks, Canadian 
and American. Widely anticipated, this 
bold programming concept attracted a 
large and appreciative audience from 
the start. By the 10th week of telecast, 
the average nightly viewership for The 
National at 10 was 1.8 million, and for 
The Journal, 1.6 million — audiences 
far greater than predicted. 


The introduction of this new concept 
also led to a new affiliation agreement 
for 1981-82, incorporating changes in 
the time reserved on private affiliated 
Stations for CBC network programs. 


An entertainment highlight of the year 
was Strawberry Ice, an imaginative 
oroduction by David Acomba featuring 
skating superstar Toller Cranston and a 
dazzling display of costumes and 


Special effects. Strawberry Ice was 
enthusiastically received at home. and 
achieved a number of foreign sales at 
the Monte Carlo Television Festival 


There were many other examples of 
world class television on CBC, among 
them the fifth estate’s documentary 
special on the murder of a Canadian 
youth in the United States, Just Another 
Missing Kid. |t won a number of awards 
including a gold medal! for investigative 
reporting at the International Film and 
TV Festival of New York. 


During the summer months of 1981. a 
15-week strike by technicians belonging 
to the National Association of Broadcast 
Employees and Technicians (NABET) 
disrupted program schedules and 
delayed production for the new fall 
schedule. Although all program areas 
were affected, basic services were 
maintained and programming was 
returned to normal as soon as possible 
after the strike issues were resolved in 
mid-September. 


News specials during the year totalled 
more than 30. Nine were on 
constitutional matters such as the First 
Ministers’ Conferences, the Supreme 
Court decision, the Parliamentary 
debates and the final votes in the 
House of Commons and Senate. Others 
dealt with events such as the federal 
budget, the Columbia space shuttle 
provincial elections in Quebec, 
Manitoba and Nova Scotia, the world 
economic summit in Ottawa, the 
attempts on the lives of U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan and Pope John Paul, the 
Royal Wedding, the swearing-in of 


Madame Justice Bertha Wilson. the first 
woman appointed to the Supreme Court 
of Canada, and a sad event which 
touched the hearts of all Canadian 
funeral of Terry Fox

In collaboration with the Stratford 
Festival, CBC presented a live-to-tape 
telecast of The Taming of the Shrew, 
and a studio production of HMS 
Pinafore. The arts and music series 
Spectrum included Spirit Speaking 
Through, on Canadian Indian artists and 
their work; an unusual look at Maureen 
Forrester in her role as a teacher of 
vocal master classes; Stravinsky, a 
French network production; and Dorothy 
Livesay: The Woman | Am, a portrait of 
the Canadian poet. Joan Sutherland 
starred in the Canadian Opera Company 
production of Norma, and CBC 
Winnipeg presented the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet in Agnes DeMille’s Fall River 
Legend 


The popular science series The Nature 
of Things with David Suzuki marked the 
Year of the Disabled with Reconnective 
Surgery and Helping Hand. A Nature of 
Things documentary on the race horse, 
The Thoroughbred: A Magic Way of 
Going, won an award from the 
American racing fraternity 


Canadian history was well served by 
such specials as The Golden Mountain 
The Chinese in Canada. There was also 
the two-part film, The Spies Who Never 
Were, about European refugees 
nterned in Canada during World War II 


and from CBC Vancouver, As Far As A 
Man Could Go, the story of the explorer 
Captain Vancouver. 


New in young people’s programming 
were prime time drama specials such 
as Introducing Janet. The independently- 
produced Raccoons on Ice, an 
animated special, was the top-rated 
Canadian show in the week it was 
telecast, attracting 2.4 million viewers. 
Sesame Street continued to include a 
daily 15-minute Canadian segment 
produced at CBC Winnipeg and CBC 
Montreal, and Friendly Giant and Mr 
Dressup maintained their popularity with 
pre-schoolers. CBC Vancouver produced 
the children's special Raffi, Belugas and 
Friends. The children’s department's 
news and current affairs series, What's 
New? entered its ninth season, while 
Yes You Can, co-produced by the CBC 
with Fitness and Amateur Sports 
Canada, went into its second 


It was a banner year for independent 
productions on the English network, 
with some 15 series and 50 specials. A 
highlight series was SCTV, which 
introduced to Canada and the world the 
McKenzie Brothers and their Great 
White North. The Plouffe Family, the 
popular drama serial of the 1950s, 
returned to English and French 
television in a 1981 version. Other 
independent series included Patrick 
Watson's Titans, the Wok with Yan 
cooking show and the outdoor series 
Wild Canada. Among notable specials 
from independent producers were the 
controversial KGB Connections, and the 
Steve Podborski documentary on 
downhill skiing, Thirteen Minutes to 


Wait. CBC also presented first run 
Canadian feature films as part of its fall 
and winter prime time schedules 


In sports, CBC viewers followed such 
exciting events as Steve Podborski’s 
World Cup victory in downhill ski races, 
and the Expos’ drive for the pennant in 
the 1981 baseball season. The Grey 
Cup telecast on CBC drew 2.6 million 
viewers. On Hockey Night in Canada, 
when the Edmonton Oilers with Wayne 
Gretsky played the Toronto Maple 
Leafs, viewership soared to 3.7 million. 
Sportsweekend's 15-camera coverage 
of the Molson World Cup downhill ski 
race at Whistler, B.C., was made 
available to networks in Europe and the 
U.S. by satellite. Also on 
Sportsweekend, there were six major 
Canadian and international curling 
championships, and track and field 
meets in Edmonton, Toronto, 
Sherbrooke and Ottawa 


Agricultural concerns were dealt with in 
the long-running series Country Canada. 
This Land examined Canada’s water, 
soil and wildlife resources. A resources 
special, Merchants of Grain, won a 
major award at the Berlin Agricultural 
Festival 


Three new programs were introduced 
on Sunday afternoons — an 
international current affairs series, 
Worldwide: a docu-drama series on the 
lives of notable Canadians, The 
Winners: and Rear-view Mirror, 
presenting programs from the early 
years of CBC television 


An exceptional range of regional 
programming served CBC audiences in 
their various communities, including 
several Anik Award-winning programs 
— Saskatoon’s Newsday, Regina's 
topical Shragge's Journal, and 
Edmonton's light entertainment series 
Tommy Banks Live. In Halifax, viewers 
were offered regionally-focussed current 
affairs on Enquiry, and an historical 
mini-series on the Micmac Indians. 
Vancouver presented the stimulating 
Pacific Report, and a 90-minute weekly 
show for teens, Switchback. In Calgary, 
viewers enjoyed Business Watch and 
This is Calgary! Edmonton produced 

the innovative Catalyst Theatre, and 
Regina presented /t’s Ali Here, a weekly 
look at the arts scene. 


In Toronto, there was the investigative 
Loeb Report, Sylvia Tyson's Country in 
My Soul, and a series for seniors, From 
Now On. Ottawa viewers saw the 
popular Country Report, about rural life, 
and Platform, an access program on 
social and political issues. St. John’s 
produced the boarding house comedy 
series Up at Ours, the farm and 
fisheries series Land and Sea, and the 
musically entertaining Wonderful Grand 
Band. Winnipeg programs included 
agricultural current affairs on Points 
West, Just Kidding for young audiences 
and West Rock Hotel, featuring rock 
groups from in-town and out. In 
Montreal, Consumerscope provided 
guidance for consumers, and Critical 
Path focused on regional current affairs. 
Regional programs seen outside their 
Own areas by means of exchanges 
between CBC stations totalled more 
than 3,000. 


CBC regional TV production far outstrips 
network production in terms of 
programming hours. Of the CBC's 
15,000 hours of original English- 
language TV production annually, 
between 10,000 and 12,000 hours are 
produced at regional centres 


Imported programming in the schedule 
was highlighted by two outstanding 
drama series based on popular novels 
Brideshead Revisited from the United 
Kingdom, and A Town Like Alice from 
Australia. 


Radio 


It was a year of achievement and 
change for CBC's English radio 
networks. Outstanding award-winning 
programs were produced and new 
directions and new hosts were 
introduced to major shows 


Elizabeth Gray became the host of As /t 
Happens as the program said goodbye 
to Barbara Frum after an extraordinarily 
successful decade together. Russ 
Patrick and Barbara Smith took over 
from Patrick Martin and Bronwyn 
Drainie on Sunday Morning. Both 
programs made their debuts on U.S 
radio in 1981 via an experimental! 
program exchange with Minnesota 
Public Radio. As /t Happens and Su nda) 
Morning are now beamed into some 15 
U.S. cities, including Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and New York, by the U.S 
National Public Radio satellite 


As It Happens led the news media with 
reports on Poland when martial law 
there shut down normal communication 


links. Special coverage dealt with 
events as the murder 
of Egypt, the assassination attemot

Pope, and the 


Ranger 
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morning shows and the daily network 
program Morningside. Variety Tonight 
gained a popular new host in Vicki 
Gabereau. 


Three variety programs received 
particular acclaim. /dentities won a 
Gabriel Award for its production Black 
Music in Nova Scotia. The Entertainers 
won first prize at the Monaco Radio 
Contest for Hank Williams: The Show 
He Never Gave, starring Ottawa's 
Sneezy Waters. The popularity of 
Eclectic Circus and its ‘‘delightful host, 
me’’, Allan McFee, was marked with the 
production of a record. 


In drama, Sunday Matinee presented 
five maior productions: Our Town, Billy 
Bishop Goes to War, The Wild Duck, 
Mary Rose and Summer. Drama 
development continued with the 
creation of two new crime series. 
Scales of Justice, hosted by Toronto 
criminal lawyer Edward Greenspan, 
featured true crime stories researched 
by author George Jonas. Nero Wolfe 
starred Mavor Moore in Ron Hartmann’s 
adaptations of the popular detective 
novels by Rex Stout. The horror series 
Nightfall was sold to National Public 
Radio and is now heard on some 300 
U.S. radio stations. 


Training courses in Calgary, Montreal, 
and Toronto offered experienced writers 
and producers the opportunity to 
develop their skills in the radio drama 
form. Eleven new plays resulted from 
the courses and were broadcast on the 
Playdate series. 


The Ideas series, which is known for its 
imaginative approach to all forms of 
knowledge, this year examined some 
important contemporary issues — The 
Roots of Disunity in Canada, the 
relationship between Canada and Japan, 
The Polish Alternative to Capitalism, and 
Televangelism: The Moral Majority and 
the Media. 


The strike by NABET employees in 1981 
disrupted normal program schedules. 
However, a service of news, music and 
repeat material was maintained to all 
parts of the country. Daily live coverage 
of the Canada Summer Games from 
Thunder Bay in August was a 
broadcasting highlight provided despite 
the strike. 


The radio music department, like the 
variety department, was affected by the 
strike with the loss of a number of 
important concert and festival 
recordings. Despite these problems, 
Stereo Morning resumed its 
programming on major international 
music competitions and also expanded 
its arts coverage with regular reports 
from across Canada and abroad. Arts 
National presented 35 live-to-air 
concerts from across Canada. 
International concerts, carried live via 
satellite, included Verdi's Falstaff from 
the Salzburg Festival and the annual 
New Year's Day Concert from Vienna. 


Local and regional programming in 
prime time periods continued to react 
promptly to community events. Windsor 
participated in two exciting town hall 
meetings, broadcasting the public's 
ideas and suggestions live for two and a 


half hours each time. Regina's Radio 
Noon carried 10 hours of programming 
from Agribition, one of North America’s 
largest agricultural fairs. Thunder Bay 
held a ‘radiothon’ to raise funds for the 
Thunder Bay Symphony Orchestra, with 
area musicians of all types joining the 
Symphony Orchestra for live 
programming lasting 11 hours. 


Regional production across the country, 
for local, regional and network 
broadcast, accounts for some 60 per 
cent of the total combined mono and 
stereo schedules. Among the many CBC 
radio and CBC stereo network shows 
originating from outside the network 
centre this year were Cross Country 
Checkup from Montreal; Mostly Music 
and The House, the weekly review of 
Parliamentary proceedings, from 
Ottawa; RSVP, a classical music 
program from Edmonton; A Little Night 
Music from Halifax; Our Native Land 
and the multicultural /dentities from 
Winnipeg; the musical Weekender from 
St. John’s; Off the Record and Jazzland 
from Vancouver; Simply Folk from 
Calgary. In addition, regional 
contributions continued to be featured 
in such shows as Sound of Sports, The 
Food Show, The Entertainers, Arts 
National, Stereo Morning, the children’s 
program Anybody Home? and Variety 
Tonight 


The next decade promises challenges of 
technological, economic, social and 
cultural change. To meet these 
challenges early, CBC radio has 
inaugurated an intensive two-year Radio 
Development Project to examine every 
facet of the radio operation — from 


programming to transmission — to 
prepare for the future. Eventually, the 
project will involve part-time 
Participation from over 200 staff 
members and consultation with outside 
experts. 


CBC Enterprises 


Formed in the fall of 1981, CBC 
Enterprises has taken over the 
marketing functions of the English 
networks: selling CBC programs in 
domestic and foreign markets, and 
merchandising CBC books and records. 
Its mandate is also to take advantage of 
potential markets in emerging 
technologies such as U.S. pay-TV, video 
discs, and video and audio cassettes. 


Sales highlights in 1981-82 included the 
first screenings of CBC programs for 
Asian buyers in Hong Kong, the opening 
up of markets in Latin America, and 
increased acceptance of the CBC 
product in the United States. CBS 
Cable, for instance, bought CBC's 
Johnny Belinda, a Canadian musical. 
With the burgeoning of cable in the 
United States, and the resulting interest 
in arts programming, a new 

international market is opening up for 
CBC-produced operas, ballets, and 
serious music specials. 


The award-winning drama War Brides, 
the children's drama Some Day, Some 
Time, the Jeff Hyslop special Dancin’ 
Man and Toller Cranston: Dreamweaver, 
were all sold in U.S. syndication. Blood 
Sweat and Tears, Dancin’ Man and 
Dreamweaver were purchased by 
NNBC, the NBC network's flagship 


Station in New York, and by many other 
U.S. city stations. 


CBC's Hong Kong screenings were the 
first held there by any network from the 
west. They resulted in orders for such 
programs as Seeing Things, the police 
drama series Sidestreet, and individual 
programs from Man Alive and The 
Nature of Things. At the Las Vegas 
convention of the National Association 
of Television Program Executives 
(NATPE), CBC Enterprises screened the 
new Toller Cranston skating fantasy 
Strawberry Ice, Seeing Things, and 
many more CBC programs 


In the 1981-82 fiscal year, sales of 
Wayne and Shuster half-hour comedies 
exceeded $1 million. (For the top 10 
programs in export sales see page 29) 
In the U.S., Wayne and Shuster 
programs sold in 23 markets 


The year’s total program sales to 
foreign TV outlets brought in revenues 
of $4 million. Of that total, well over 
$1 million was paid to the Canadian 
performers, writers and musicians who 
participated in the programs 


Sales of CBC programs for non- 
broadcast use were extended to distant 
places like Papua New Guinea, Ethiopia 
and Abu Dhabi. In addition to 
established educational and institutional 
markets in the United Kingdom, 
Australia and New Zealand, programs 
were also sold for non-broadcast use in 
South Africa and the Far East. The 
year’s non-broadcast sales totalled 
$400,000, a 25 per cent increase over 
1980-81 
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Television 


The fiscal year closed on a very high 
note. Crac, a film which was produced 
in Montreal by Frédéric Back, and 
which had already had considerable 
international success, won an Oscar for 
best animated short film at the 1982 
Academy Awards ceremony, held in 
Hollywood on March 29. This was the 
first time that a CBC production had 
won an Academy Award, although an 
earlier Frédéric Back film, Tout rien, 
had come very close in 1981 with an 
Oscar nomination 


The 1981-82 season began with special 
programming during the second week of 
September and with an Open House 
which gave a record number of people, 
some 80,000, the opportunity to visit the 
Maison de Radio-Canada in Montreal. 


Prominent in the year’s programming, 
both regionally and nationally, were 
many programs inspired by the theme 
of the International Year of the 
Disabled. They included the series 

les Incompris, produced by the stations 
in Montreal, Ottawa and Quebec City, 
the magazine programs Femme 
d'aujourd'hui, Télex-Arts, le Point, 
Repéres, Ce soir and Science-réalité, 
the documentary on Terry Fox's 
Marathon of Hope, the National Film 
Board production Chanson sans parole 
(with closed captioning), the variety 
program Al/lé Bou Bou, youth programs 
such as /a Balle du siécle, la Main 
tendue and les Yeux fermés, the feature 


production Comme des gens normaux 
and the series /es Exclus, presented as 
a repeat during the summer. In January 
1982, the network presented a review of 
the International Year of the Disabled. 
And closed captioning for the hearing- 
impaired was added to two of the most 
popular TV serials, Terre humaine and 
le Temps d'une paix. 


Information programming had quite an 
impressive year, even though it was an 
area particularly affected by labour 
disputes. The strike by journalists of the 
Syndicat général du cinéma et de la 
télévision, which began on October 30, 
1980, did not end until June 29, 1981. 
Newscasts were therefore suspended 
until July 1981 and audience size was 
affected during the following fall and 
winter season. 


When the strike began, the ratings for 
information programs fell by 60 per 
cent, compared with the ratings for 
November 1979, and failed to regain the 
1979 levels when programming resumed 
in 1981-82. At the close of the program 
season the network’s main newscast, /e 
Téléjournal, was reaching 600,000 
viewers, or 90 per cent of the audience 
it had in November 1979. The national 
news segment from 6:00 to 6:15 p.m 

on Ce Soir also had 600,000 viewers. 


In current events, the weekly magazine 
program /e Point replaced Télémag 
Hosted by four journalists, the program 
covers current events of political, 
economic, social and cultural concern 
on the national and international levels 
Most regional stations produce 
magazine programs on events in their 
own areas 


Noir sur blanc, in its third year, was 
moved to Wednesdays at 9:30 p.m. A 
cultural dimension has been added to 
its original mandate of providing a 
magazine program that deals with 
thought-provoking issues and with the 
motivations of the people who make the 
news. The main feature of the program 
remains the interview of the week ona 
political, economic, social or cultural 
topic in the news. 


In public affairs, the new program 
Repéres replaced Consommateurs plus 
in the 9:30 p.m. time slot on Fridays. 
This program has a much broader 
mandate, since it is concerned with 
everything that immediately affects the 
citizen in the various roles of parent, 
worker, consumer, owner, tenant, and 
user of public services. It aims to 
provide the individual with the 
information he or she requires for these 
many decisions 


Science-réalité continued as a bi- 
monthly magazine program providing 
scientific and technological information. 
It alternated with Cosmos, the Americaft 
series on astronomy and the universe 
hosted by Carl Sagan 


Tel quel continued to provide periodic 
assessments of the state and 
development of Canada, in co-operation 
with the English network team that 
produces Quarterly Report. In 1981-82. 
the following themes were dealt with: 
Canadian-American relations, the state 
of medical practice in Canada, the role 
of government in the life of the 
individual and, finally, the situation of 
the country following patriation of the 
Constitution. 


Documentaries shown in the Dossiers 
series included Au-dela de I'histoire, 
co-produced with SSR (Switzerland) and 
TF-1 (France), Direction An 2 000, 

J'ai mal au travail and Décennie 69-79. 
These last three programs were the 
work of independent producers. 


N public affairs specials, subjects 
elated to Canadian politics and 
Onstitutional issues were once again 
ery numerous. They included the 
supreme Court decision, debates in the 
touse of Commons, the Governor- 
aeNeral’s assent and the vote in the 
sritish House of Commons and House 
f Lords. In addition there was the 
Mttawa Economic Summit, The Royal 
Vedding, the Columbia space shuttle, 
he assassination attempts on U.S. 
resident Ronald Reagan and the Pope, 
1€ assassination of President Sadat of 
gypt, and the Parti quebécois 
Onvention. Parlons de notre culture 
ave a first report on the work of the 
Pplebaum-Hébert Committee. 


La Semaine parlementaire a Ottawa and 
la Semaine a |'Assemblée nationale 
continued to report regularly on the 
House of Commons and the Quebec 
National Assembly. La Politique fédérale 
and /a Politique provinciale provided the 
Opportunity for party political 

broadcasts. Hebdo-dimanche reviewed 
regional events of national interest 


During the year, a number of special 
productions complemented regular 
television programming. For example 
there was the 3000th edition of Femme 
d’aujoura'hui; the St. Jean Baptiste Day 
celebrations, the Canada Day variety 
show, and the variety show presented 
as part of the 3rd International 
Marathon of Montreal. The finals of the 
Propulsion CTF competition were 
carried in a special entitled Chantons 
fran¢ais. The beginning of the fall 
season was the occasion for the special 
All6 Bou Bou, and Bonne Année, Roger 
introduced the New Year. Other items 
falling into the special category included 
the feature film les Evadés de I'lran 
Dents de la Mer (Jaws) and /'Affaire 
Coffin; coverage of the Stanley Cup 
hockey playoffs, the Montreal Expos 
struggle for the National League 
Pennant, coverage of World Cup Boxing 
and the Grey Cup parade and footba 
game 
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Every year, the French network looks to 
private enterprise for a certain number 
of programs or collaborates with private 
producers, as was the case with the

The French and English networks also

AM radio attracts stories and 
story-tellers. La Vie quotidienne thus 
successfully went on broadcasting 
unpublished novels, read by their 
authors: Otto a la Veuve Hortense, by 
Laurier Melanson, and Monsieur Jules 
by Louis Caron. AM also features young 
composers and performers of popular 
music and songs. The daily program 

En accords welcomes over 200 
and nearly 80 instrumental groups in a 
single season. The two weekly, half-hour 
instalments = Voix et rythmes du pays 
recorded by the regional stations 
it possible for the entire network to hear 
regional performers. This year, the 
Stations in Chicoutimi, Vancouver 
Edmonton, Regina and Winnipeg 
introduced into their regional schedule 
a weekly series designed to discover 
new talent in their areas.

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In the area of dramatic texts or literary 
readings, a CBC producer recorded a 
series of five half-hours of tales for 
Christmas week, which were also 
broadcast in Switzerland and Belgium. 
Un parc en automne, by Louise 
Maheux-Forcier, was co-produced with 
the Communauté radiophonique des 
programmes de langue francaise 
(CRPLF). A story by Marie Laberge, 
Eva et Evelyne, won second prize ina 
CRPLF competition for radio stories. 
The weekly series A/ternances 
broadcast unpublished works by 
Canadian authors and more than a 
hundred original musical compositions. 


Major events of the musical season 
included about 20 public concerts. 
attracting young and enthusiastic 
audiences. In another musical venture. 
Handel's concertos for organ were 
heard for the first time played on 
Quebec-built organs. They were 
recorded for broadcast using the 
Original instrumentation for a small 
ensemble and featuring four prominent 
Quebec organists. A seven-record 
collection, Les Orgues anciens du 
Québec, was co-produced with the 
ALPEC Centre, a Quebec-based 
organization promoting the renewal of 
liturgy through expression and 


communication. The records were taken 


rom a series of programs featuring 14 
early Organs of Quebec which still have 
heir original mechanisms and sonority. 
Also heard on radio was a 13-hour 
series on the recordings of pianist 
Nalter Gieseking 


Several composers were commissioned 
by FM radio to create pieces — later 
aired on radio — for orchestra, choral 
and organ concerts. Six more original 
works are now being composed 


In co-production with CRPLF. French 
radio presented Charles Tournemire’s 
l'Orgue mystique. The Canadian 
Organist Antoine Reboulot was selected 
as the best performer and Etato 
recorded excerpts from this series. The 


Communauté held its general meeting in 


May 1981, as well as its annual ‘Grand 
Concert’ on January 7, 1982, in 
Montreal. 


Co-productions with the European 
Broadcasting Union provided an 
opportunity for a work by Jacques Hétu 
to be performed in Israel, for conductor 
Pierre Morin to perform in Dublin and 
for the Orchestre sympathique to go to 
Denmark to take part in EBU’s Jazz 
Festival. 


The 250th anniversary of Haydn's birth 
is being celebrated in 1982, and radio 

services in several countries are taking 
part in the celebration by recording the 
composer's Masses. The CBC 

service is preparing Lord Nelson 

Mass 
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Tout compte fait gives listeners daily 
information on consumer goods and 
services, government policies on 
consumer affairs, and agencies 
concerned with this field. The program 
also has a feature on ecology and a 
phone-in session. Magazine 
économique, a 110-minute program 
heard on Saturdays, discusses major 
economic topics at the local, national 
and international levels. It is followed by 
Aujourd'hui la science, which deals 
chiefly with developments in scientific 
and technological research 


The team handling special programs 
kept the public abreast of all the main 
current events, which were particularly 
numerous in 1981-82, especially in 
Canadian politics and chiefly in 
constitutional matters. A great deal of 
broadcasting time was devoted to the 
Supreme Court decision and the 
constitutional debates held in Ottawa 
during November. Constitutional reports 
culminated with the broadcasts from 
London on the vote in the British House 
of Commons and the House of Lords 


In the area of international events, 
coverage was given to the legislative 
and presidential elections in France, the 
Ottawa Economic Summit, the 
Commonwealth Conference in 
Melbourne and the situation in Centra: 
America 


Coverage extensions in French radio 
included the opening of FM-stereo 
service in Moncton, New Brunswick, 
and the replacement of the 
Corporation’s AM affiliate in 
Edmundston by a rebroadcaster 
bringing in CBC network service from 
Moncton. 


Ancillary Rights 


For the past few years, the Ancillary 
Rights Service of the French television 
network has diversified its range of 
products for marketing. Some 100 
projects, representing more than a 
million items inspired by various types 
of programming, have been completed 
Recent output includes four storybooks 
from the Klimbo series for children, a 
record containing the music from the 
Plouffe series, and a book and record 
based on the Vivre ici maintenant series 
on the problems of modern civilization 


In 1982-83, the merchandising unit 
expects to improve its promotional and 
marketing position through the 
experience gained from past projects. It 
will aim at a more efficient use of book 
publishing and records, and will 
undertake new projects in specialized 
areas such as toys, clothing and school 
supplies. The drawings used in the 
production of the animated film Crac, 
winner of many awards, may be 
published in book form

Northern Service 


North of the 60th parallel — in the 
(ukon and Northwest Territories — the 
SBC faces special demands and 
shallenges. 


here are only 75 thousand people in 
oth Territories, but they are scattered 
ver a million and a half Square miles 
cross four time zones and use éight 
lifferent languages, including English. 
here is no newspaper that serves all 
he north, and no electronic media other 
han the CBC with both the ability and 
he commitment to provide daily, 
Omprehensive northern programming. 
Aore southern television channels are 
ecoming accessible in the north, but 
reir programs are in English or French 
nd have no northern content. 


hrough the 1980s several fundamental 
hoices must be made by northerners 
N major issues such as the future of 
>source development, the resolution of 
boriginal rights and native land claims, 
nd the political evolution of both 
erritories. As northerners approach 
lese decisions, their need for current 
Nd comprehensive information grows. 
or the CBC Northern Service, this will 
lean increasing an already strong 
ommitment to information 

fogramming on both radio and 
‘levision. 


During 1981-82, the prolonged strike by 
NABET technicians and announcers had 
a significant impact on the operations of 
the Northern Service. Radio production 
was virtually shut down, although a 
reduced service of news, weather and 
recorded music was maintained at all 
stations. TV production was curtailed, 
and the beginning of the fall season 

of new programs was set back until 
December. Staffing losses were 
considerable in the NABET area, and 

at the end of the strike there was a 
backlog of technical maintenance work 
to be done. 


Radio 


The CBC Northern Service continues to 
operate five regional radio production 
centres, one in the Yukon and four in 
the Northwest Territories, each with a 
chain of relay transmitters in outlying 
settlements and towns. Northern 
Service schedules include programs 
from the CBC national network and 
regional programs in English and seven 
native languages. CBC radio service is 
now available to 97 per cent of the 
population of the N.W.T., and 92 per 
cent of the Yukon. In addition, almost 
30 northern locations now have 
community radio societies which have 
access to their local relay transmitters 
at specified times each day for local 
program production.

Radio highlights during 1981-82 
included the following 

In preparation for a public plebiscite in 
the N.W.T. on the question of the 
division of the Territory into two new 
regions, CBC news and current affair 
Staff produced a comprehensive six 
week schedule of information 
programming, including historical 
analysis, perspectives of key 
government agencies and northern 
political groups, and two pan-northern 
phone-in shows 


During the Canadian Constitutional 
debate, the entire Legislative Assembly 
of the N.W.T. travelled to Ottawa to 
lobby for aboriginal rights. Using its 
Ottawa production unit, the Northern 
Service broadcast a 90-minute special 
to the Yukon, the N.W.T. and via 
shortwave to Northern Quebec 
Members of the Legislative Assembly 
answered questions in the studio in 
Ottawa, with simultaneous translation ji 
the native languages 


Throughout the year CBC staff travelled 
to key events to report on major 
northern issues including Nationa 
Energy Board hearings, Beaufort Se 
environmental reviews, and the Annua 
Assembly of the Inuit Tapirisat of 
Canada in Nain, Labrador 


A special committee of Inuit staff wa 
formed to oversee Inuktitut lz 
programming in the Easter 
Keewatin. The committee also provide 
liaison with the Inuit r 
in Arctic Quebec

Four new broadcast recordings of 
northern musicians were produced 
during the year, and three northern 
artists were brought south to participate 
in Canada's Country Music Week, held 
in Ottawa in September. 


Special emphasis was given to the 
development of native-language 
broadcasters through a one-month 
intensive training session for Inuit staff, 


held in February 1982, in Frobisher Bay. 


Planning is under way for Dene staff 
training to begin later in 1982. 


A network of community reporters was 
established in the Yukon to ensure that 
the Whitehorse station continues to 
reflect the concerns of residents in all 
parts of the Yukon. 


The Northern Service provided both oral 
and written presentations to the 
Applebaum-Hebert Federal Cultural 
Policy Review Committee, outlining the 
effects of electronic media on northern 
cultures 
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Television 


The Northern Service has a small 
production centre in Yellowknife, begun 
three years ago, which has a staff of 13 
and shares studio and office facilities 
with the radio production plant. The 
Yellowknife centre produces a weekly 
half-hour television series, a number of 
special or feature programs, and also 
purchases programming from a variety 
of sources in Canada and 
internationally. 


Programs produced in the north include 
material presented in native languages, 
and the Northern Service also provides 
a native-language soundtrack for a 
small selection annually of network or 
other programs of special interest to the 
northern audience. There are both film 
and electronic cameras and editing 
facilities in Yellowknife, and program 
production includes in-studio and 
remote work. There are, however, no 
video up-linking facilities, with the result 
that all programming made in 
Yellowknife must be shipped south to 
Toronto in order to be broadcast back 
to the north via Anik satellite. 


In 1981-82 the Yellowknife-produced 
weekly series Our Ways was delayed 
three months from its normal fall 
season opening, as a result of the 
NABET strike. In November of 1981, the 
TV unit produced a special half-hour 
current affairs show on the 
Constitutional debate, featuring the 
dramatic visit to Ottawa by the N.W.T 
Legislative Assembly. In early 1982, a

production crew travelled to Fairbanks, 
Alaska to film northern athletes 
competing in the biennial Arctic Winter 
Games. In preparation for the N.W.T 
plebiscite, Northern Service television 
began work on a series of three half- 
hour background programs to be 
broadcast throughout the north in both 
English and Inuktitut versions 


The Northern Service expanded its 
working relationship with Inuit in the 
Eastern Arctic and Northern Quebec, by 
entering into a co-operative agreement 
with the Inuit Broadcasting Corporation 
(IBC). Under the terms of this 
agreement, the CBC makes available its 
satellite distribution network for 
specified times each week to allow IBC 
to transmit its own television programs 
to the north. IBC is an independent 
television production company, operated 
by the Inuit with funding from the 
federal government. It maintains a head 
office in Ottawa, and production 
facilities in Salluit (Quebec), Frobisher 
Bay and Baker Lake (N.W.T.). By the 
end of the year, IBC was producing 
approximately three hours a week of 
original television programming in 
Inuktitut. These programs were being 
transmitted to the north by satellite from 
Toronto, but plans were under way to 
establish a satellite transmitter In 
Frobisher Bay, to allow for direct 
northern access to the distribution 
network

In collaboration with the Museum of 
Man, the Northern Quebec Service 
produced a cassette of 42 minutes of 
Original Inuit music. Also, over the 
course of the year, some 120 traditional! 
songs and dances were recorded in the 
Montagnais region with Indians of all 
ages, some in their eighties and 
nineties. The Montagnais population of 
about 10,000 is spread over a distance 
of 1,000 kilometres, from Lake St. Jean 
to the St. Augustin River, not far from 
Blanc Sablon on the north coast of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence

CBC Parliamentary Network 


Millions of Canadians from coast to 
coast have the opportunity to watch the 
proceedings of the House of Commons 
without leaving their homes. The CBC's 
Parliamentary Television Network, in 
operation since 1979, distributes the 
televised proceedings of the Commons 
in English and French to more than 200 
Canadian cable companies via satellite 
Most companies offer the service to 


their subscribers on converter channels. 


On both the English and French feeds, 
CBC hosts describe the proceedings. 
They provide viewers with explanatory 
material on the procedures of the 
House, set the scene and describe the 
matters to be taken up each day 


In addition to the daily schedule of live 
coverage, both French and English 
services present an early evening 
rebroadcast of Question Period with 
sign interpretation for the hearing- 
impaired 

When permitted by the Speaker, the 
network is sometimes also used to 
broadcast the proceedings of special 
committees of the Commons 


| Oom’T EXPEC 
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Closed Captioning 

Television became more meaningful for 
hearing-impaired Canadians through 
development of a closed captioning 
service during 1981, International Year 
of the Disabled. Similar to subtitles on 
films, closed captions are electronically 
encoded in the television signal and 
become visible when decoded by a 
device now readily available to viewers 
who are deaf or hard of hearing 


Early in the year, closed captions were 
broadcast with some American 
programming carried by the CBC. This 
was followed in November by the first 
Canadian-produced program to be 
presented nationally with closed 
captions, a special drama dealing with 
deafness and shown on the CBC 
English and French networks under the 
titles Clown White and Chanson sans 
parole respectively. This was followed 
by weekly CBC programs broadcast 
with closed captions on a regular basis, 
the first of which were the English 
network's The Beachcombers and Man 
Alive series and Terre humaine and le 
Temps d'une paix on the French 
network. By the end of the year, other 
familiar network programs had been 
added to the closed-captioned schedule 


The CBC objective, to present five 
hours per week of closed-captioned 
Canadian programming regularly in 
each language, was outlined in a CBC 
proposal considered in 1980 by the 
House of Commons Special Committee 
on the Disabled and the Handicapped 
The new funding required to establish 
and continue this service was approved 


by the government in 1981 as part of 
the federal response to the Committee's 
recommendations 


Arrangements have been made with the 
newly created Canadian Captioning 
Development Agency and with the 
National Captioning Institute in the 
United States for the provision of 
captioning services for CBC programs 


Telidon Trials 


It was announced in July, 1981, that 
CBC would be conducting intensive in- 
home teletext trials over the next two 
to three years, employing Canada’s 
Telidon technology to provide viewers 
with information ‘‘pages’’ and graphics 
on their television screens 


The trials will be funded by the 
Department of Communications, which 
developed the Telidon technology 
Starting in September 1982, parallel 
French and English tests will be carried 
out in Montreal, Toronto and Calgary 
CBC will deliver the teletext signals by 
satellite to 500 terminals rotated among 
1.100 homes. The Corporation will 
attempt to measure public response 
both to a new way of using the TV 
receiver and to the information 
provided. The Corporation will also 
evaluate teletext as a tool for providing 
program support to existing TV and 
radio services 

The CBC experiment has been given the 
name Project IRIS (Information Relayed 
Instantly from the Source) 


Oral History Project 

The Corporation is participating with the 
Public Archives of Canada and the 
Institute of Canadian Studies at 
Ottawa’s Carleton University in 
developing an oral history of CBC 
oroadcasting. Interviews are being 
conducted in English and French with 
SBC personnel and associates past and 
resent across the country. It is hoped 
‘hat oral materia! will be helpful when a 
ull-scale history of the CBC is written, 
and will provide a broader 
inderstanding of CBC's role in 

Sanadian life. 


The project will be guided by an'* 
advisory committee whose chairman is 
\. Davidson Dunton, former chairman of 
he CBC Board of Governors and now a 
nember of the Institute of Canadian 
studies. Research Director for the 
roject is Dr. Ross Eaman of the

ver the past five years, under an 
arlier agreement, the National Film, 
Glevision and Sound Archives division 
f the Public Archives has acquired 
undreds of hours of CBC radio and 


television programs. These programs 
are accessible for research purposes at 
the Public Archives. 


A policy on access to the CBC's 
administrative documents will be 
established after they have been 
processed. At present, researchers 
wishing to use CBC documents held by 
the Public Archives of Canada must first 
obtain permission from the CBC 


Negotiations are continuing with 
Provincial Archives for the deposit of 
historical materials at that level. 


Public Forums 


One of the CBC’s methods of keeping in 
touch with its audiences is to hold 
public meetings, sometimes on a 
regional basis and sometimes for 
specific interest groups. 


In 1981-82, representatives of the 
French Services met the administration 
and faculty of the Montreal Ecole des 
hautes études commerciales to discuss 
the world of business and its future in 
Quebec. A productive regional meeting 
was held in St. Boniface with members 
of the Manitoba francophone audience 
from nearly 40 urban and rural centres 
And in a special forum for young 
people, a hundred or so CEGEP 
students had a chance to express their 
views on a variety of radio and TV 
questions. 


The English Services held public forums 
in Yellowknife, Northwest Territories,

Further Use of Programs 

CBC television programs in post- 
broadcast distribution through the 
National Film Board increased during 
the year to more than 575. Among the 
French titles added were the animated 
film Crac, the documentary Le Calumet 
sacré on the religion of the Sioux 
Indians, and the children’s series 
Klimbo — all international award 
winners. Notable English titles included 
the award-winning To Be Or Not To Be, 
on pre-natal diagnosis, from The Nature 
of Things series, and other medical and 
health subjects such as May's Miracle 
from the Man Alive series and Sickle 
Cell Anaemia from The Nature of 
Things 


The total number of free loans during 
the year was 62,900. Approximately 
1,000 prints were sold, most of them 
English titles 


Discussions continued with educational 
organizations in the four western 
provinces about possible licensing 
arrangements for provincial distribution 


French and English radio material was 

also distributed for post-broadcast use, 

with a combined total of 60 new series 
released during the year. Approximately 
5,000 audio cassettes were sold 
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Videotheque 

The CBC Vidéothéeque, which was 
opened in Ottawa in 1979, offers free 
viewing access to hundreds of CBC 
television productions made available by 
the Corporation's English and French 
networks 


During the year the Vidéotheque 
welcomed thousands of visitors, 
including members of Ottawa’s large 
and active diplomatic community, 
parliamentarians, the news media, 
public servants, business people, 
students, researchers, and cultural 
associations 


The Vidéothéque also participated in a 
number of special events. During the 
Canadian Dance Spectacular in May, 
international critics and impresarios 
screened some 15 CBC dance 
productions such as Giselle and 
’'Oiseau de feu. The Vidéotheque was 
used in July by the foreign electronic 
press covering the Ottawa Summit 
Conference of Industrialized Countries, 
and by the Canadian officials involved 
with the Summit organization. Among 
other special events, the Videotheque 
hosted its second annual showing of 
international award-winning programs, 
with productions representing 12 
countries, and was the scene of a press 
conference by the Minister of 
Communications, the Honourable 
Francis Fox, and CBC President A.W 
Johnson, on the in-home Telidon trials 
to be conducted by the CBC 


Advisory Committees 


From its earliest days, the CBC has 
sought qualified advice in the 
specialized program fields of religion, 
science and agriculture. The advisory 
committee members, who are appointed 
by the Board of Directors, are chosen 
from across Canada for their 
professional activities and their interest 
in radio and television. The committees 
meet three times a year and provide 
the CBC with comments and 
recommendations in their areas of 
specialization. 


During 1981-82, several new members 
were appointed to the advisory 
committees. In the French Services, 
there are now more young people, 
women and specialists on the 
committees, and the geographical 
representation has been improved. In 
the English Services, four members of 
the Advisory Committee on Science and 
Technology resigned, and five new 
members joined the Committee in 
March 1982. The appointments reflected 
the industrial world of high technology 
as well as academic scientific 
disciplines. Seven new members were 
appointed to the Agriculture and Food 
Committee. Committee members and 
CBC staff joined in paying tribute to 
former member Diana Wright who died 
in January 1982

Audience research in the CBC is 
essentially a means of keeping the 
Corporation reliably informed about 
certain characteristics and attributes of 
the public, and of the broadcasting 
environment, that are relevant to the 
planning, production, development and 
evaluation of CBC broadcast services. 


Obviously of relevance for such 
purposes are the numbers and types of 
people who, at various times of the day, 
week and year, are watching or 
listening to the hundreds of different 
programs that are available on CBC and 
non-CBC stations across the country. 
While statistics of this kind describe 
only one aspect of audience behaviour, 
they continue to be an indispensable 
factual base for detecting and 
forecasting audience trends, setting 
audience targets, assessing program 
performance compared to known 
competition, providing support data for 
the sale of advertising time, and 
contributing to the planning and 
adjustment of program schedules — as 
for example, in this year’s major 
rescheduling of the English TV 
network's weekday news program The 
National from 11 to 10 p.m. 
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Amount of Time Spent by Canadians Watching Sports Programs on 
Television in an Average Fall-Winter Week.

Much depends, however, on statistical 
data of this kind being properly 
organized. To this end, the past year 
has seen the development of several 
new data systems which, applied to the 
conventional audience measures, have 
greatly expanded their use. 


This has provided, among other things, 
a profile of the national audience for TV 
sports; a new audience measure for 
CBC-TV network programs which 
indicates the share that each has of the 
total audience for all programs in the 
same language broadcast concurrently 
in the same coverage area; and a much 
faster means of reporting on the 
cumulative audiences to network 
programming in the crucial early weeks 
of the season. 


No less important than these measures 
of audience size and general audience 
trends are the highly varied personal 
reactions of viewers and listeners to the 
particular programs that they 
themselves choose to watch or listen 
to. Whether obtained through 
continuous audience panels, regularly 
repeated surveys or by other means, 
information of this kind has, over the 
past year, fully confirmed its usefulness 
— both as an aid to judgments about 
program quality, and as an indication to 
production staff of changes that may be 
required in the content of on-going 
series. Viewer reaction is also a major 
concern in the pre-broadcast testing of 
pilots for new TV series. Several pilots 
were tested this year, notable among 
them the Tomber en amour program in 


ee 


the new Salut santé series for 
adolescents; a showing of the new 
prime-time music-quiz series Laprade, 
Pop, Pop et Pop; and two episodes of 
the Winnipeg-produced Medicine Show. 


Much of the information that research 
provides, however, comes neither from 
regular surveys, nor from concern with 
individual programs, but from ad hoc 
nvestigations of broader issues, in most 
oases designed to contribute to long- 
erm planning or development. Over the 
ast year the following have been 
among topics of special study: 


— The music preferences of listeners

Several other studies completed during 
the year focused on topics of particular 
regional importance, among them: the 
audience impact of recent changes in 
the format of the early evening news 
hour on CBLT Toronto; the public for 
francophone radio in the Ottawa/Hull 
area; and the implication of using 
parallel AM and FM outlets for the 
CBC's monaural radio service in Nova 
Scotia. 


Concerns with survey methodology and 
with the maintenance of research 
standards also made heavy claims on 
staff time in 1981-82, notably in a 
Critical review of recent changes in 
BBM's radio survey procedure; in the 
design of a technique to measure 
domestic usage of teletext in a 


three-city trial; and in a study of the 
distortions in information obtained from 
unrepresentative population samples 


Beyond these specifics, the work of the 
department continues to be much taken 


up by day-to-day requests for 


information and advice on a wide range 


of broadcasting topics — both from 
within the Corporation and. to an 
increasing extent over the past year 
from various outside agencies with 
whom the CBC has dealings. These 
include federal and provincial 
government departments, business 
corporations, advertisers and 
advertising agencies, educational 
bodies, university staff and students 
domestic and foreign broadcasting 
organizations, the trade and academic 
press, committees of inquiry and others

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The year brought increased activity in 
all areas of engineering. More than 900 
projects were in progress, in various 
stages of planning or completion, to 
install new services and facilities or to 
replace obsolete or worn-out equipment. 
Engineers were also active in the areas 
of satellite transmission and digital 
equipment due to rapid technological 
developments. Such new technologies 
are expected to have an increasing 
impact on broadcasting and on the work 
of CBC Engineering, and to grow 
substantially during the next few years. 


Transmission Projects 


Work continued on the Accelerated 
Coverage Plan (ACP), under which CBC 
radio and TV service is being extended 
to all unserved areas with a population 
of 500 or more. During the year 30 new 
TV transmitters and 16 FM radio 
transmitters were brought into service 
bringing the completed total to 445. The 
planned remaining 146 will be 
completed by the end of 1983. In 
addition to the ACP installations, six 
new TV, one AM, eight FM mono and 
two FM stereo transmitters were placed 
in service 
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Studio Projects 


The major work of the year was carried 
out in Toronto with the completion of 
the transfer of TV master control, 
videotape and telecine equipment to a 
new five-storey extension of the TV 
building. To ensure suitable facilities for 
the new current affairs program The 
Journal, TV Studio 1 was rebuilt with 
new control rooms, equipment and 
studio lighting. At the same time, new 
cameras and other technical facilities 
were provided for the news program 
The National in TV Studio 2. Nine 
videotape editing suites using the newly 
available one-inch format VTRs were 
installed together with advanced editing 
systems. These systems rely heavily on 
new generation equipment using digital 
processing of the TV signal. All these 
facilities went into service in January, 
1982. 


Projects were also in progress in other 
parts of Canada. A new TV and radio 
facility was completed in Happy Valley, 
enabling the transfer of facilities from 
Goose Bay and Labrador City. 
Construction of a new radio building in 
Grand Falls was completed in March, 
with installation and service planned for 
the summer of 1982 


New and upgraded facilities were 
installed in St. John's, Moncton, 
Matane, Quebec City, Winnipeg, 
Edmonton, Vancouver, London and 
Paris. In Ottawa, a major re-equipment 
project for TV master control, phased 
over four years, continued with areas 
being progressively placed in service as 
they were completed 


Progress on the construction of the 
building for a new Broadcast Centre in 
Regina has been very rapid, and it 
should be possible to start installing 
technical equipment in the fall of 1983, 
for a planned completion date during 
the fall of 1984 


Engineering Studies 

Considerable time was spent studying 
the relative merits of horizontal versus 
circularly polarized transmission for FM 
radio service. Tests were carried out In 
Victoria, Regina and Winnipeg 


Studies were also conducted on the 
impact of power line construction on 
AM broadcast station radiation patterns 
with specific problems being 
investigated in Toronto and Montreal 
Work is continuing in conjunction with 
the power companies in an attempt to 
find acceptable solutions, and to avoid 
such problems in the future 


Implementation of the Monitoring Alarm 
and Remote Control (MARC) pilot 
project in B.C., Quebec and 
Newfoundland, continued throughout th 
year, and plans will now be developed 
for the implementation of a full system: 
The MARC system continuously 
monitors the performance of unattendé 
transmitters, and alerts a central 
location in the event of trouble

Engineering has completed the FM 
radio plan which optimizes the 
utilization of all FM channels for all 
users within Canada. This plan was 
designed with the co-operation of the 
Department of Communications and the 
CRTC, and is forming a basic model for 
the installation of new FM transmitters 
across Canada. Formal approval of the 
plan is expected in 1982. 


Teletext 


Engineering staff began conducting 
tests which will reveal how well teletext 
signals can be distributed over the 
whole of the CBC television networks. 
which, because of their complexity, 
make an excellent test bed for this 
technology. This work is in preparation 
for a CBC/DOC project which received 
Cabinet approval in the fall of 1981, and 
which will result in teletext 
transmissions starting later in 1982. 


The CBC is also co-operating with 
private broadcasters, cable companies 
and the DOC in the verification of the 
standards developed for teletext in 
Canada. 


International Relations 


Engineering continued to contribute to 
the work of the various international 


Societies and broadcasting unions and 
to assist the DOC in its role of 
representing Canada at conferences 
and meetings of international regulatory 
bodies. Important agreements were 
reached during 1981 in the internationa 
technical standards to be adopted for 
Digital Video 


The second and final session of the 
International Telecommunications Union 
(ITU) conference on planning the FM 
broadcasting service in the Western 
Hemisphere was held in Rio de Janeiro 
in late 1981. The CBC, having provided 
considerable assistance in the 
preparations for the conference, had an 
Engineering representative on the

In the field of industrial and talent 
relations, most collective agreements 
were renewed in 1981-82. In addition, 
some were extended by mutual 
agreement to 1983. The 8-month strike 
of journalists in Montreal, Quebec City 
and Rimouski represented by the 
Syndicat général du cinéma et de la 
télévision (SGCT) was settled in June of 
1981. Technicians represented by the 
National Association of Broadcast 
Employees and Technicians (NABET) 
were on strike for some 15 weeks, from 
May to September 1981. The settlement 
of the NABET strike provided for the 
use of outside resources to produce 
CBC programs in exchange for 
increased job security provisions for 
employees in the bargaining unit. 
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In the area of equal opportunity, special 
efforts were continued to improve the 
status of women in the Corporation. A 
major program was designed to ensure 
managers’ acceptance and 
implementation of the policy of 
Affirmative Action for Women which had 
been endorsed by the President in 
1981. Priority attention was given to 
increasing the number of women in 
management, production and other key 
positions. These efforts are showing 
tangible results, although progress, as 
in all social change, is not rapid. 


At the end of the year, some 17 per 
cent of all management positions were 
held by women; 20 per cent of all staff 
producers and 25 per cent of all staff 
journalists are now women. 


Over 31,000 days of training were 
provided to about half of the CBC's 
12,000 permanent staff. In the English 
Services Division, 42 per cent of 
participants were women, an indication 
of the emphasis placed on increasing 
their involvement in all areas of 
broadcasting. 


Most aspects of radio and television 
operation were represented in the 
courses given. English management 
development courses featured a new 
mid-management program and a French 
conference explored the theme ‘“‘le 
Cadre créateur: une réalité nouvelle’. 
As in the previous year, about 90 per 
cent of the training was developed and 
delivered in CBC facilities by divisional 
and area training departments. 
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The CBC's Institute of Scenography 
received international recognition in a 
series of seminars delivered in 
Cophenhagen at the request of 
Danmarks Radio, the Danish public 
television system. 


In the study conducted earlier of the 
status and structure of the managemen 
group in CBC, some further refinements 
were made to the career fields or 
‘families’ and to the professional and 
specialist category. The introduction of 
the new structure on a pilot basis in th 
English Services Division had to be 
delayed until 1982 due to the 
disruptions brought about by the 
difficulties in collective bargaining 
during 1981.

Shortwave 


In response to the Polish crisis in late 
1981, Radio Canada International 
increased its daily output of Polish- 
language programming by one third, to 
ensure that the people of Poland would 
have access to accurate information 
about the views and attitudes of Canada 
and the other western nations. 


Major shortwave broadcast activities 
during the year included extensive 
coverage in Ottawa of both the meeting 
of Heads of State and Government and 
the Constitutional Conference, the 
International Meeting on Co-operation 
and Development (North-South Summit) 
in Cancun, Mexico, and visits by 
Canada's External Affairs Minister to 
London, Paris and the Caribbean 


Strikes by members of several CBC 
unions severely curtailed program 
operations and transmissions, permitting 
only a limited service to most of RCI's 
target areas during the summer period. 


To improve transmissions to the 
Caribbean area, construction of a new 
antenna array directed to that area was 
begun at RCI’s transmitting plant in 
Sackville, New Brunswick

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Recordings 

In the recorded program field RCI again 
expanded its audience through the 
distribution of topical discs. In total, 
143,000 discs were distributed to radio 
stations around the world, an increase 
of 1,000 over the previous year. 


The success of the RClI-produced 
Anthology of Canadian Music is 
unparalleled in the history of Canadian 
serious music. Some 28,000 discs of 
the works of 10 composers have been 
distributed worldwide. Special promotion 
of the Anthology was made possible 
through the co-operation of the 
Composers’, Authors’ and Publishers’ 
Association of Canada and of the 
Performing Rights Organization of 
Canada. Albums have now been 
presented to departments and schools 
of music at Canadian universities as 
well as to conservatories and libraries 


In co-operation with the Academic 
Relations Branch of the Department of 
External Affairs, RCI negotiated 
arrangements which qualify major 
American universities as RCI 
depositories. 


Birmingham University, designated a 
Regional Canadian Studies Centre by 
Canada’s High Commissioner to Britait 
was presented with the first complete 
deposit of RCI recordings in England.

The CBC French radio network 
sponsored Canadian artists at 
international concerts organized in 
Paris, Lausanne, Madrid, Dublin and 
Jerusalem by the European 
Broadcasting Union and the 
Communauté radiophonique des 
programmes de langue francaise 
(CRPLF) 
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In co-operation with the Department of 
External Affairs, a library of CBC's best 
TV documentaries, features and 
entertainment programs has been 
started in key Canadian embassies 
around the world. Embassies are also 
supplied with a weekly summary of 
Canadian news items from The 
National. 


CBC President A.W. Johnson 
participated with leaders of other 
national public broadcasting 
organizations in a world conference on 
public broadcasting organized by the 
Japanese foundation, Hoso-Bunka. 


Canada was the host of INPUT 82, an 
international conference of public 
television operators and producers who 
meet to screen and discuss their 
programs. CBC played a key role in 
organizing this event, which had 400 
participants representing all five 
continents. 


CBC continued to take an active part in 
the work of international bodies such as 
the Conseil international des radios- 
télévisions d’expression frangaise 
(CIRTEF), the Comité consultatif 
international de radiodiffusion, and the 
North American National Broadcasters 
Association (NANBA).

financial overview 


Source of Operating Funds — $754.7 million 


The Parliamentary appropriation provided for the year was 
$598.5 million. This amount represented an increase of $61.7 
million or 11.5% over the appropriation for the previous year. 
The increase enabled the Corporation to provide for 
inflationary price increases (10.6%) and the operation of new 
capital facilities (0.9%). 


Advertising income, substantially all from television, amounted 
to $131.5 million. This amount was unchanged from the 
previous year, due to programming disruptions caused by 
labour disputes and a general economic downturn in the 
market. This income comprised 17.4% of total operating 
funds of $754.7 million, compared to 19.2% in the previous 
year. 


Miscellaneous income contributed $72.2 million, compared to 
$9.9 million in fiscal year 1980-81. 


The prior years’ carry-over appropriation amounted to $12.5 
million, which was available for this year's operations. 


Application of Operating Funds 


Total expense for the year amounted to $792.6 million. This 
amount represented an increase of $72.6 million or 10.1% 
over the 1980-81 total expense of $720.0 million. Price 
increases in salaries/wages, talent fees, and the cost of 
purchased goods and services accounted for substantially all 
of this increase. 


Included in the total expense of $792.6 million was $45.9 
million of expenses not requiring a cash outlay, such as 
depreciation. The total amount of funds expended in fiscal 
year 1981-82 was $746.7 million leaving a sum of $8.0 
million to be carried over to future years. 


Program and distribution costs amounted to $711.1 million of 
the total expense of $792.6 million, or 90%, unchanged from 
the previous fiscal year. Television services accounted for 
$546.9 million or 77% of the total program and distribution 
costs and the radio services for the balance of $164.2 million 
or 23%. 
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The cost of Radio Canada International amounted to $12.6 
million compared with $11.1 million in 1980-81. 


The cost of operating the television service was $447.8 
million and the cost of operating the radio service was 
$164.0 million. 


Per Capita Cost of Operations 
— Public Funds — 7 cents a day 


The 1981-82 per capita cost in public funds was $24.81 as 
compared to $22.04 in the previous fiscal year. This 
represents approximately seven cents a day, for each of 
Canada's 24.3 million people.

1. Authority and objective 

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation was established by 

the 1936, 1958 and 1968 Broadcasting Acts and is classified 
as a proprietary Crown corporation under Schedule D of the 
Financial Administration Act. The Corporation is an agent of 

Her Majesty and all property acquired by the Corporation is 

the property of Her Majesty. 


The objective of the Corporation is to develop and provide a 
national broadcasting service for all Canadians in both official 
languages, in television and radio, and to provide an 
international service, both of which should be primarily 
Canadian in content and character. 

2. Significant accounting policies 

The financial statements of the Corporation have been 
prepared by management in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles consistently applied. Because 
a precise determination of many assets and liabilities is 
dependent upon future events, the preparation of periodic 
financial statements necessarily involves the use of estimates 
and approximations. The financial statements have, in 
management's opinion, been properly prepared within 
reasonable limits of materiality and within the framework of 
the accounting policies summarized below: 


(a) Engineering and production supplies 
The inventory of engineering and production supplies is stated 
at the lower of average cost and replacement cost. 


(b) Programs completed and in process of production 
The inventory of programs completed'and in process of 
production is stated at cost.-Cost includes the cost of goods 
and services, direct labour and the share of overhead 
expenses applicable to each program. The total program cost 
is charged to operations upon broadcast or when programs 
are determined unusable. 

(c) Prepaid film rights 

The Corporation enters into contracts for film broadcasting 
rights. As payments are made under the terms of each 
contract they are reflected in the accounts as prepaid film 
rights. The prepaid film rights are then charged to operations 
as the films are broadcast or determined unusable. 
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(d) Fixed assets 

Fixed assets are stated at cost. Cost includes material, 
engineering services, direct labour and related overhead. 
Depreciation is calculated on the straight-line method based 
on the estimated useful life of the assets, as follows: 


Buildings 33 years 
Technical equipment: 
Transmitters and towers 20 years 
Other 10 years 
Furnishings and equipment 10 years 
Automotive 5 year 


Leasehold improvements over $200,000 are capitalized an 
amortized over the term of the lease to a maximum period 
five years.

(e) Leases 

Leases are classified as capital or operating leases. A t 
recorded under capital leases are amortized on a straight 
method using rates based on the estimated useful life of 1 
assets or based on the lease term as appropriate. Obligatt 
recorded under capital leases are reduced by rental 
payments net of imputed interest. 


(f) Employees’ termination benefits 
Employees’ termination benefits are provided in the accou 
as benefits accrue to employees under their respective tel 
of employment. 


(g) Pension plan 


The cost of funding current service pension benefits is 
charged to operations as incurred. Unfunded liabilities 2 5

The question of how to Organize and 
regulate this increasingly complex 
delivery system was widely discussed, 
and in March of 1983 the Minister of 
Communications announced the first 
Stage of the government's new national 
broadcasting policy. Some months 
earlier there were proposals on broad- 
casting in the report of the govern- 
ment’s Cultural Policy Review Commit- 
tee (the Applebaum-Hébert Committee). 
The Canadian Radio-television and Tele- 
communications Commission (CRTC) 
Proposed changes in its Canadian con- 
tent regulations. CBC English-language 
television producers’ associations 
undertook a study of their own and 
issued a report Suggesting new 
approaches to CBC programming. 


In preparation for the second Stage of 
the national strategy, development of a 
new policy framework for the CBC, the 
Board of Directors was asked to deve- 
lop “clearly defined and documented. . . 
proposals designed to ensure that the 
CBC renders itself Capable of effectively 
meeting its obligations” in the new 
broadcast environment. These were Sub- 
mitted to the government in April, 1983. 


The Board faced a number of chal- 
lenges, the most urgent of them in tele- 
vision. There was, for example, the need 
to maintain viewer levels in Spite of 
audience fragmentation — and at the 
same time to increase Canadian pro- 
gramming. There was the need to 
reconcile essential commercial activity 
with changing program goals. There was 
the need to cope with declining fund- 
ing, and to use available funds more 
efficiently. 


Reorganization 

In a move to achieve economies and to 
Strengthen administrative Structures, the 
Board of Directors decided to divide 
responsibility for the Corporation's radio 
and television network operations and 
to transfer responsibility for French 

and English regional services from the 
Montreal and Toronto network centres 
to the newly-created office of Vice- 
President, Regional Broadcasting, in 
Ottawa. These changes, to be imple- 
mented gradually, became effective at 
the beginning of the fiscal year 1983-84 


The new structure provides for organiza- 
tional units of more Manageable size, 
for clear direction by the President and 
Board of Directors and for improve- 
ments in planning, objective-setting and 
evaluation. In particular, it means that 
the French and English radio and televi- 
sion networks can be given the undi- 
vided attention of their four respective 
managements. This will be especially 
important for television, where the 
greatest challenges lie. The new struc- 
ture will also mean that the needs and 
interests of the various CBC regions, as 
well as their relationships with one 
another and with network management, 
will be represented at head office level. 


In addition to these major organizational 
changes the Board has directed that the 
Internal Auditor should now report to 
the President and has created an audit 
committee of its own members in 
addition to the existing internal audit 
committee of management. It has also 
instituted a review of operating prac- 
tices to ensure that the Corporation 
makes the most efficient use of its 
resources. Measures introduced include 
general restraints on hiring while the 
CBC reviews the size of its work force, 
improved cost-accounting methods and 
systems, stringent controls on discre- 
tionary expenses such as travel and a 
review of operating methods in such 
areaS as crew sizes and the use of 
production facilities. Some reduction in 
the size of the work force has already 
taken place through attrition and early 
retirement. 


it has also been decided to consolidate 
the CBC’s existing English and French 
marketing operations under a single 
management. This change recognizes 
the growing importance of foreign and 
domestic sales, the burgeoning develop- 
ment of the recording and videocassette 
market, and the need for co-ordination 
of the CBC’s French and English 
activities in these areas. 


When these changes have been fully 
implemented the Board estimates that 
there will be an annual saving on sal- 
aries and benefits of approximately 
$20 million. 


The Federal Cultural Policy Review 
Committee Report 

The Corporation took a close interest in 
the recommendations contained in the 
committee’s report. Speaking for the 
Board of Directors before the Parliamen- 
tary Committee on Communications and 
Culture, the CBC President welcomed 
the report as an important contribution 
to the debate on broadcasting and 
agreed with many of the broad prin- 
ciples and goals which it proposed for 
the Canadian system and the CBC. The 
Corporation was especially pleased to 
note the report’s recognition of CBC 
radio for its distinctive programming, its 
development of talent, and the increas- 
ing size of its audiences. While the 
CBC strongly disagreed with some of 
the Review Committee’s proposals to 
change the production responsibilities 
of CBC television, the Corporation was 
nevertheless in general agreement with 
the spirit of the report. 


Commercial Practices 

The CBC did not agree with the Review 
Committee’s proposal that CBC televi- 
sion should cease to carry commercial 
advertising. Although the Corporation's 
primary objective is to reduce the 
acknowledged effect of commercial 
activity on its prime time schedules, it 
does not consider that there is any 
fundamental conflict between the 
national service goals of the CBC and 
the continued acceptance of advertising. 


The sale of commercial time has been a 
necessary part of CBC operations since 
the Corporation was established and 
has typically represented about 16 per 
cent of annual operating revenues. With- 
drawal from advertising would require 
not only the replacement of perhaps 
$120 million a year in commercial reve- 
nue, but also the replacement of much 
commercially-oriented sports program- 
ming. These costs, added to the sub- 
stantial funds required to implement the 
CBC’s own goal of moving its Canadian 
content levels toward 80 per cent in 
prime time, would create a major 
increase in the CBC’s need for public 
funds. 


The CBC believes that priority should 
be given to the creation of a full range 
of high-quality Canadian programming 
rather than to the total elimination of 
advertising. However, the Corporation is 
determined to find ways of harmonizing 
its commercial and program policies, 
such as reducing the number of com- 
mercial interruptions in certain types of 
programming. 


The importance of commercial income 
was graphically illustrated in the course 
of the year when advertising revenue in 
the CBC’s English service fell short of 
expectations, reflecting the overall eco- 
nomic climate and a general reduction 
in advertising expenditures. To compen- 


sate for this, the English services under- 


took cutbacks resulting in a $10 million 
budget reduction. More than $6 million 
of this amount came out of administra 
tive and support areas, but program 
production was also affected to some 
degree in both radio and television. 


Government Broadcasting Strategy 
As the fiscal year ended, the federa 
government had announced the firs 
stage of its national broadcasting 
strategy. Although this initial annou 
ment did not deal in detail with the 
of the CBC in the broadcasting sys 
it brought to light a number of very 
important concerns. 


As the government paper points ou 
technology is dramatically increasir 
the choice of programs and service 
Canadian viewers, and this process 
not one that can or should be pre- 
vented. Rather, Canadian broadcast 
should be assisted and encouragec 
strengthen the Canadian presence 
among all the foreign services NOW 
competing for public attention.

Continuing its policy of recent years, 
CBC television should seek to reduce 
its reliance on imported entertainment 
and drama programs, since such pro- 
grams are readily available on other 
channels. On both French and English 
networks, prime time foreign program- 
ming should gradually be decreased and 
replaced with high quality Canadian 
productions. Where CBC schedules do 
include foreign programs, they should 
be a sampling of the best from many 
countries. 


In summary, CBC programming should 
be distinguished by its range, quality 
and Canadian character, and should 
make a significant and lasting contribu- 
tion to Canadian life. 


Second Channels 

Not only Canadian programming as 
such, but the Opportunity for viewers to 
see that programming, will be critical in 
the new environment. Most national 
public broadcasters have more than one 
television channel for the distribution of 
their programs, and the CBC’s extensive 
mandate points very clearly to the need 
for more than one channel in each offi- 
cial language. The funding problems 
which have prevented this in the past 
could perhaps be circumvented by 
using unoccupied periods in the CBC 
French and English Parliamentary 
channels as relatively inexpensive 
second outlets for selected CBC 
programming. 


Radio 

For CBC radio, where so much has 
already been achieved, the principal 
goals are to sustain the present high 
Standard of programming, to respond to 
changing audience tastes and listening 
habits, and to anticipate the advantages 
and challenges of new communications 
technologies. Both French and English 
services are examining the factors that 
will influence their future, and are devel- 
oping options to meet them. The new 
Organizational structure of the Corpora- 
tion will give effective support to radio 
goals and will help to maintain CBC 
radio as a distinctive Canadian service 
which is enjoyed and admired both at 
home and abroad. 


Funding 

The Corporation cannot hope to reach 
its goal of enriched and expanded 
Canadian Programming without ade- 
quate resources including substantial 
and committed public funding. Not all 
these resources, however, will need to 
be in the form of new funds. The Cor- 
poration will save a certain amount of 
money through effective management 
and redirection of funds. Commercial 
revenue remains an important supple- 
ment to public funding and it is to be 
hoped that Canadian advertisers will 
respond to the proven drawing capacity 
of high quality Canadian productions. 
The CBC also intends to explore the 
possibility of more co-operative ventures 
with other organizations and to pursue 
a vigorous export sales and merchandis- 
ing policy. 


Outlook for the Future 

The challenges may seem formidable, 
particularly for television. However, the 
popular success of CBC television pro- 
grams of many kinds demonstrates that 
Canadian viewers do respond in large 
numbers to distinctive Canadian pro- 
grams which appeal to their tastes and 
reflect their experience and interests. 
The Board of Directors hopes that the 
Current public debate on national policy, 
together with the Corporation’s own 
determined efforts, will help to move 
both CBC programming and all 
Canadian television toward a new 
vitality and maturity.

Gala, a tribute to dance in Canada, 
sampled the work of eight companies.

Sports 

Highlights included 25 World Cup soc- 
cer matches from Spain. An estimated 
5.9 million Canadians watched the final 
game between Italy and West Germany. 
CBC also offered the most comprehen- 
sive television coverage in North 
America of World Cup downhill skiing. 
Other special programming included 
20.5 hours of CBC coverage from the 
1982 Commonwealth Games in 
Brisbane, Australia, and 12.5 hours from 
the 1983 Canada Winter Games. 
Hockey, football and baseball were 
regular favourites, and the documentary 
Everest: The Canadian Challenge was 
viewed by 1.6 million people. 


Children’s Programs 

Mr. Dress-Up, the country’s highest- 
rated program for young children, 
entered its 18th season. Also back were 
The Friendly Giant in its 25th season, 
the sports program Yes You Can, and 
the current affairs series What’s New? 
Specials included On My Own, a drama 
on epilepsy; and Getting into the Act:

Independent Productions 

During 1982-83, more than 500 hours of 
independently-produced programs were 
telecast on the English network, repre- 
senting a threefold increase since the 
establishment of the network's 
Independent Productions office in 1980. 


The season’s independent programming 
included a three-part series on popular 
music, Heart of Gold; S.C.T.V. with its 
satire of television; and Billy Bishop 
Goes to War, which won the ACTRA 
Award for best television program of 
1982. Canadian feature films were show- 
cased on Premiere Performance. Patrick 
Watson hosted the six-part documentary 
The Chinese. Independent producers 
were involved in the children’s program 
Going Great, the sports documentary 
The Fast and the Furious, and the new 
daytime favourite Do /t for Yourself, 
hosted by Mary Bellows. 


Foreign Programs

On September 12, 1982, more than one 
and a half million viewers watched all or 
part of Je Gala du 30°, a program cele- 
brating the 30th anniversary of CBC's 
French television network. 


Three months later, over two million 
viewers watched a special production 
from the regular drama serial /e Temps 
d’une paix, on les Beaux Dimanches. 
This program, described by some as a 
masterpiece, brought to life in scenes 
worthy of the great masters the 
Christmas and New Year festivities of 
days gone by. 


These two programs, chosen as exam- 
ples from the programming described 
briefly in this report, demonstrate that 
the loyalty of the French-speaking 
public to high quality Canadian produc- 
tions is just as great today as it was 
30 years ago. 


Information Programming 

In keeping with its mandate, the 

News Service prepared special reports 
on events of the day, including the 
Falklands crisis, the Pope’s visit to 
England, the Versailles Summit, the 
U.N. Disarmament Conference, the royal 
visit, the First Ministers’ meeting, the 
resignation of Quebec's Liberal Party 
Leader Claude Ryan, and elections in 
New Brunswick and Alberta. These 
special programs provided a comple- 
ment to the daily news shown on 
Téléjournal and on the 6 o’clock pro- 
gram Ce Soir, which toward the end of 
the year was attracting over 800,000 
viewers daily or 32 per cent of the 
audience, at a highly competitive 
viewing time. 


The Magazine Noir sur Blanc, hosted by 
Denise Bombardier, was back on the air 
with its book review and its special 
guests, who shed a different and 
original light on topics of the day. The 
program’s audience increased steadily 
over the year. 


Premiére Page, with host Louis Martin, 
provided a major current events maga- 
zine. Some of its particularly successful 
reports dealt with surrogate mothers, 
Sidbec, pacifist movements and 
Ginette Blais, teacher. Reports were 
also seen from Mexico and Ghana, and 
interviews were conducted in Europe 
with Edmond Maire and Cohn Bendit. 


Also featured this year were Reperes, a 
public affairs magazine concentrating 
on the needs and questions of daily life, 
and Science-réalité, which for the 
second consecutive year won the 
Bell-Northern Award for popularized 
programs on science and technology.

Co-operative programming 

More and more, CBC French television 
is broadcasting programs produced by 
the private film industry or is joining 
forces with the industry to produce 
both short and feature films, as well as 
film series that are subsequently shown 
in its schedule. In 1982-83 the private 
film industry made a significant contri- 
bution to CBC French television pro- 
gramming, including such series as

Co-operation between the English and 

French television networks of the CBC 
was illustrated in particular last year by 
the series Empire, Inc., which was very 
successful on both networks. 


Regional and Affiliated Stations 
French television would not be what it 
is without the participation of the 
regional and affiliated stations, which 
throughout the year provided programs 
such as Reflets d’un pays, Rien que 
pour vous, De bien belles choses, En 
mouvement, A tire d’aile and le Ranch 
de la Rouge.

CBC Toronto’s venerable Studio G, the 
scene of many early achievements in 
radio drama, was extensively renovated. 
It has been converted into one of the 
best multitrack recording studios in 
North America, with a computer- 
assisted mixing console. 


Music 

CBC radio was more than ever in the 
forefront of the Canadian music scene. 
Arts National's new host, lan Alexander, 
introduced listeners in Canada, the 
United States and Europe to Toronto's 
new Roy Thomson Hall, at the gala 
Opening concert. Other programming 
from the new concert hall included an 
eight-hour Chamber Music Spectacular 
and a regular Sunday series, Live from 
Roy Thomson Hall. 


Arts National also introduced Thursday 
night live concerts and Friday night 
pops; marked the centennial of Igor 
Stravinsky and the 70th birthday of the 
dean of Canadian composers, John 
Weinzweig; and broadcast performances 
from the summer music festivals in 
Stratford and Ottawa. 


Two New Hours premiéred six works by 
Canadian composers, and presented the 
broadcast premiére of a new Canadian 
opera, A King for Corsica, by Graham 
George of Kingston. Mostly Music wel- 
comed a new host, Shelagh Rogers, and 
strengthened its appeal with a broader 
approach to the classics. Saturday 
Afternoon at the Opera broadcast three 
outstanding Canadian productions: The 
Shivaree, by John Beckwith and James 
Reaney, from Comus Music Theatre, 
Toronto; Gilbert and Sullivan’s The 
Mikado, from the Stratford Festival; and 
Handel’s Rinaldo, from the National Arts 
Centre, Ottawa. 


In the fourth biennial National Radio 
Competition for Amateur Choirs, $6,000 
in prize money was awarded to nine 
winning Canadian groups. A music pro- 
duction team travelled to Moscow to 
cover the 7th International Tchaikovsky 
Competition for listeners at home. A 
documentary paid tribute to the genius 
of the late Glenn Gould, and recalled 
the CBC’s long association with that 
multi-talented Canadian pianist. 
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Variety 

Variety Tonight moved its home base to 
the Vancouver studios, and regularly 
spotlighted the young comedy team The 
Frantics, who now have a CBC record- 
ing on the market. The Royal Canadian 
Air Farce celebrated its 10th anniversary 
with a birthday special from St. John’s, 
Newfoundland. A new musical fantasy 
by Ann Mortifee, Reflections on 
Crooked Walking, was produced in 
Vancouver for broadcast at Christmas. 


Features and Humanities 

Testament, a new documentary series 
from Vancouver, explored contemporary 
religious experience. /deas continued its 
examinations of important issues with 
The Massey Lectures on Indefensible 
Weapons, by Yale psychiatrist Robert 
Jay Lifton, and other series on science, 
sociology, philosophy, business, litera- 
ture, feminism, law, economics, and 
problems of Canadian Indians. 


The literary magazine Anthology, in its 
28th year, commissioned and broadcast 
short stories by 12 Canadian writers, 
and later published them in a book 
entitled Small Wonders. The fourth 
annual CBC Literary Competition 
attracted 2,800 manuscripts, and 
awarded prizes totalling $30,000 to 14 
outstanding Canadian writers of short 
stories, dramas, and poetry. 


Regional Reflection 

The 31 CBC radio production centres 
from Whitehorse, Yukon to Happy 
Valley, Newfoundland continued to pro- 
vide their listeners with an average of 
37.5 hours a week of local and regional 
news, information, and entertainment 
programming. A St. John's highlight 
was Oil in the Family, a lively 

daily serial based on news events. 

CBC Vancouver organized a three-day 
talent competition in Kamloops. 

CBC Winnipeg joined with the provincial 
government in sponsoring a play-writing 
contest. CBC Windsor organized and 
broadcast a tour of area farms for urban 
and rural listeners to Radio Noon. 


Individual stations also provided 
regional stories for relay to the country 
through newscasts and through pro- 


grams such as Morningside and Canada 


Watch. In addition there was a regular 
exchange between local stations of 
topical stories other than news.

Information Programming 

Sunday morning programming on the 
full AM network was replaced by a 
major three-hour magazine on national 
and international events. In the first part 
of the program, Présent-dimanche ana- 
lyzes ten or so topics, and provides a 
review of books and newspapers. Half- 
way through the program, host Michel 
Pelland hands the microphone over to 
Marie-Héléne Poirier, who with her 
guests spends the next hour on in- 
depth coverage of Canadian events of 
the week. The program ends with a 
30-minute phone-in session. 


This Sunday magazine is only one 
aspect of the radio information program- 
ming provided by Présent, which is 
aired four times daily, at 7:10 a.m.. 

8:10 a.m., 12:10 p.m. and 5:40 p.m., with 
the help of some 40 people in Montreal 
and a network of outside contributors 


The fall of 1982 saw the arrival on the 
air of a different type of program appro- 
priately named D’un autre oeil, giving 
listeners an opportunity to hear young 
people’s views on current events. and 
providing journalism and communication 
students with access to air time on 
CBC. The experiment is being con- 
ducted in co-operation with five 
universities and two colleges.

Three specialized programs complete 
the picture of current events coverage 
on radio. Le Magazine économique is 
broadcast on the national network every 
Saturday from 12:10 to 2 p.m. 
Aujourd’hui la science, on Sundays from 
12:10 to 1 p.m., calls on leading scien- 
tists to report in laymen’s terms on 
developments in scientific and techno- 
logical research. And Tout compte fait 
is a daily consumers’ magazine aired on 
the Quebec network from 9:05 to 

9:30 a.m. Weekly production in public 
affairs accounts for a total of 21 hours. 


The radio newsroom supplied the net- 
work with 36 newscasts daily, broad- 
casting a total of four hours’ news 
every day. The presence of the news 
service in western Canada has been 
strengthened by the transfer of a cor- 
respondent to Edmonton. Newsroom 
journalists are also contributing to the 
coverage of international events, 
through occasional assignments abroad. 


With regard to news specials, 1982-1983 
was the season of provincial elections: 
in Newfoundland, New Brunswick, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Among the 
major events covered abroad were the 
Economic Summit at Versailles, the 
NATO Summit in Bonn and the U.N. 
Disarmament Conference. And in co- 
operation with Religious Programs, the 
news service was present in Rome for 
the beatification of Brother André and 
the canonization of Marguerite 
Bourgeoys. 


Entertainment 

A number of new series were intro- 
duced to the AM schedule. Every morn- 
ing on Primeurs, a recent popular record 
was presented in its entirety with com- 
ments from the composer and the per- 
former. In the afternoon, hostess 
Chantal Jolis welcomed a program 
guest for two hours of conversation, 
music and humour. Opening the AM 
evening schedule was Sept heures, 
Bonhomme, a program on the latest in 
popular music and all the activities sur- 
rounding it: recordings, concert tours 
and press coverage. 


Music 

In 1982 The Canadian Music Council 
presented awards to three French radio 
programs for the quality of their content 
and their production. Jazz sur le vif, 
Musique d’ailleurs and Folklore all won 
first prizes. The CBC’s association with 
the Montreal International Jazz Festival 
gave rise to a number of good produc- 
tions, two of which were made into 
recordings, namely the Orchestre 
sympathique and the Vic Vogel Big 
Band. 


Serious music performers, whether 
already well established in their careers 
or just beginning, are heard on the 
many weekly broadcasts of concerts 
and recitals. This is a world of musical 
activities providing openings as varied 
as they are prestigious for Canadian 
artists. The work of Canadian com- 
posers is often featured as well. One 
program deserves special mention in 


this regard: A/ternances, which is entire- 


ly devoted to first radio broadcasts of 
musical and literary works. These works 
usually present both producers and per- 
formers with considerable difficulties. 


Creating the works represents an invest- 


ment of energy, time and talent that 


cannot be measured by the same stand- 


ards as apply to the traditional 
repertoire. That is why this weekly one- 
hour program deserves a special place 
among radio’s musical and cultural 
successes. 


Other Talent Support 

A similar concern for creativity is 
dent in the dramatic series Escale 
Premiéres, or in the works commi 
sioned by radio for international c 
titions such as the Italia Prize or 1 
Gilson Award for the annual conc 
the Communauté radiophonique d 
programmes de langue frangaise

musical performers’ competitions.

International Activities 

In June 1982, Montreal played host to 
radio producers from 15 countries, at 
the 8th international conference on 
documentaries. In connection with its 
participation in the Conseil international 
des radios et des télévisions d’expres- 
sion frangaise (CIRTEF), the CBC was 
chosen to organize a training session in 
radio production, in which producers 
from 12 countries took part. These ses- 
Sions were an extension of the close 
program contacts maintained by the 
CBC with foreign radio networks. Such

exchanges mean that CBC French radio 
can offer interesting new material and 
that Canadian authors and performers 
have a chance of being heard on the air 
in Europe. A few examples in this area: 
a radio concert by the Orchestre 
symphonique de Québec, broadcast in 
11 European countries; or 10 hours of 
programs on Belgium, produced by a 
Canadian crew, and also broadcast in 
Switzerland; or the grant awarded by the 
Communauté radiophonique (la Bourse 
René-Payot), which enabled a young 
woman journalist from Canada to visit 
several European countries to gather 
material for a program on aging. 


The Future 

Finally, during 1982-1983, radio person- 
nel met in several study groups to con- 
sider the needs of listeners and the 
Steps which radio could take to serve 
them better.

In entertainment and arts programming, 
the Northern Service presented a pan- 
northern Fiddle Festival in Whitehorse, 


featuring the best fiddlers from both ter- 


ritories — and from Northern Quebec 
and Alaska — and drawing sell-out 
crowds. Rankin Inlet hosted a “True 
North” concert, with a blend of northern 
and southern musicians. Six new broad- 
cast recordings of regional performers 
were produced and arrangements were 
completed to market some of the 
Northern Service broadcast recordings 
commercially. 


A wide range of specialized training was 
provided during the year. Courses 
included native language and journalism 
skills for Slavey and Inuit staff, audio 
production, legal issues for broad- 
casters, current affairs production, and 
workshops in cross-cultural orientation. 


Technical assistance was provided to 
the affiliate stations at Baker Lake and 
Tuktoyaktuk. A new installation of both 
radio and television receive equipment 
was completed in Gjoa Haven. And 
radio reception at Fort McPherson was 
improved through the provision of 
satellite receive facilities.

Development of Television 

Northerners do not yet enjoy on televi- 
sion the level of CBC regional program- 
ming that is available to them on radio. 
CBC’s northern television operation, 
begun in 1979, is at a much earlier 
stage of development. 


CBC network television programming is 
available to about 97 per cent of the 
northern audience, through satellite 
transmission from Toronto. The 
challenge faced in the north is to 
supplement network programs with an 
adequate regional service, particularly 
information programming. Northern 
Service operates a single television pro- 
duction centre, located in Yellowknife, 
with a staff of 13, electronic and film 
cameras, and editing facilities. As yet, 
there is no video up-link available in 
Yellowknife, with the result that pro- 
gramming produced there must be 
flown south in order to be broadcast . 
back to the north via satellite. 


Television Highlights 1982-83 
Yellowknife inaugurated a weekly half- 
hour current affairs series entitled 
Focus North. Using electronic cameras 
and portable equipment, Focus North 
has been able to travel widely during 
the year to produce timely programming 
on major northern issues such as the 
impact of the world-wide recession on 
the economy of the north, the future of 
the educational system in the N.W.T., 
and the progress of land claims in the 
Yukon. Focus North has drawn an 
appreciative northern audience, and a 
number of southern regions are carrying 
material from the series. Focus North is 
carried in the east with Inuktitut and 
English soundtracks, and in the western 
N.W.T. with English and Slavey 
versions. 


In January of 1983, a second 
Yellowknife-produced half-hour series 
was launched. Called Northland, the 
series replaces the previous Our Ways 
programs, and documents in film the 
cultural heritage and traditional life- 
styles of northern people. Half of the 13 
episodes of Northland for this year are 
produced by the CBC, with the balance 
co-produced with independent film- 
makers. Like Focus North, Northland is 
broadcast in English, Inuktitut, and a 
Dene language. 


The Northern Service continues to pro- 
duce a weekly quarter-hour Inuktitut pro- 
gram entitled Tarqravut. During 1982-83 
the production of Targravut was moved 
from Montreal to Ottawa, as part of the 
integration of the southern television 
operations which handle scheduling, 
public service announcements, and 
production of station breaks. 


The CBC has continued to share its 
television distribution facilities in the 
eastern half of the N.W.T. with the Inuit 
Broadcasting Corporation (IBC), an inde- 
pendent native production company that 
produces five hours a week of Inuktitut 
television from studios in the N.W.T. 
and northern Quebec. IBC operates a 
video up-link in Frobisher Bay from 
where it can access the CBC satellite 
channel at specified times to distribute 
its programs to about 30 Inuit commu- 
nities in Labrador, Quebec, and the 
Northwest Territories. 


Northern Quebec Service 


Created in 1979, the Northern Quebec 
Service acquired the Montreal northern 
production centre (formerly used for 
broadcasts to the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories) and made it the centre for 
Quebec production in Inuktitut and 
Cree. The Service covers the greater 
part of New Quebec, but its program- 
ming is designed above all for native 
peoples: to 5,000 Inuit and 7,000 Cree 
must be added 3,000 Attikamek from 
the Upper St. Maurice area. There are 
also some 1,000 Inuit in Labrador. 


During 1982-83 further progress was 
made in the services offered. 


Television 

The Service's first televised series, 
entitled Ensemble (Qatimanik in

Shortwave 

A new service to the Caribbean began 
to take shape, using existing funds and 
personnel. As a result, there were 
several changes in Managerial responsi- 
bility. The new Caribbean service, broad- 
casting in English and French, will be 
included in the Africa target area. 
Topical Disc personnel. formerly with 
Recorded Programs, were reassigned to 
staff the new service. In future, produc- 
tion of RCI’s topical discs will be 
handled by the corresponding target 
areas. 


Several major engineering projects were 
also approved in 1983. Three 50-kW 
transmitters, in use since the earliest 
days of the International Service, will be 
replaced. To accommodate the new 
transmitters, the plant's antenna switch- 
ing matrix will be expanded. As well, 
Radio Canada International will, in con- 
junction with the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, replace the transmitters at 
Daventry, England which relay RCI’s 
Signals to Eastern Europe and Africa 
Both of these projects will be 
completed within the next three years.

The temporary extension of program- 
ming to Polish listeners was discon- 
tinued on December 31, 1982, primarily 
for budgetary reasons. Restructuring 
and revision of priorities allowed RCI to 
plan for the permanent extension of the 
broadcasts as of May 1, 1983. 


Additional wire services were installed 
in the RCI newsroom and facilities were 
added to enable RCI to use the comput- 
erized news system of the French 
Services Division. 


A new format was designed for the 
shortwave program schedule. Listener 
reaction was favourable, as indicated by 
audience mail. Looking to the future, a 
new word processing unit will make it 
easier to cope with the more than 
50,000 letters Radio Canada Interna- 
tional receives each year. 


Planning and Evaluation 

In the light of accelerating technological 
developments, Radio Canada Interna- 
tional established an in-house task force 
to look into new ways of reaching its 
target audiences. 


To ensure that the quality of program- 
ming is maintained, RCI developed new 
systems of assessment. Standardized 
forms were developed for internal evalu- 
ation of daily programs by management 
and staff. And as a further means of 
obtaining feedback on its shortwave 
programming, RCI is sending question- 
naires to Canadian diplomatic posts 
abroad. 


Recordings 

Prominent among RCl’s recording proj- 
ects during the year was a tribute to 
the late Canadian pianist Glenn Gould, 
in co-operation with the Department of 
External Affairs. An album entitled /n 
Memoriam, featuring some of Gould’s 
earlier and later performances, was dis- 
tributed by External Affairs to selected 
diplomatic posts abroad. 


The major project Anthology of 
Canadian Music continued with the 
recording of works by Canadian com- 
posers Healey Willan, Jean Coulthard 
and Norma Beecroft. 


Throughout the year, RCI continued to 
distribute music and spoken-word discs 
to American universities which have 
programs in Canadian studies. To date, 
more than 20,000 discs have been 
deposited in 26 universities. 


For the third successive year, RCI is 
making available to its subscribers the 
winning records from the Canadian 
Juno and Felix awards. 


Other Activities 

RCI maintained its working relationships 
on the international scene by attending 
a special meeting of international broad- 
casters, convened in Geneva under the 
auspices of the European Broadcasting 
Union. RCI also played an active role at 
such meetings as the 1982 Music 
Personnel Conference in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, /e Marché International du 
Disque in Cannes, the Caribbean 
Broadcasting Union Conference in 
Nassau, and the “O Kanada” Exhibit at 
the Academy of Fine Arts in Berlin. RCI 
co-hosted the meeting in Montreal of 
the Association of North American 
Radio Clubs. 
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The year also marked the appointr 
for the first time of a CBC-second 
location manager for the English é 
French networks of the Canadian 
Forces in Baden, West Germany. 


Staff Training 

The department of Human Resour 
developed a program to familiarize 
employees with other departments 
Radio Canada International. Under 
program, employees became awaf 
the various objectives and working 
methods through scheduled visits 
responsible supervisors. A basic ¢ 
in-house production course was a 
established. 


ecial Services 
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CBC Parliamentary Network 

Since 1979 the CBC has distributed the 
televised proceedings of the House of 
Commons to Canadian cable companies 
by means of satellite transmission. Live 
daily coverage is offered in English and 
French, with CBC hosts providing 
explanatory material about the day’s 
business and the procedures of the 
House. Signing for the deaf accom- 
panies an early evening repeat of the 
daily Question Period. 


In late 1982 the Parliamentary Network 
was being distributed by 166 cable com- 
panies whose subscribers represented 
47 per cent of Canadian households. In 
most cases the cable companies Carry 
the service on a channel requiring a 
converter; currently, one Canadian 
household in four has such a converter. 
It is estimated that about 56,000 viewers 
watch the Parliamentary Network at 
least once a week. 


Excerpts from Parliamentary proceed- 
ings are also carried on the CBC’s regu- 
lar programs This Week in Parliament 
and /a Semaine parlementaire, which 
together have an average weekly audi- 
ence of more than 500,000 viewers. 
Similar Parliamentary review programs 
on the CBC radio networks have a com- 
bined average weekly audience of more 
than 250,000. 


In 1983 the sitting hours of the House 
were changed, and Standing Order 21 
permitted Members to make brief state- 
ments in the first 15 minutes of the 
afternoon session. This 15-minute 
period is now included in the 
Parliamentary network's live coverage, 
and a repeat of the segment has been 
added to the Question Period repeat at 
6:00 p.m. Eastern Time.

Closed Captioning 

During the year, the CBC broadcast 
some 400 hours of Canadian television 
programs with closed captions for 
viewers who are deaf or hard of hearing. 
By fall, 1982, less than a year after the 
new service began on the English and 
French networks, the CBC had achieved 
its objective of five hours per week of 
closed-captioned Canadian programs in 
each language. A decoder is required to 
receive the captions. 


Among the captioned programs were 
the following series: The Beachcombers, 
Man Alive, Hanging’ In, Home Fires, For 
the Record, Portraits, Wayne and 
Shuster, The National Dream, Empire 
Inc., Fraggle Rock, Seeing Things, This 
Land, Quarterly Report, | Married the 
Klondike, Premiere Performance, Terre 
humaine, le Temps d’une paix, Edgar 
Allan, détective, || était une fois 
l’espace, le Vagabond, Daniel Bertolino, 
exploration et vous, les Ateliers, 
Monsieur le Ministre, Métro-Boulot- 
Dodo, les Girouettes, la Bonne Aven- 
ture, Légendes indiennes, II était une 
fois l'homme, and, occasionally, /es 
Beaux Dimanches. 


Individual production schedules and pro- 


gram content determine whether speci- 
fic programs can be closed-captioned 
effectively and in time for broadcast. As 
the technology develops, it will become 
possible for programs to be captioned 
as they are being broadcast. The CBC 
looks now to the possibility of present- 
ing national network news with closed 
captions, at least experimentally, during 
1983, World Communications Year. 


Teletext Trials 

Early in April, 1983, the Minister of 
Communications and the President of 
the CBC announced the formal inaugur- 
ation of CBC’s national teletext trials, 
Project IRIS (Information Relayed 
Instantly from the Source). 


For a period of three to four months, 
the CBC’s two national television net- 
works will deliver electronically coded 
information ‘pages’ on a variety of 
topics, in English and French, to 

200 test homes in Toronto and Montreal 
and to a number of public areas in 
Calgary. These locations will be 
equipped with decoders allowing 
viewers to call up the desired informa- 
tion for display on their television 
screens. 


Project IRIS is the first full implementa- 
tion and testing of the North American 
Broadcast Teletext Standard (in the 
Vertical Blanking Interval mode), which 
is based on the Telidon technology 
developed by the Research Centre of 
the Department of Communications. 
This standard has been adopted by 
major U.S. networks such as CBS and 
NBC. 


The IRIS trials will assess public 
response to a teletext information 
magazine, and will also test other uses 
of the technology such as news flashes, 
advertising, and closed captioning for 
the hearing-impaired. 


Project IRIS will also help to develop 
industrial teletext capacity in Canada by 
involving a number of private high tech- 
nology companies. The project is being 
funded by the Department of 
Communications. 


Further Use of Programs after 
Broadcast 

At the end of the year there were some 
580 CBC television programs in post- 
broadcast distribution through the 
National Film Board, 45 per cent of 
them in English and 55 per cent in 
French. 


The number of free loans of 16 mm 
films through the libraries of the NFB 
was up 16 per cent for a total of 73,000. 
Some institutional users, such as 
school boards, purchase their own 
copies on film or tape. The net income 
from these sales is used to offset, to 
some extent, the costs of such items 
as clearing rights for non-broadcast use. 


French and English radio material 
continued to be distributed for post- 
broadcast use at about the same level 
as in the previous year. 
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Archives 

CBC continued to deposit documer 
and programs of historical value wi 
the Public Archives of Canada. The 
most recent collection of important 
was the minutes of CBC’s Board o 
Governors meetings 1936-1958, con 
ing with the minutes of the Board | 
Directors meetings to 1973. This m 
rial is available for serious scholart 
research. 


Archives agreements, similar to the 
already in effect with the Public 

Archives of Canada and with a nun 
of provincial archives, have been c 
cluded with the Provincial Archives 
New Brunswick and the Archives 
Northwest Territories. Through the 
resulting network of archives agree 
ments throughout Canada it will e\ 
ally be possible to make CBC mate 
available for serious research in an 
part of the country where the reseé 
is within reach of an archives at th 
federal, provincial or territorial leve’ 


The value of the CBC Oral History 
ject at Carleton University’s Institu 
Canadian Studies under Dr. Ross 
Eaman continues to grow. Graduat 
dents are now using the material c 
lected from interviews as a researc 
tool for theses and other scholarly 
studies. 


Vidéotheque 

The CBC Vidéothéque or viewi 
in Ottawa provides facilities for 
researchers, community groups 
other members of the public to 
a wide range of CBC French 
English television programs. In 
course of the year, some 800 
were screened for a total of 
people. 


Highlights included the Vidéotheat 
participation in the National Arts 
Centre’s Festival Ottawa with 12 Vv 
tapes of operas and concerts; film 
screenings for the International 
Animation Festival; a series of sor

English Sales 


Despite difficult economic times for 
both individuals and broadcasters, the 
English networks’ CBC Enterprises 
established broadcast and non- 
broadcast sales records with revenues 
of over $5 million. 


In addition to its work in traditional 
areas, the department launched new 
marketing activities, home video sales, 


in-flight distribution and transcript sales. 


Highlights of the year’s sales included 
the following: 

e The Australian Broadcasting Commis- 
sion bought 54 hours of CBC program- 
ming, including Empire, Inc., the 
mystery-comedy series Seeing Things, 
the family adventure series The Beach- 
combers and several drama and arts 
programs. It was the largest single pur- 
chase to date by the ABC. 


° Thirty-nine episodes of Going Great, 
produced in association with Cineworld 
Inc., were sold to Nickelodeon, a US; 
cable channel for children. This repre- 
sents CBC’s largest-ever sale to the 
United States. 


e The largest single sale by CBC to the 
British Broadcasting Corporation was 
recorded when Empire, Inc., was sold 
soon after its Canadian broadcast. 


e The Tommy Hunter Show was sold to 
the new Nashville cable network. 


e Sales of the skating fantasy 
Strawberry Ice to 44 countries included 
a sale to Showtime pay-TV in the U.S. 
and broadcast sales to the United 
Kingdom, France, West Germany, Italy 
and Australia. 


e There were major U.S. cable and 
broadcast sales of the science series 
The Nature of Things. 


e The year brought continued success 
with half-hour versions of Wayne and 
Shuster comedy specials, with new 


sales in Italy, Ireland, Greece and Israel.

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Ancillary Rights 

In its fourth year of Organized merchan- 
dising, the Ancillary Rights Service of 
the French TV network met a number of 
its important objectives and enjoyed a 
Substantial net surplus. 


It was also a year of diversification. 
Activity was expanded from previous 
years’ concentration on children’s prod- 
ucts to include the publication or repub- 
lication of big name titles such as 
Massada, East of Eden and Empire Inc.., 
a total of 12 adult publications and 
recordings. 


Altogether the department co-ordinated 
the production of 40 titles (28 children’s 
and 12 adult) representing approximately 
250,000 Radio-Canada products in the 
Quebec market, all of them produced by 
private enterprise. 


For next year, the Ancillary Rights 
Service is developing avenues in the 
garment and toy industries where a 
major portion of licensing money is 
spent. The department also plans to 
expand its record production in the 
Classical and popular music fields, and 
to continue expanding the children’s 
sector since it has probably the greatest 
potential of all.

This was also a year in which the Cor. 
poration devoted much attention to 
planning the future of its radio services. 
Research contributions to this included 
a broad descriptive review of listening 
patterns throughout the country, plus 
several other studies — on the varied 
tastes and interests of francophone 
audiences, the characteristics of lis- 
teners to particular stations and the 
range of preference for different types 
of radio music. 


Several individual program series were 
the subject of special research this 
year, among them La Semaine Verte, 
Pop Citrouille, Téléjournal, Empire Inc., 
the fifth estate, The Journal, Morning- 
side and Montréal-Express. The purpose 
of these studies varied from program to 
program: in most cases it was to feed 
back audience information to the pro- 
duction team as an aid to program 
development, in other cases to examine 
a program’s particular contribution to a 
total schedule. 


As in past years, the work of the 
department continues to be much taken 
up by day-to-day requests for informa- 
tion and advice on a wide range of 
broadcasting topics. These come not 
only from within the Corporation but 
from various outside agencies with 
whom the CBC has dealings — from 
federal and provincial government 
departments, business corporations, 
advertisers and advertising agencies, 
educational bodies, university staff and 
students, domestic and foreign broad- 
casting organizations, the trade and aca- 
demic press, consultants, committees 
of enquiry and others.

* Even with the introduction of pay-TV and 
other new technologies, the amount of time 
spent watching TV was largely unchanged in 
1982-83 — 23 hours per person per week, 
averaged over the entire fall-winter season. 


¢ About 85 per cent of the population spent 
at least some time watching CBC television 
in a typical week of the 1982-83 Ty season. 


* CBC English network stations had about an 
average 22 per cent share of the total 
audience for English-language television. 
CBC French network stations had about 

44 per cent of the total French station 
audience. Pay-TV in its initial two/three 
months of operation accounted for only 
about 1 per cent of all viewing. 


¢ These CBC shares, as in previous seasons, 
differed substantially among the various 
age/sex groups in the population.

There was much activity in all areas of 
CBC Engineering during the year with 
the demand for new transmission and 
production services and facilities, 
together with the need to replace obso- 
lete and worn-out equipment. There was 
also considerable activity in the fields 
of satellite transmission and reception, 
teletext and digital equipment. 


Transmission Projects 

Work continued on the Accelerated 
Coverage Plan (ACP), under which CBC 
radio and TV service is being extended 
to all unserved areas with a population 
of 500 or more. During the year 30 new 
TV transmitters and 28 radio trans- 
mitters (27 FM and one AM) were 
brought into service, bringing the com- 
pleted ACP total to 500. The remaining 
86 are scheduled for completion by the 
end of 1985. 


In addition to the ACP installations, 
seven new TV and 10 FM radio trans- 
mitters were placed in service, some of 
them as transmitter replacements. 
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Engineering Studies 

Work continued on the analysis of the 
amount of distortion caused to AM 
broadcast station radiation patterns by 
the construction of power lines in the 
vicinity of an AM broadcast transmitter 
station. 


Studies of the performance of home 
radio receivers were also carried out. 


Work is under way to implement a 
Monitoring Alarm and Remote Control 
(MARC) system in Newfoundland follow- 
ing the development of earlier pilot pro- 
jects in British Columbia, Quebec and 
Newfoundland. 


At the beginning of 1983, fibre optic 
systems were successfully used for the 
first time in outside broadcast opera- 
tions, following extensive studies. 


Studies were started of digital video and 
audio standards for leased network cir- 
cuits in co-operation with the telephone 
companies. 


Studies of a new television wave form 
called MAC (Multiplex Analogue Compo- 
nent) were also started. MAC has advan- 
tages over the present NTSC waveform 
and has been selected by the United 
Kingdom for its planned direct broad- 
cast satellite (DBS), to be operational in 
1985. 


Teletext 

In the fall of 1982, CBC’s Montreal tele- 
text centre started transmitting teletext 
signals on a trial basis to the French 
network. The Toronto centre began 
feeding the English network in January, 
1983, and Calgary began transmitting 
the signals in February. 


The official launch of the previously 
announced CBC/DOC Teletext project 
took place in the spring of 1983, at 
which time approximately 200 decoders 
were installed in selected private homes 
in Montreal and Toronto. 


The work on teletext standards in North 
America continued during the year with 
the CBC co-operating with other broad- 
casters, cable companies, manufac- 
turers and the Department of 
Communications. 


Radio Distribution Plan 

A CRTC hearing on the CBC’s radio 
plan for the future use of FM frequen- 
cies was held in the spring of 1982 and 
a CRTC announcement regarding the 
plan was issued in February, 1983. As 
the fiscal year closed, the contents of 
this announcement were under review 
by the CBC. 


Energy Conservation 

The CBC, as a major owner and occupier 
of real property and a principal user of 
energy, has a key role to play in energy 
conservation. 


A newly formed Corporate Energy Man- 
agement Committee consisting of CBC 
engineering representatives from across 
the system has developed a comprehen- 
sive energy conservation program and 
operating guidelines in order to reduce 
energy consumption without adversely 
affecting programs or working condi- 
tions. Studies have been undertaken at 
the production centres of Edmonton, 
Winnipeg, Ottawa, Montreal’s Interna- 
tional Broadcasting Centre, Quebec City 
and Halifax. 


Studio Projects 

At the close of the fiscal year, construc- 
tion of the building for a new Broadcast 
Centre in Regina was nearing comple- 
tion, and installation of technical equip- 
ment was in progress for a planned 
completion date in the fall of 1984. 


In other areas of the country, work con- 
tinued on a variety of studio projects. 
Permanent radio and TV facilities were 
installed at Sept Iles, which had been 
on air on a temporary basis since late 
1982. New and upgraded facilities were 
installed at Halifax, Moncton, Montreal, 
Quebec City, Edmonton, Vancouver and 
Frobisher Bay. In Ottawa a major re- 
equipment project for TV Master Con- 
trol, phased over four years, continued. 
In Winnipeg, re-equipment of TV Master 
Control was begun, with a projected 
completion date of 1984. Three new 
mini TV mobile units were provided for 
St. John’s Newfoundland and Montreal. 


Special Events 

Major projects undertaken by the 
Special Events Group involving design, 
installation and equipment loan in sup- 
port of operations included the 
Commonwealth Games in Brisbane, 
Australia; the Canada Winter Games, 
Chicoutimi, Quebec; and World Cup 
downhill skiing races in Mont 
Tremblant, Quebec (women) and Lake 
Louise, Alberta (men). Fibre optic tech- 
nology was introduced for the coverage 
of this last event. 


Technical Reviews 

Engineering has continued to review the 
performance quality of leased network 
circuits to ensure that contract obliga- 
tions are met. Also, off-air signals from 
CBC and affiliated stations have been 
reviewed to check the quality level as 
viewed and heard by the public. 


In 1982, Engineering started technical 
reviews of operating locations. These 
reviews examine the technical perform- 
ance of in-house facilities as well as the 
physical condition of the plant. Techni- 
cal reviews were carried out in 1982-83 
at Vancouver, Yellowknife and Montreal. 


Report on the Future of Technology 
This CBC Engineering report, which 
examined and predicted future techno- 
logical developments and the probable 
effects on CBC television within the 
next five to 10 years, was issued in the 
fall of 1982. Several thousand copies 
were distributed within the Corporation 
and to outside private and government 
organizations, with a very good 
response. 
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Digital Technology 

Digital methods and equipment co 
tute one of the major technologica 
developments which will affect the 
broadcasting industry in the future 
tain types of digital equipment are 
in use, and eventually a major cha 
over to this technology will occur.

International Activities 

CBC played a significant part in tt

will hold its first session in 1984. 


The CCIR, the radio communicatic 
organ of the ITU, in which Engine 
is an active participant, started its 
study period, 1982-86, and re-elect 
CBC member as vice-chairman of 
television group. 


Engineering continued its particip 
in various international broadcasti 
associations, notably the North A\ 
can National Broadcasters’ Assoc 
(NANBA) and the European Broad 
ing Union (EBU).

All collective agreements were extended 
for two years under the provisions of 
the Public Sector Compensation 
Restraint Act. The Corporation is 
establishing its priorities for the next 
round of collective bargaining which will 
occur in 1985. 


Equal Opportunity 

Special efforts were continued to 
improve the status of women in the 
Corporation. Special career development 
seminars were offered to women and 
the overall program to encourage man- 
agers’ implementation of the Affirmative 
Action Policy was carefully re-evaluated 
with a view to recommending new and 
more stringent approaches for 1983-84. 
Research was undertaken on the issue 
of sexual harassment and a draft policy 
was developed for presentation to the 
Board of Directors early in 1983-84. 


Training 

Increased productivity was a key con- 
cern of all training departments. In the 
English Services Division, new courses 
on journalism, radio production skills 
and producer leadership were mounted 
and to facilitate delivery of future train- 
ing programs an extensive survey was 
conducted of skills required by mainte- 
nance technicians. The Institute of 
Scenography accepted students from 
outside the CBC and from foreign coun- 
tries for the first time.

In the French Services Division, a skills 
orientation program was given for pro- 
duction personnel and a driver safety 
course for technical equipment drivers. 
In addition, a colloque was arranged on 
“La productivité dans les services 
publics” in which the executive man- 
agement of the Division participated. 


In the Ottawa Area a system was devel- 
oped to evaluate organizational perform- 
ance. Engineering Headquarters in 
Montreal developed and delivered tech- 
nical training courses in microwave 
training and an instructors’ course in 
VTR fundamentals. At Head Office, the 
supervisory skills program was con- 
tinued and a new employee orientation 
program introduced. 


Management Structure 

It was intended to introduce a new 
structure for the management group in 
CBC on a pilot basis in the English 
Services Division during 1982. This had 
to be delayed for a two-year period. 


Human Resources Systems 

Work was started on the re-design of 
Human Resources Systems on a 
corporate-wide basis. The integrated 
systems, jointly planned by representa- 
tives of all major elements of the 
Corporation, will replace present 
obsolescent systems and respond to 
critical future needs for information and 
data processing. 


Management Information Systems 
During the year, a decision was taken to 
reorganize MIS units across the country 
into a centralized corporate group. This 
action was taken to rationalize hardware 
and services across the Corporation, 
and to eliminate any duplication of 
effort and expense as the systems grow 
to meet needs. 


Due to the increasing need to exchange 
computerized data between locations, 
development was commenced of a 
multi-node communications network. 
This will link Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, 
Winnipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver. 
The design will eventually allow desig- 
nated users anywhere in the Corpora- 
tion authorized access via the network 
to any remote CBC computer file. First 
links have been established at Montreal 
and Ottawa, with Toronto and western 
points to follow in 1983-84. 


The Corporation is looking at the new 
technology of micro-computing and will 
apply cost-benefit analyses to decisions 
on software and hardware.

The first result was the Spry Lecture/ 
public forum held over two days, May 4 
and 5, at the University of British 
Columbia in Vancouver. 


The Spry lecturer on this occasion, 
Frank Mankiewicz, President of National 
Public Radio in the U.S., was followed 
the next day by regional and national 
panels discussing the future of public 
broadcasting in the next decade. 


The second Spry Lecture/forum event 
was held in Halifax, November 4 and a3 
1982. About 500 people crowded the 
Institute of Public Affairs auditorium to 
hear Barbara Frum, the Spry lecturer on 
this occasion, describe her on-air role in 
public broadcasting. Some 300 people 
took part in the forum the following day 
for a lively discussion of the regional 
role of public broadcasting. 


Advisory Committees 

French and English advisory commit- 
tees in the specialized fields of religion, 
science and agriculture are appointed 
by the Board of Directors. Members are 
chosen from across Canada for their 
professional activities and their interest 
in radio and television. They provide a 
link with CBC programmers to help 
them fulfil the Corporation’s mandate. 


During 1982-83, French Services com- 
mittees held a total of nine meetings, 
eight in Montreal and one in Moncton. 
Eleven new members joined the com- 
mittees over the year and seven others 
had their terms renewed. At each meet- 
ing, evaluations were made of CBC 
radio and television, with the commit- 
tees reviewing 10 programs on religion, 
four on science and technology, and 
two on agriculture and natural 
resources. 


In response to a request from the 
Science Committee, the French radio 
and television news departments each 
assigned a reporter to make a special 
effort to cover events in the science 
field. 
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During the year the English Services 
committees admitted 12 new members. 
The English Services introduced the 
practice of inviting committee represen- 
tatives to attend program production 
meetings, for a more intimate knowl- 
edge of the production process. 


The Committee on Science and 
Technology prepared and presented to 
English Services management a major 
Paper on science programming and the 
important role of the CBC in improving 
public awareness in this area. 


The English Committee on Agriculture 
and Food extended its area of concern 
to include the role of communication 
technology and the importance of con- 
sumer information as a guide to the 
food producer's role. 


Discussions of the English Committee 
on Religion were marked by concern for 
a religious presence in CBC programs 
which would, in the Committee’s view, 
more accurately reflect the formal and 
personal commitment to religion and 
spiritual quest by individual Canadians. 


In November 1982, the six Advisory 
Committee chairpersons met with CBC 
President Pierre Juneau in Ottawa.

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Conferences 

Four major international conferences on 
broadcasting were held in Canada 
during the year. 


The Commonwealth Broadcasting Asso- 
ciation (CBA) met in Toronto in June. 
The conference was attended by the 
Directors General, chief engineers and 
program heads of broadcasting organi- 
zations from 40 Commonwealth 
countries. 


The 8th International Conference on 
Documentaries was held in Montreal in 
June, with 32 participants from 15 coun- 
tries including Hungary, Finland, Japan 
and Australia. 


The New Technology Group of the 
European Broadcasting Union (EBU) 
looked at CBC satellite distribution. 
parliamentary broadcasting and teletext 
operation as well as the Canadian cable. 
Satellite and pay-TV environment in 
Ottawa, Montreal and Toronto. The 
group included representatives from 

20 countries. 


The first World Conference on Radio 
News and Current Affairs was held in 
Toronto in October. It was organized by 
the EBU and the North American 
National Broadcasters’ Association 
(NANBA) and hosted by CBC. One 
hundred and forty radio editors-in-chief, 
radio journalists and producers attended 
from 40 countries. 


There were also smaller international 
gatherings, hosted by the CBC's French 
Services, concerning the work of the 
Communauté des télévisions franco- 
phones (CTF) and the Communauté 
radiophonique des programmes de 
langue frangaise (CRPLF). 


Among its activities abroad, CBC was 
invited to participate in a radio sympo- 
sium held in Tunis by the Arab States 
Broadcasting Union. The Corporation 
was represented by Margaret Lyons, 
Managing Director of English Radio. 


In February 1983, CBC President Pierre 
Juneau was one of three chairmen of 
the Forum international des nouvelles 
images in Monte Carlo. The conference 
was organized by /'Institut national de la 
communication audiovisuelle (INA). 


A CBC representative was named presi- 
dent of INPUT, an international confer- 
ence of 300 to 400 television documen- 
tary producers who meet annually to 
compare programs and exchange ideas. 


Through its membership in international 
broadcasting unions and associations, 
the CBC also participates in global 
committees for the long-range planning 
of technical standards, satellite arrange- 
ments, and coverage of major interna- 
tional meetings and sports events. 


Training Assistance 

In response to requests from public 
broadcasters for consultation and train- 
ing assistance, CBC specialists were 
active in many countries including 
Barbados, the Bahamas, Belize, 
Jamaica, Turks and Caicos Islands, and 
Zimbabwe. 


The Corporation also received foreign 
broadcasters for training from such 
locations as Jamaica, Hong Kong and 
Kenya. Ten radio producers from coun- 
tries including the Seychelles, Vietnam 
and the Vanuatu came to the French 
network centre in Montreal for a three- 
week course in production techniques. 


Festivals 

The work of CBC’s international rela- 
tions staff in Montreal, Toronto and 
Ottawa included the selection and 
preparation of radio and TV entries for 
about 100 program festivals and compe- 
titions. Awards to CBC are listed 
elsewhere. 


Visitors 

During the year the Corporation 
received more than 300 foreign visitors 
requesting special briefings and tours. 
They included broadcast executives 
from France and Sweden, members of 
the Royal Danish Commission on Mass 
Media, and the Nieman Fellows in 
Journalism from Harvard University. 


During official visits to Canada by 
government representatives of Portugal, 
Egypt, Cameroun, Pakistan, Greece and 
Brazil, CBC provided technical assist- 
ance to the national public broadcasters 
of these countries.

Financial Overview 


Source of Operating Funds — 

$848.5 million 

e The Parliamentary appropriation 
provided for the year was $673.8 million. 
This amount represented an increase of 
$75.3 million or 12.6% over the appro- 
priation for the previous year. The 
increase enabled the Corporation to 
provide for inflationary price increases 
(11.7%) and the operation of new capital 
facilities (0.9%). 


* Advertising income, substantially all 
from television, amounted to $154.2 million. 
This income comprised 18.2% of total 
operating funds of $848.5 million, 
compared to 17.4% in the previous 
year. 


e Miscellaneous income contributed 
$12.5 million, compared to $12.2 million 
in fiscal year 1981-82. $6.7 million of the 
$12.5 million relates to international 
program sales and sales of consumer 
products. 


e The prior years’ carry-over appropria- 
tion amounted to $8.0 million, which 
was available for this year’s operations. 


Application of Operating Funds 

Total expense for the year amounted 
to $890.3 million. This amount repre- 
sented an increase of $97.7 million or 
12.3% over the 1981-82 total expense of 
$792.6 million. Price increases in 
salaries/wages, talent fees, and the cost 
of purchased goods and services 
accounted for substantially all of this 
increase. 


e Included in the total expense of 
$890.3 million was $51.9 million of 
expenses not requiring a cash outlay, 
such as depreciation. The total amount 
of funds expended in fiscal year 1982-83 
was $838.4 million \eaving a sum of 
$10.1 million to be carried over to future 
years. 


¢ Program and distribution costs 
amounted to $796.9 million of the total 
expense of $890.3 million, or 90%, 
unchanged from the previous fiscal 
year. Television services accounted for 
$607.4 million or 76% of the total 
program and distribution costs and 
the radio services for the balance of 
$189.5 million or 24%. 


* The cost, after advertising income and 
related expense, of operating the tele- 
vision service was $491.0 million and 
radio service was $189.4 million. 


e The cost of Radio Canada Interna- 
tional amounted to $14.2 million com- 
pared with $12.6 million in 1981-82.

° The 1982-83 per capita cost in public 
funds was $27.08 as compared to $24.81 
in the previous fiscal year.

Notes to Financial 
Statements 


March 31, 1983 


1. Authority and objective 

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
was established by the 1936, 1958 and 
1968 Broadcasting Acts and is classi- 
fied as a proprietary Crown corporation 
under Schedule D of the Financial 
Administration Act. The Corporation is 
an agent of Her Majesty and all prop- 
erty acquired by the Corporation is the 
property of Her Majesty. 


The objective of the Corporation is to 
develop and provide a national broad- 
casting service for all Canadians in both 
official languages, in television and 
radio, and to provide an international 
service. Both services should be prima- 
rily Canadian in content and character. 


2. Significant accounting policies 

The financial statements of the Corpora- 
tion have been prepared by manage- 
ment in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles consis- 
tently applied. Because a precise deter- 
mination of many assets and liabilities 
is dependent upon future events, the 
preparation of periodic financial state- 
ments necessarily involves the use of 
estimates and approximations. The 
financial statements have, in manage- 
ment’s opinion, been properly prepared 
within reasonable limits of materiality 
and within the framework of the 
accounting policies summarized below: 
(a) Engineering and production 
supplies 

The inventory of engineering and pro- 
duction supplies is stated at the lower 
of average cost and replacement cost. 


(b) Programs completed and in 
process of production 

The inventory of programs completed 
and in process of production is stated 
at cost. Cost includes the cost of 
goods and services, direct labour and 
the share of overhead expenses applica- 
ble to each program. The total program 
cost is charged to operations upon 
broadcast or when programs are deter- 
mined unusable. 


(c) Prepaid film rights 

The Corporation enters into contracts 
for film broadcasting rights. As pay- 
ments are made under the terms of 
each contract they are reflected in the 
accounts as prepaid film rights. The 
prepaid film rights are then charged to 
operations as the films are broadcast or 
determined unusable. 


(d) Investments 

The investment in a joint venture is 
accounted for by the equity method 
with the Corporation’s share of profit or 
loss credited or charged to operations. 
Other investments are carried at cost. 


(e) Fixed assets 

Fixed assets are recorded at cost. Cost 
includes material, engineering services, 
direct labour and related overhead. 
Depreciation is calculated on the 
straight-line method based on the esti- 
mated useful life of the assets, as 
follows: 


Buildings 33 years 
Technical equipment 
Transmitters and towers 20 years 
Other Log iesenes 10 years 
Furnishings and equipment 10 years 
Automotive 5 years 


Leasehold improvements over $200,000 
are capitalized and amortized over the 
term of the lease to a maximum period 
of five years. Amounts included in 
uncompleted capital projects are trans- 
ferred to the appropriate fixed asset 
classification upon_completion, and are 
then depreciated according to the Cor- 
poration’s policy. Gains and losses on 
disposals of fixed assets are credited or 
charged to the Proprietor’s Equity 
Account. 


(f) Capital leases | 
The assets and related obligation: 
capital leases are recorded at an 
amount equal to the present value 
future lease payments. Assets 
under capital leases are amortiz 
straight-line method using rates 
on the estimated useful life of the 
assets or based on the lease tem 
appropriate. Obligations under ca 
leases are reduced by rental payr 
net of imputed interest. 


(g) Employees’ termination be 
and vacation pay ; 
Employees’ termination benefits | 
vacation pay are included as exp 
items in the accounts as benefit 
accrue to employees under their 
tive terms of employment. 


(h) Pension plan

The Corporation’s pension plan covers 
substantially all continuing employees. 
The charge to operations for the cost of 
the plan for the year ended March 31, 
1983 was $33.6 million ($26.5 million for 
the year ended March 31, 1982). As at 
March 31, 1983, the present value of the 
estimated unfunded liabilities was $96.1 
million based on the actuarial valuation 
at December 31, 1980.

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A Central Role

A Record of Achievement

there are special CBC services such as closed captioning for 
deaf, and IRIS, the CBC's experimental teletext service — bo 
again, in English and French. And there is the complex 
distribution system — the satellite channels and the more tha 
1,200 transmitters — which the CBC operates to. make its 
program services available everywhere in the country. 


This long list represents what the CBC has already achieved, 
what it has to pay for from its current budgets. The strategy at 
new responsibilities and called for internal economies and m¢ 
effective management to help finance them.

English Television 


Increasingly, the English television network is a 
distinctively Canadian service. Prime time 
Canadian content stood at 73 per cent in the fall 
and winter season of 1983-84, and network 
programming now comes from a widening 
range of Canadian sources. 


CBC the Principal 
Supplier 


The CBC is already the largest 
single source of Canadian 
programming among the 
English-language services 
available to Canadians. The 
English network already offers 
more Canadian content than 
any of its competitors. In line 
with the objectives of the CBC 
strategy and the government's 
national broadcasting policy, 
this strong contribution to 
Canadian programming is 
being further developed in 
several ways. 


New Targets 


A five-year goal has been 
established of 80 per cent 
Canadian content in prime 
time. Also within five years, the 
CBC hopes to acquire 50 per 
cent of its network programs, 
other than news, information 
and sports, from independent 
producers. 


Early in 1984 the English 
network announced an 


increase in Canadian 
programming, for the 1984-85 
season, of one hour per week 
in prime time. This will bring 
prime time Canadian content to 
75 per cent. The increase will 
be realized by helping to 
finance independent 
productions through the 
government's Broadcast 
Program Development Fund. 


Independent Productions 


Independent and co- 
productions were represented 
throughout the 1983 
entertainment schedule, 
notably in such family and 
children’s programs as Sons 
and Daughters, The Edison 
Twins, The Amateur Naturalist 
with Gerald Durrell, and the 
animated special The 
Raccoons and the Lost Star.

The French TV network contributes two-thirds of 
all Canadian programs available on French 
television stations across Canada. 


The level of Canadian content 
programming on the French 
television network reached 65 
per cent, compared with 62 per 
cent for the previous season. 


During prime time, the French 
network presented an average 
of 20.9 hours (72 per cent) of 
Canadian programming and 
8.1 hours (28 per cent) of 
foreign programs per week. 
During the previous season, 
the ratio was 19.4 hours (67 
per cent) to 9.6 hours (33 per 
cent). 


The French network's objective 
by 1988-89 is to increase prime 
time Canadian programming 
to 23 hours per week, with 
only six hours of foreign 
programming, of which 

no more than half will be 
American. 


Greater Use of Private 
Sector 


Between mid-September 1983 
and early April 1984, a weekly 
average of slightly more than 
two hours of programs 
produced or co-produced by 
independent producers was 
presented by the French 
network during the peak 
viewing period (7:00 p.m. - 
11:00 p.m.). Examples include 
the series Déja 20 ans, Par les 
chemins d’Ambroise, and 
several major documentaries 
such as Marc-Auréle Fortin, 
G.H. Lévesque and Jean-du- 
Sud. 


Among the programs carried 
outside peak viewing time were 
the movie review program A 
premiére vue and the youth 
series La Clé des bois, Salut 
sante || and Micropuces. 


In all, 82 per cent of Canadian 
programming on the French 
network was provided by the 
CBC and 18 per cent by the 
private sector. The goal 
established by The Strategy of 
the CBC is for 50 per cent of all 
network programs, other than 
news, public affairs and sports, 
to be supplied by the private 
sector by 1988-89. 


During peak viewing periods 
next season, the French 
network will carry more than 
four hours a week of 
programming from independent 
producers. Of particular note 
are Bonheur d'occasion, Maria 
Chapdeleine, Au nom de tous 
les miens and L’Epopée de la 
chanson québecoise. 


Co-operation between the 
French and English 
Networks 


Another objective of The 
Strategy is to strengthen the 
links between the English and 
French television networks by 
promoting co-productions and 
program sharing. Examples 
over the past year include the 
simultaneous telecast of the Du 
Maurier Search for Stars, 
coverage of Universiade 83, 
and the simulcast of A Grand

Audience Measures 


Several converging audience 
measures are used by the CBC 
to gauge the success of its 
programs with the public. 
These include audience ‘reach’ 
or the number of people who 
watch at least once, the ‘share’ 
of time Canadians spend with 
TV, and the degree of 
satisfaction with individual 
programs or with a network as 
a whole. These indicators play 
a major role in the planning 
and evaluation process.

The English radio service has a solid record of 
distinctive and successful programming. As 
times and technologies change, it is moving to 
meet the new demands they create. 


Radio Development 
Project 


The project team completed 
the comprehensive review of 
CBC English radio begun in 
1981, and presented its report 
to the President and Board of 
Directors in October 1983. The 
report was then made available 
to the many staff members 
who had participated in the 
research process, and to the 
public. The interest shown by 
staff, press and listeners 
indicates that the future of CBC 
radio is important to many 
Canadians. Several of the 
report's key recommendations 
led to further study, the results 
of which were included in plans 


for the coming season and the 
future. 


24-hour Stereo 


Almost coinciding with one of 
the radio study's 
recommendations, all-night 
programming was introduced 
on the English and French FM 
stereo networks in February, 
1984. The English service was 
launched with the Monday-to- 
Friday program Brave New 
Waves, originating from 
Montreal with Augusta LaPaix 
as host. The weekend all-night 
program is Night Lines, 
broadcast from Winnipeg with 
host Ron Robinson. Both the 
popular music and comedy of

Night Lines and the wide- 
ranging mix of ‘New Music’, 
conversation and readings on 
Brave New Waves brought 
immediate favourable 
response. More than 500 
letters were received in the first 
eight weeks of the service, 
most of them commending 
CBC for providing an 
alternative to commercial all- 
night radio. 


Wider Stereo Distribution 


In the spring of 1984, CBC 
began to supplement the 


normal coverage of its Eng! 
and French stereo network:

In addition to the consistent 
use of freelance writers, 
broadcasters, singers and 
actors in the CBC's daily 
programming, the Corporation 
organizes and sponsors major 
talent competitions. In the 1983 
literary competition, 1,800 
entries were received from new 
and established Canadian 
writers. $7,500 was awarded in 
each of four categories, and 
winning entries were broadcast 
on Anthology and 
Morningside. The CBC also 
Sponsors or co-sponsors other 
regular competitions for 
amateur choirs, for young 
composers and for concert 
artists. And every spring and 
fall the CBC Radio Music 
National Auditions search out 
promising new professional 
musicians and showcase their 
talent on the radio networks. 
The most recent winners were 
heard on Mostly Music.

The diversity of Canada is well reflected in CBC 
English radio. More than 40 per cent of the 
programming in the national mono schedule is 
regionally produced and another 25 per cent 
contains regional elements; for the stereo 
service the percentages are 61 and 8.

complete stereo service has 
been available to all Canadian 
cable distributors on two 
Satellite channels. If all cable 
distributors offer these 
programs to their subscribers, 
French FM stereo will reach a 
potential audience of 83 per 
cent of the total Canadian 
population. This represents an 
increase of 58 percentage 
points in French stereo 
coverage. 


Music, Still a Priority 


Classical music, opera, jazz 
and folk music are still the 
staples of the French FM 
network.

French regional stations, which produce as a 
whole more than 28,000 hours of radio 
programs a year, play a major role in CBC 


broadcasting. 


Regional stations serve to 
distribute the national service 
throughout the country and to 
reflect the various regions of 
the country for the national 
audience. 


In addition, the regional 
stations of the AM network 
carry local and regional 
programming to meet the 
specific needs of their own 
areas. Such programming 
occupies an average of 35 to 
40 per cent of the weekly 
schedule. 


Beyond the role of broadcaster, 
the regional stations are 


directly involved in their 
communities and sometimes 
play a leading role in local 
activities.

General objectives include 
improved efficiency and 
performance in production, 
systematic identification of 
regional talent and increased 
audiences. 


One of the first specific 
objectives for regional radio is 
to improve morning 
programming. All programs 
were analysed by an evaluation 
committee and the results will 
provide guidelines for the 
future. 


Prix Marcel-Blouin 


In the summer of 1982, French 
radio created the Prix Marcel- 
Blouin to recognize the 
excellence of regional 
production in various program 
categories. 

This year, awards were given to 


Moncton for the program 
Concert intime, to Sudbury for 
C'est bon I'matin and to 
Regina for Voix et rythmes. 
Rimouski received an 
honourable mention for its 
program Au chant du coq.

A Changing Environment 


The medium of radio is 
undergoing changes that rival 
those in the television industry. 
The ‘Walkman’ has made radio 
more mobile than ever, cable 
systems bring special audio 
services to an estimated one in 
10 Canadian households, AM 
stations are converting to 
stereo, FM stations are 
dramatically increasing their 
share of radio listening and 
communication satellites are 
being used to ‘wholesale’ new 
radio services across the 
continent. CBC has already 
had to adapt to this 
environment and is preparing 
to use the new technologies to 
serve its audiences better. 


The Radio Audience 


Unlike television, radio stations 
today generally do not reach 
‘mass audiences. Listening 


levels or hours spent listening 
per week have been very 
stable in the last decade even 
though many other media are 
competing for attention. 
However, people use radio in a 
very segmented way, and while 
the average person (age 7- 
plus) still spends just under 20 
hours a week listening to radio, 
in most markets no one station 
attracts a majority of the 
audience. 


CBC Radio Audiences 


Audience ‘reach’ , therefore, is 
a different kind of measure 
when applied to radio stations. 
CBC mono and stereo radio, 
English and French, together 
reach about one in five 
Canadian adults on a weekly 
basis. Surveys which extend 
beyond a one-week period 
show that there is also a large 
proportion of the population 
which listens occasionally to

Francophones and Radio 


In September 1983, CBC Research published 
the results of a survey on francophones and radio, and 
particularly CBC French AM radio. Among the highlights: 


Radio in General: 

* Francophones spend 75 per cent of their listening time 
with French radio and 25 per cent with English radio; in 
addition, they give 59 per cent of their listening time to AM 
radio and 41 per cent to FM. 

* Their main interest is in music programs, followed by 
programs with both music and talk. 

* Most listeners tune in to several stations, but always the 
same ones; their choice of stations is based on music 
content, the hosts and the topics under discussion. 

* In music, francophones prefer popular music and 

chansonniers; they have little interest in New Wave or 

opera. 


Perceptions of CBC French AM Radio: 

* Most francophones have a positive image of CBC radio: 
they associate it primarily with good information and 
pleasant listening. However, 52 per cent say that it requires 
very close attention, and 41 per cent feel that it does not 
carry sufficient music. 

* The great majority feels that CBC radio is effectively 
fulfilling its mandate to inform, educate, entertain and 

meet regional needs. 


The Audience for CBC French AM: 

* The CBC French AM radio audience represents 18 per 
cent of francophones age 18 and over. 

* It includes a large proportion of highly educated people of 
working age, and also many retired people. 

* 44 per cent of listeners are at home. 

+ Listeners are interested first in programs combining music 
and talk, and second in music programs. 

* They prefer CBC to any other station for its information, 

program quality and hosts, whom they consider to be 

friendly, well informed, dynamic, and yet not too serious.

The Canadian North has a mixed and scattered 
population in a vast area. Two regional CBC 
services provide the Northwest Territories, the 
Yukon and northern Quebec with access to the 
national networks, with regional programming, 
and with services in nine native languages. 


NORTHERN SERVICE 


An Anniversary Year 


Twenty-fifth anniversary 
celebrations were held in 
Whitehorse, Dawson City and 
Yellowknife, where the CBC 
Northern Service opened its 
first radio stations when it was 
established in 1958. Special 
programming, a fiddle festival, 
public receptions and open 
houses attracted many 
members of the public. 


Program Highlights 


The N.W.T. territorial election in 
November 1983 was covered 
live on radio and television. For 
Northern Service TV, it was the 
first opportunity to deliver 
election coverage live to 
audiences throughout the 
north, feeding the northern 
satellite network by means of a 
mobile uplink. Television 
coverage was in English, and 
radio coverage in Inuktitut, 
Inuvialuktun, Slavey, Dogrib, 
Hareskin, Chipewyan, 
Loucheux and English. 


Both radio and TV carried live 
coverage of the First Ministers 
conference on aboriginal rights, 
held in Ottawa in March 1984. 
Radio coverage was in English, 
Inuktitut and Slavey. The 8th 
Arctic Winter Games, held this 
year in Yellowknife, were 
covered daily on radio and TV. 
A new weekly half-hour TV 
program, The Dene Series, 
presented Dene life and 
tradition through a mixture of 
music, interviews and story- 
telling. It was produced only in 
the Dene languages: Slavey, 
Dogrib and Chipewyan.

Programming in the past year 
included several reports on the 
constitutional conference on 
aboriginal rights held in Ottawa 
and on the Circumpolar 
Conference at Frobisher Bay. 
During the World Conference 
of Community-oriented Radio 
Broadcasters held in Montreal 
in August, the Northern 
Quebec Service produced 10 
hours of on-location 
programming in Attikamek, four 
and a half in Inuktitut and two 
in Cree. As part of a pilot 
project, two young sports 
commentators presented the 
first radio broadcast of Hockey 
Night in Canada in Inuktitut, on 
April 7, 1983. 


Community Radio 


Two Cree teams, at Fort Rup 
and Wemindji, were added tc 
those at Mistassini and 
Chisasibi. Waswanipi is 
planning to launch its own 
community radio service in ti 
fall of 1984. In January, the 
Northern Quebec Service 
provided the Wemindji team 
with a one-week training 
session; in the following mor 
several Northern Quebec 
Service reporters and 
community radio workers we 
offered a three-day training 
session in Montreal. 


Audience Research 


CBC Research conducted a 
survey among the Cree and 
Inuit at Poste-de-la-Baleine | 
measure their enjoyment of 
certain television programs. 
The results indicate that they 
enjoy programs which are in 
native languages or which 
focus on native people, but 
they regret that such prograr 
take up only a small proporti 
of the overall schedule. The 
survey also found that 
community radio plays a mo 
important role than televisior 
the daily lives of native 
peoples. 


Musical Recordings 


In co-operation with the 
University of Montreal, the 
Northern Quebec Service he 
agreed to produce the first 
record devoted entirely to the 
music and games of the Inui 
from northern Quebec.

Further assessment and 
development will be needed 
before a continuing teletext 
service can become a reality. 
The government announced 
early in 1984 that IRIS would 
be provided with an additional 
three years funding. 


CBC Parliamentary 
Networks 


The French and English 
Parliamentary networks 
present daily live coverage of 
the proceedings of the House 
of Commons, with explanatory 
material provided by CBC 
hosts. The Parliamentary 
networks are distributed by 
satellite to Canadian cable 
companies. 


In March 1984, the unused 
evening period on the 
Parliamentary channels was 
used twice to repeat the 
national networks earlier 
coverage of the First Ministers 
Conference on Native Rights. 


Project OASIS 


At the request of the House of 
Commons, CBC is directing a 
project to provide Members of 
Parliament, their staffs and the 
House administration with a 
modern telecommunications 
system. The project, begun in 
1981, is known as OASIS — 
Office Automation Systems 
and Information Services. 


A cable-based Local Area 


Network (LAN) designed by the 


CBC will provide an integrated 
voice, video and data network 
to link all the Parliamentary 
buildings and offices. During 
1983 a pilot system was 
installed, and work in the first 
of several buildings was 
completed. The project is being 
implemented in association 
with a number of private 
Canadian telecommunications 
companies. 


The Papal Visit 


In January 1984 the CBC was 
appointed host broadcaster for 
Pope John Paul II's tour of 
Canada in September. The visit 
will last 11 days and cover eight 
provinces and one territory. As 
host broadcaster, CBC will 
provide both foreign and 
Canadian broadcasters with 
picture and sound coverage 
throughout the visit — a 
massive undertaking requiring 
extensive technical resources. 
A special CBC team was 
formed to co-ordinate 
broadcast plans. 


Weekend Television 


In The Strategy of the CBC, 
the Board of Directors restated 


the view that the CBC needs 
second television channels in 
French and English in order to 
give fuller treatment to 
particular program areas, and 
to increase the opportunities 
for viewing Canadian 
programs. 


In the spring of 1984 the 
Corporation was developing 
detailed proposals for special 
weekend services which would 
make use of unoccupied time 
on the satellite channels of the 
CBC Parliamentary networks. 


Specialty Channel 
Markets 


The CBC is keeping abreast of 
developments in the area of 
Canadian specialty TV 
services. These services could 
present a future market for 
CBC programming in such 
fields as children’s material and 
sports. 


The Corporation is also 
studying the potential for 
satellite distribution of 
television program packages, 
made up from its French and 
English networks, to the United 
States and Europe for showing 
on specialty and cable 
channels there.

RCI is the only Canadian medium of expression 
which reaches large-scale foreign audiences on 
a daily basis. Although it is a small service in 
comparison with other shortwave broadcasters 
around the world, RCI’s distinctive and 
balanced programming, in 12 languages, has 
given it a high degree of audience acceptance 
and a reputation well out of proportion to its 


size. 


New Services 


A shortwave service to the 
Caribbean was started in May 
1983, with daily French and 
English broadcasts of 30 
minutes each. As of January 
1984 this programming was 
also relayed on medium wave 
by Radio Antilles, based in 
Monserrat. 


In November 1983 RCI 
launched a weekly 15-minute 
program in Japanese, based 
on trade between Canada and 
Japan. The program is 
produced in Vancouver, relayed 
by satellite and broadcast each 
Saturday over Radio Tanpa, a 
shortwave station in Tokyo. 


In addition to special weekly 
feeds of Canadian information 
in Spanish to Caracas, 
Venezuela, RCI has begun a 
similar feed to Bogota, 
Colombia, for rebroadcast 
throughout Colombia by some 
80 radio stations. A weekly 
feed in Portuguese to Sao 
Paolo, Brazil was begun in 
March, 1984. 


Long-term Plans 


The new program to Japan 
represents a modest start on 
the hoped-for expansion of RCI 
services into the Pacific Rim 
area. Broadcasting in Arabic to 
the Middle East, a high priority 
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for the future, continues to be 
under study. 


Transmitter Changes 


To maintain service to existing 
target areas, several 
engineering projects are in 
progress. Under the terms of 
an agreement signed late in 
1983, RCI is co-operating with 
the BBC in replacing obsolete 
transmitters in Daventry, 
England, which are used for 
relaying RCI programming to 
Eastern Europe. At RCI’s own 
transmitter site in Sackville, 
New Brunswick, unreliable 

50 kW transmitters are also 
being replaced, for 
programming to Latin America, 
Africa and the Caribbean, and 
to ensure continuing service for 
RCI's present relay partners, 
Deutsche Welle and BBC 
External Broadcasting. 


Recording Highlights 


RCI issued six more volumes in 
its Anthology of Canadian 
Music, bringing the projected 
38-volume series to its half-way 
point. 


A survey of more than 1,200 
radio subscribers to RCI 
recordings led to the 
development of station profiles. 
Radio stations selected for 
their audience potential will 
now automatically receive

RCI Journalists Abroad 


Three members of RCI's 
English newsroom have been 
on special assignments. One, 
on sabbatical, toured broadcast 
organizations in the Arab 
States. Another is completing a 
year's secondment to Radio 
Peking, and the third is 
completing a secondment to 
the Caribbean Broadcasting 
Corporation in Barbados. 


Canadian Forces Radio 
and Television 


RCI provides operational and 
programming support for 
Canadian Armed Forces radio 
and television stations in West 
Germany. Program schedules 
include highlights from the 
CBC's domestic networks. 


Audiences 


Both audience mail and 
surveys show that RCI is a 


highly regarded voice in 
international broadcasting, 
despite the modest scale of 
operations. Some 57,000 
letters were received in 198 
from listeners in Western ar 
Eastern Europe, North 
America, the Caribbean, La 
America, Africa, the Middle 
East, and Pacific Rim 
countries. 


The total weekly audience ig 
about 10 million. Surveys on 
Eastern European listenerst 
indicate that RCI has nine p 
cent of the shortwave audier 
in Moscow, Leningrad and t 
Ukraine, and has been place 
sixth in popularity among all 
international shortwave stati 
heard there. Other surveys 
show RCI with 180,000 
listeners a week in Colombie 
Venezuela and urban Mexic 
and with a surprising million 
listeners a week in the Unite 
States which, like Canada, f 
a low proportion of shortwav 
sets compared to most other 
countries of the world.

A Public Affairs Tradition 


CBC's public affairs programs 
continued to win international 
recognition. In April 1983 Just 
Another Missing Kid, from the 
fifth estate series, received an 
Academy Award (Oscar) for 
best documentary feature film 
of 1982.

CBC’s French and English marketing 
departments, now consolidated as CBC 
Enterprises, began to co-ordinate sales efforts 
and to develop new markets and products. 
Highlighting the year were additional TV sales, 
new ventures in audio and video cassettes, and 
continued success for CBC’s SM5000 


recordings. 


An Integrated Operation 


CBC Enterprises, with 
headquarters in Montreal, is 
now responsible for TV 
program sales in Canada and 
other countries, commercial 
development of radio 
programs, book publishing, 
recordings, and the 
merchandising of program- 
related products. 


Revenues reached a total of 
nearly $7 million in a year 
when sales efforts were 
considerably limited during the 
reorganization. 


Television Program Sales 


CBC programs are sold in 
many different countries 
around the world. The wide 
range of programs which can 
now be offered together has 
proved to be an advantage, 
and the consolidation of sales 
efforts has led to additional 
sales for major programs. For 
example: 


* Wayne and Shuster was sold 
in a dubbed version to FR3 in 
France. 


* Le Temps d'une paix was 
sold in Spain, in a Spanish 
version. 


* Seeing Things was reordered 
by U.S. public television. 


* Widespread interest in 
Paviova promised continued 
sales in many parts of the 
world. 


Video cassettes and 
institutional sales brought in 
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revenues for the year of more 
than a million dollars. Series 
such as Riel, Wayne and 
Shuster and Empire, Inc. were 
sold on video cassette in 
several countries. A 
breakthrough was achieved in 
the French-language video 
cassette market with the 
success of Le Temps d’une 
paix and the French version of 
Empire, Inc. in video clubs in 
Quebec and New Brunswick. 
In institutional sales, the award- 
winning animated film Crac 
continued to attract 
international interest, and 
L’Evangile en papier, dubbed 
in English, is now being 
successfully distributed to 
American institutions. 


Publications 


The English book division 
released 20 new books and 
reprints, achieving sales, at 
distributors wholesale rates, of 
approximately $670,000. Major 
series included seven Fraggle 
Rock books for children and 
the first four volumes (The 
Tempest, Macbeth, As You 
Like It and The Taming of the 
Shrew) of the Stratford Festival 
Editions, based on CBC 
television presentations of 
Stratford stage productions.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1984 


1. Authority and objective 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation was established by the 
1936, 1958 and 1968 Broadcasting Acts and is classified as a 
proprietary Crown corporation under Schedule D of the Financial 
Administration Act. The Corporation is an agent of Her Majesty 
and all property acquired by the Corporation is the property of Her 
Majesty. 


The objective of the Corporation is to develop and provide a 
national broadcasting service for all Canadians in both official 
languages, in television and radio, and to provide an international 
service. Both services should be primarily Canadian in content 
and character. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The financial statements of the Corporation have been prepared 
by management in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles consistently applied. Because a precise 
determination of many assets and liabilities is dependent upon 
future events, the preparation of periodic financial statements 
necessarily involves the use of estimates and approximations. 
The financial statements have,in management's opinion, been 
properly prepared within reasonable limits of materiality and within 
the framework of the accounting policies summarized below: 


(a) | Engineering and production supplies 


The inventory of engineering and production supplies is stated 
at the lower of average cost and replacement cost. 


(b) | Programs completed and in process of production 


The inventory of programs completed and in process of 
production is stated at cost. Cost includes the cost of goods and 
services, direct labour and the share of overhead expenses 
applicable to each program. The total program cost is charged to 
operations upon broadcast or when programs are determined 
unusable. 


(c) Film rights 

The Corporation enters into contracts for film broadcasting 
rights. As payments are made under the terms of each contract 
they are reflected in the accounts as prepaid film rights. The film 
rights are charged to operations as the films are broadcast or 
determined unusable. 
(d) Investments 


The investment in a joint venture is accounted for by the equity 
method with the Corporation's share of profit or loss credited or 
charged to operations. Other investments are carried at cost. 


(e) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are recorded at cost. Cost includes material, 
engineering services, direct labour and related overhead. 
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Depreciation is calculated on the straight-line method based : 
the estimated useful life of the assets, as follows: 


Buildings 33 years 
Technical equipment 
Transmitters and towers 20 years 
Other 10 years 
Furnishings and office equipment 10 years 
Automotive 5 years 


Major leasehold improvements are capitalized and amortiz 
over the term of the lease to a maximum period of five years. 
Amounts included in uncompleted capital projects are transfe 
to the appropriate fixed asset classification upon completion, 
are then depreciated according to the Corporation's policy. Gé 
and losses on disposals of fixed assets are credited or charg 
the Proprietor’s Equity Account. 


(f) Capital leases 


The assets and related obligations for capital leases are 
recorded at an amount equal to the present value of future le 
payments. Assets recorded under capital leases are amortize 
the straight-line method over the estimated useful life of the 
assets or based on the lease term as appropriate. Obligation: 
under capital leases are reduced by rental payments net of 
imputed interest. 


(g) Employee termination benefits and vacation pay 


Employee termination benefits and vacation pay are expen: 
as benefits accrue to employees under their respective terms 
employment. 


(h) Pension plan 


The cost of funding current service pension benefits is chal 
to operations as incurred. Unfunded liabilities as determined | 
actuarial valuation are funded by payments which are charget 
operations over periods recommended by the actuaries and it 
accordance with regulatory requirements. Additional payment 
charged to operations as made. 


(i) Parliamentary appropriations 


Parliamentary appropriations for operating expenditures are 
recorded as a reduction of the excess of expense over income 
after deducting expenses not requiring an outlay of funds. 
Overexpended or unexpended operating appropriations (withi 
limit of 1.5% of the annual operating appropriations) are charg 
or credited to the Proprietor’s Equity Account. Net parliamenté 
appropriations for capital and working capital are credited to tt 
Proprietor’s Equity Account.

On February 15, 1982, the Corporation finalized a sale of la 
in the City of North York, Ontario, as approved by Order in Co 
P.C. 1980-2690, for an amount of $10.5 million. The terms of s 
included an agreement that the Corporation receive cash of $ 
million and grant to the purchaser a mortgage in the amount ¢ 
$5.5 million, payable in full on February 15, 1985. Interest of 1 
is payable quarterly. In conformity with an agreement between 
Corporation and Treasury Board, all proceeds from the sale, 
including interest on the mortgaged principal, are to be remitte 
the Government of Canada.
